TIIE NEWTON POST OFFICE. 

THK NKW POSTM A8TEII AND HIM IMtKDK- 
TERMORS. 

Mr. George IT. Morgan, tho S’ewton cor- 
respondent of the 1 1 oh toll Herald, was on 
Saturday appointed postmaster of Nowton, 
by President Cleveland. The news was not 
unexpected, as Postmaster Latta’s term 
was known to expire February 5th, and it 
was hardly thought that a Democratic 
President would re-appoint him, although 
he has been a faithful official. 

Mr. Morgan, the now appointee, has been an 
active Democrat for several years past, and 
a member of the ward and city committee, 
but of course that is all over with now, and 
he will become a non-partisan official. It 
will be quite a loss to the fhi tliful few of the 
party in this city, but they will have to stand 
it until after tho next election, at any rate. 
Mis competitors were J. IT. Woodford, who 
is said to have been backed by Mr. John S. 
Fallow and considerable mugwump influ- 
ence, and Rosen Hyde, who sometime ago 
withdrew from tho race. Mr. Morgan had 
tho support of the Democrats of the city, 
and his petition bore the names of Hon. 
Loverett Saltonstall, Major I). T. Bunker, 
Mr. J. W. Stover; and his claim was also 
backed up by letters from Hon. Patrick 
Collins, lion. F. O. Prince, and a goodly 
number of Republicans. 

He is a native of Dedham, is oil years 
old, was for six years freight agent at the 
Newton station, and for the past 10 years 
has been a reporter on the Boston Herald. 
Although ho had a large field to cover, it 
was done well, and Newton readers have 
always looked with interest for his reports 
of Newton matters, being sure that they 
would get the facts in a reliable and well 
written form. 

The office now lias a salary of #2, 100.it hav- 
ing been raised a hundred dollars within a 
year, and an allowance of #500 for clerk hire, 
WOO for rent, and #00 for lights and fuel. 
Three clerks are needed to do the work. and 
the rent of tin* present office is about #<500 a 
year, so that the postmaster will he fortun- 
ate if he realizes #1400 a year. The 
receipts of the office are over #9,000 a 
year, so that the government makes a hand- 
some thing out of it, and there are few 
cilices of the same grade that net the gov- 
ernment as large an amount. 

It is said that there is some prospect of 
the offiee being moved to another location, 
although there is no store available which 
is in such a central .place, and is also as 
large and convenient.*’ The middle store in 
Mr. Brackett’s new block has been spoken 
of, but the entrance doors there are narrow, 
and it is doubtful if it would he large 
enough, or sufficiently well lighted to an- 
swer the purpose. It would certainly bo a 
source of gratification to the people to see 
the office in :i permanent location, as it has 
been moved oitener than any office in the 
state. 

The office has an interesting history. It 
was established in 1820, through the efforts 
of Squire John Richardson, who made 
a journey to Washington for the pur- 
pose. in those days such a journey was a 
great undertaking, and the whole popula- 
tion turned out to see hint depart, and 
again to welcome him home. Previous to 
that, there had only been an office at New- 
ton Lower Falls, although most of the resi- 
dents of this pari of Newton got their mail 
at Watertown. There was great rejoicing 
over its establishment, and tradition says 
that the office opened in a horse shed, on the 
site of Bacon’s block. As near as rati bo 
learned, however, it was opened i 1 the shop 
of (’has. Fames, watchmaker and jeweller, 
located on the site of T. J. Hartnett's plumb- 
ing store. Mr. Fames was postmaster, 
and received the munificent salary of #3') 
a year. After several years lie became tired 
of sorting tho few letters that arrived, and 
turned t lie office over to his journeyman, 
Wilt. B. Newton. There was probably 
no strife for the position in those days. 

Alter some years, Mr. Newton's health 
failed, and he turned it over to Joseph N. 
Bacon, who liad a store in Bacon s block. 
It was a central location then, as the Tav- 
ern House, the main hotel of the place, 
stood on the site of the present National 
Bank building ami Mr. Joseph Bacon was 
the landlord. 

In 1848-40, Mr. Bacon left the Whig party 
to form the Free Soil party, and ns it had 
then become quite an important office, he 
was removed and the position conferred 
upon Daniel P. Mann, who kept an apothe- 
cary store in the vicinity. Horace R. 
Wcthcroll succeeded hint, and another po- 
litical revolution coming. Dexter Whipple 
was appetitcd. The offiee was then kept 
on tin* site of Howe’s block and Mr. (’has. 
F. Rogers was the chief clerk. 

Mr. Whipple retained the office until the 
election of Lincoln, when Samuel Chis- 
holm was appointed, lie moved the office 
to the store ol K. F. Billings, in the Flint 
building, on the site of the present Flint 
Block. 

After President Johnson emtio into pow- 
er, Mr. riiisholm was removed and Fdwin 
S. lioliunn was appointed. In November, 
ISO". Mr. Holman removed the office to the 
boot and shoo store kept by Mr. .1. (J. 
Latta, the present postmaster, in Hyde's 
block, ami Mr. Latta began his long si r- 
vice in handling the mails. 

in 18(10, there was a new elect ion and 
there were three candidates— cx-Postmns- 
ter Chisholm, Mr. F. A. Benson and Mr. 
Latta. Mr. Benson w as appointed, Imt as lie 
could not attend to the duties himseli and 
found that lie would have to pav more than 
the salary for clerk hire, lie did not 
qualify, and endeavored to secure the place 
for Mr. Latta. .Mr. Chisholm was success- 
ful, however, mid immediately teiiioved 
the office again to Warner’s block, to the 
stoic now kept by the Misses Parker. lie 
held the position until his death in Nov.. 
1870, when Mr. Latin was app in ted, and 
has since belli the pluee. 

The offiee remained in Wat tier's block 
for two yours, when if was 11 moved again 
to tile Flint building, where it was when 
the block was destroyed by tire in Jane. 
1873. Fortunately the pod offiee olVects 
were saved, mid (bo. II. Fiske, then ticket 
agent, ottered Mr. Latta a portion of tin 
men’s room al the tailrotid .daiii 11 , the 


only place that was available. Mr. Latta 
opened the office there on time the morn- 
ing after the lire, and remained there until 
the last day of March, 1875, when the rail- 
roatl company desired him to move. He 
had previously contracted with Mr. Brack- 
ett for the building of the store now occu- 
pied by Wellington Howes, and opened 
the office there on the first day of April. 
The offiee remained there until the third 
day of July, 1880, when it came across the 
street, and was opened July 4th, in the 
store, a portion of which is now occupied by 
the Cambridge laundry. It remained there 
until March, 1885, when Mr. Latta leased 
the store now occupied. Mr. Latta has 
been four times reappointed, and has seen 
the offiee grow from 320 boxes, and those 
not all let when he took it. to IKK) odd box- 
es. lie has been connected for 18 years 
with the office and will retire with the 
good wishes of all the citizens. He has 
served, the public well, and has given them 
all the conveniences that the law allowed, 
and more than the government gave hint 
I means to do; but lie has the satisfaction of 
knowing that it required a political rcvolu- 
I tion to remove him. 

The nomination of Mr. Morgan will prob- 
; ably he confirmed by the Senate within a 
1 few days, but he does not now expect to 
I take charge before the tirst of next month.

How ominously boomed on tlio cold De- 
cember night the signal guns that opened 
the great battle of Fredericksburg! Two 
armies aroused from sleep when those two 
solemn reports from Lee’s cannon sum- 
moned his chiefs to the fray, and wo to the 
attack. Few battles of the war presented 
so graphic a pieture as this one. Fought 
ns it were in a great natural arena, and 
looked upon by large numbers of civilian 
spectators on the Falmouth hills, where 
they were beyond the reach of the rebel 
artillery, it was the unique spectacle of the 
war, as well as one in which all rules of 
military science seemed to be set at naught. 

To cross a liver in face of such a foe and 
such field-works, to meet with such a re- 
pulse, and to escape from the trap into 
which wc had walked headlong, has always 
seemed to me one of the mysteries of the 
war, and to indicate that a higher Power 
than any on earth had a hand in the des- 
tinies of this republic. 

It was the writer’s opinion at the time 
that the battlo opened on our part with a 
grave mistake. The bombardment of a 
defenceless city seemed to me wholly un- 
necessary and unjustifiable. In a military 
sense it did not the slightest good, and it is 
a principle in war to avoid acts that only 
exasperate a foe, and make him more des- 
perate and ugly. if I had been on the 
other side and witnessed the wanton de- 
struction of my home, I would have been 
nerved to an implacable hatred of my 
enemy, and truly their revenge was speedy 
and terrible. 

If it is argued that it was done to drive 
the enemy from the city so that we could 
cross the river, I answer, they were not in 
the city, save a few’ riflemen in’some houses 
along the river bank, and they “didn’t 
drive worth a cent.” until our infantry 
crossed in boats. Soldiers care little for 
artillery, even at close range where they 
have good shelter, and good marksmen 
can do more injury to artillerymen when 
within rifle range than can be done to 
them. 

For two or three weeks prior to the 
battle, as we picketed along the east bank 
of the river, we held daily talks with the 
enemy, for the river was narrow and 
sharpshooting was suspended by mutual 
consent. 

One day I had a long talk with a rebel 
artillery olliccr. lie said they considered 
McLellan our ablest general, and otic red to 
bet mo that Fremont would succeed Burn- 
side in command of our army. lie was 
very gentlemanly in his stylo of talk, and 
when wc parted “hoped we should meet 
again,’’ and said if I would come over he 
would receive me with the honors of a 
salute, and lie kept his promise with a 
vengeance. 

It was the general opinion of the soldiers 
that no actual crossing would bo attempted 
at the city, for the formidable nature oi the 
rebel works was plain t>» us all. Whatever 
advantage we had gained by our rapid 
march to this place was soon lost by fail- 
ing to cross the river at once, and taking 
possession of the Maryc Heights before 
our cnemv arrived. That wo did not was, 
as is well known, due to the failure of the 
ponton trains to meet us there. Genera) 
Lee supposed the real crossing would be 
made at Skonker’s Neck, twelve miles be- 
low us, and had placed Hill’s Division 
there to oppose it. A strong demonstra- 
tion there would have been wise, and 
doubtless drawn olT a large part of Lee’s 
army from our front at the city. 

The night of December 10th, three days 
rations were served out to the whole army, 
and cartridge boxes were Idled, in addition 
to which 40 rounds (all the boxes would 
hold.) we had from 20 to 40 rounds more 
with which we Idled our pockets, haver- 
sacks or carried any way wo pleased. This 
indicated a big battle, and orders were to 
leave everything in our camp that might 
he ail encumbrance, to be guarded by a few 
who were on the invalid roll. The army 
slept lightly that night, and there were few 
who did not hear Lee’s signal guns, just 
before dawn. 

We were soon under arms and drawn up 
by divisions on the plain at Falmouth, and 
standing there in the cold, foggy atmo- 
sphere, awaited orders. The army, num- 
bering at this* time, JI0,u()0 men and 270 
cannon, was organized into three grand 
divisions, under command of Generals 
Sumner, Hooker and Frauklili. Sumner 
had the second and ninth corps; Hooker 
the third and liftli corps, and Franklin the 
tirst and sixth. It is with the centre under 
Ueneral Sumner that wo have to do, and it 
is not my intention or desire to attempt any 
lengthy account of the battle in all its de- 
tails, but merely to present a “picture’’ of 
how it looked from tlio “centre.” Although 
the day opened bright and clear a heavy 
mist, lay over the river, and for a time eon- 
uoah d the engineers, which they improved; 
but they had laid Imt a third of tlx* bridges 
ia our front, when the fog lifted and re- 
vealed their work. Then wo heard the 
sharp rattle of musketry, and the work of 
the engineers was stopped at mice. No 
man could live a minute under the deadly 
lire of Barkosdalc’s Mississippi riflemen 
at “point-blank” range on the opposite 
shore. In vain the ollicers set an example 
of bravery and loeklessiicss; three engineer 
officers fell in a few minutes and many 
wounded began passing us to the rear. I 
nu w General Bonham, commanding the 
engineer corps, storming around like a 
mailman at the loss of his brave men, and 
their utter helplessness to retaliate. 

And now about 8 o’clock, all along our 
lines tin* bombardment of the city opened, 
General Burnside hoping by this means to 
cover the engineers, so they could go on 
with the bridge-laying. I went a short 
distance from where our division lay, and 
stood near the guns of one of ihc batteries 
on the blub overlooking the city, and there 
witnessed the bombardment. It was a 
spectacle which for grandeur was un- 
paralleled in the war. Almost simultane- 
ously from the mouths of 147 gnus, each 
nt which was ordered to lire lill.v round's 
bill 'd I’m ill such .i r mi mat the earth 
diqu.lkc. 1 *<i the si»y 
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incessant roar of the guns, the ciash of the 
shot and shells t hrough tlio houses, which 
we could plainly hear, made a picture that 
a lifetime could not wipe out. trom memory. 

On tin* distant hills we ; mild see our foe 
in “silhouette” against the sky. standing 
on their c.utliwoiks lookiiiu upon the 
scene they were powerless to prevent. 
Their very si . imicc was ominous and tatcful. 
The muzzles oi tlu-ir guns looked blackly 
out from their ombrazuros.and silently and 
grimly waited, and not in vain. 

Meantime the work of laying the pontons 
was again attempted, but si ill it was no ' 
use. Two regiments of vo unicorn that 
wore sent to i.siflst the engineers, quickly | 
lost 150 men, and still the hold Mississippi- 
ans held at liny the Army oi the Potomac. 
The day was wearing away and nothing el- . 
fcctivo was yet done. Franklin on the 
left had got ids bridges over, there being 
no shelter there for rillem u to prevent. ! 
but in our front, affairs were at a stand j 
still. There seemed hut one way to do. j 
Volunteers were called for to man some 
boats and cross the river. It was a “forlorn 
hope” of the most hazardous description, ; 
but intrepid spirits were not lacking. The | 
7tli Michigan, lilth and 20th Massachusetts | 
promptly volunteered. It was a stirring 
sight to see them push out into the leaden 
storm, with colors dying, and while strong 
arms worked the oars, and death was busy 
among them, we cheered them to the echo 
from the heights above. They were soon 
across, and rushing up the batiks they 
quickly dislodged the enemy, who could 
now be seen running back to their com- 
rades in rear of the city. Now the bridges 
were soon across, hut the short December 
day was drawing to a close, and only How- 
ard’s Division of the .Second Corps were 
crossed to hold the bridge beads. Our 
brigade moved down near the river and 
bivouacked, ami fortunately the night was 
not very cold, though chilly. 

With the earliest dawn ot Dec. 12th, the 
crossing of .Sumner’s grand division com- 
menced. We crossed on a ponton directly 
opposite the city just below the abutments 
of the Biehmoml. Fredericksburg and 
Potomac Bail Boad, (the bridge bad been 
destroyed,) and turning to the left moved 
through the town out into the southern 
suburbs, and were massed in lines by Brig- 
ades near the river between Hazel and 
Deep Buns, two small water courses, 
bridged here and there, which we crossed 
and rcerossed many times tlio next two 
days. The Second corps extended through 
the city and northern suburbs, and oar’s 
(Ninth,) from their left southward, con- 
necting with Brook’s Division of the 
Sixth Corps, of Franklin s command, after 
deployment. 

When wo entered the city wc lirst realized 
the significance of the bombardment. The 
streets were strewn with the debris of 
shattered houses, piles of furniture cov- 
ered the sidewalks and not a civilian was to 
be seen. At one time we halted near the 
residence of Mayor Slaughter, a large, 
square mansion, with tine grounds around 
it. The interior was a complete wreck. 
Shells and solid snot had gone in one side 
and out the other with .the most perfect 
disregard lor doors and windows. every- 
thing seemed to have been left as if the 
family had only gone out for a moment. 
Elegant turuiturc and carpets indicated 
wealth and relhieincut. A piano had the 
legs knocked off one end, which rested on 
the floor, and the instrument; was badly 
out of tune. 

it was a scene of devastation- and ruin 
that I was sorry to see, for it seemed to mo 
like carrying on war too much in the style 
of the ancient Goths, Huns, and Vandals. 
The day was an exciting one to us all. We 
were now close under range of the rebel 
artillery, which opened on our lines from 
time to time. Their practice did not seem 
very good. Mauyof their shells went over 
our heads, and we watched them splash 
into the river or burst in the air, and held 
up pieces of hoard over our heads in ease 
the fragments fell among us. in this way 
several escaped injury. Out of one of 
their sliellc there fell beside me a small, 
glass globe half tilled with some yellowish 
liquid. The ground was muddy and it did 
not break. One ot the men picked it up 
and threw it into the river, and wc won- 
dered what it could have been; some infer- 
nal stull like Greek lire, we sup- 
posed. The day was consumed in crossing 
the army and getting into position, and our 
Division shitted from one point to another, 
bringing up about dark in the streets ot 
the city, where we stacked arms and biv- 
ouacked, tires not being permitted. The 
night was very raw and uucpiuf or table, 
as we were near enough to the liver to be 
involved in the fog that settled down over 
it every night. Besides, there was ample 
food for reflection, and wo knew the mor- 
row would bring the grand attack, with 
what result — who count telli* 

We were soldiers enough to know that 
any success duo to a cmip-dc-imi/u the lltti 
was now lost, — for Lee had had ample tune j 
to concentrate his forces in our front, and 
we knew a bloody reception was prepared | 
for us. So the night passed rather icvor- 
ishly and we slept lightly. 

Saturday, Her. i:>th. opened like the pre- 
vious days, with the town and river covered j 
with a thick mist, under cover of which 
dispositions were made for the attack. 
About ten o’clock, as soon as it had cleared 
away, the roar of cannon and crash of mus- 
ketry down to the left told us Franklin had 
attacked. From our position in the (Jen- 
tie, little or nothing could he seen of the , 
left, woods intervening, liut in our front , 
and away to the right, in front of the See- ! 
ond Corps, nothing obstructed a view of the 
lielil, which sloped gradually upward to- 
ward the rebel position on the crest of the 
Heights, from HiiK) to 151)1) yards nae.it ot the 
city. The /mum in our trout, though 
open, was intersected by the railroad, sev- j 
oral county roads and by Hazel Bun, and 
many fences, ami was diflicult to deploy 
or maiicuvic large bodies ot troops. 

The story ol the assault and repulse of , 
Sumner’s Division lias beet) often told, aud j 
1 can add nothing to the story of others. . 
In last August’s “Century” was the best ae- ) 
count of ibis battle l have ever seen, aud 1 
t lie pictures— the only ones that ever 
brought back to me that thrilling scene. 
Before Sumner’s rignt w as ready to as- j 
sault, the repulse of Franklin’s attack 
forced a movement of our Division to the 
left, to support the Sixth Corps, aud for- 
tunately threw us out of the assault, and 
wo lay idle out under a cross lire ol their 
artillery, ready to support cither attack. 
Meantime wc could sec the maguiticeiit as- 
sault of the Second Corps and tlio Second 
and Third Divisions ot our own. Fienc.. s 
Di v.sio.i in column of Brigades, w ith inter- 
val.-. oi i vo bilUuicit paces, closely Inflow ed 
ny llaococK s Dm.ooiiin siiiill.u loriu.ilioii, 
mo. .at .uit to tile assault.

force melted away as if lit was cut 
down hv a huge sickle. To the ringing 
Yankee* cheers succeeded tlio “yell” as the 
toe saw the attack fail. Several times this 
scone was repeated, our Corps being ic- 
pulsed in its assault on the left of the Sec- 
ond Corps with tearful loss. 

When at hist, llumnhrey’s Division of the 
Firth Corps made a gallant attempt to do 
what was now seen to he an impossibility 
it «ns 4 o’clock. 

Night, never before so welcome, settled 
down upon the Held, and the shattered Di- 
visions of Couch and Wilcox and Butter- 
Held ceased their attack; along our front 
lay thousands of our Inave comrades dead 
or wounded unto death. 

We had failed, but did not realize then 
how disastrously. As darkness came on 
and the din oi* l attic gradually ceased, I 
remember bow wo watched the burning 
fuses of the rebel shells directed at our 
lines, which for a time kept us on the “qui 
vivo.” There were some pieces of artillery 
in battery along our front, which wo 
learned were Williston’s Second U. S. and 
McCartney’s 1st Massachusetts, of the 
Sixth Corps. In fact we were very much 
mixed up at this time, Divisions scattered 
about as if they hardly knew where they 
belonged. If Gen’l Lee had attacked us in 
force that night, as Gen’l Jackson wished, 

1 tremble to think what would have be- 
come of the Army of the Potomac. That 
our leaders feared such an attack there is 
no doubt, for many light batteries wore 
brought up along our front and fresh 
troops brought over. 

Worn out with the excitement and 
fatigue of the day, wo threw ourselves 
upon the ground to get some sleep and pet- 
paro for another day of battle, for wo relt 
that our commander was not eon vine edfhat 
it was time to withdraw. 

Nothing after midnight we wore aroused 
and told by the ollicers to keep the most 
perfect silence. It was generally supposed 
that we were to make ajiight assault, and 
the direction in which we moved seemed to 
confirm this view. We moved silently out 
until it seemed to me we must, he near iho 
enemy’s works. We were close upon the 
skirmish lino when we halted and faced to 
the front. Begiment alter regiment formed 
in rear of us, and we now learned that it 
was intended to assault at daybreak with 
the entire corps, our regiment to lead the 
assaulting column. 

To attempt to draw a picture of that 
night is beyond my pow’or. From one who 
was there and wrote bis experiences, I will 
quote: “Out of that silence from the bat- 
tle’s crash and roar rose new sounds more 
appalling still; rose or fell, you knew not* 
which, or whether from the earth or air; a 
strange ventriloquism, of which you could 
not locate the source, a smothered moan 
that seemed to come from distances beyond 
reach of the natural sense, a wail so far 
and deep and wide, as if a thousand dis- 
cords were flowing together into a keynote 
weird, unearthly, terrible to hear and hear, 
yet startling in its nearness; the writhing 
concord broken by cries for help, pierced 
by shrieks of paroxysm; some begging for 
a drop of water, some calling on God for 
pity, and some on friendly hands to flnhh 
what the enemy had so horribly begun ;somo 
with delirious, dreamy voices murmuring 
loved names, as if the dearest were bending 
over them; some gathering their last 
strength to lire a musket to call attention 
to them where They lay helpless and 
deserted; aud underneath, all the lime, that 
deep I ass note from closed lips too hope- 
less or tot) heroic to articulate their agony. 
Who could sleep, or who would?” 

As we lay there in the cold night clutch- 
ing our rilles with freezing lingers, w'e ex- 
pected every moment that the enemy, sus- 
pecting our presence, would open on us 
with grape and canister. Yet, upon the very 
threshold of death, exhausted nature 
yielded, and many of us slept. 

The hours crept slowly and anxiously 
away until just before dawn, we were as 
silently withdrawn as we hail moved out, 
ami later it appeared that only at the 
solemn protest of his corps, division and 
brigade commanders had General Burnside 
decided to abandon the assault. Had wo 
made it there is little doubt that it would 
have resulted as fatally as those of the pre- 
ceding day. Wo were gi.ul to he spared the 
at tempt. In our front as we lay there, was 
Pickett's division of Longstreet s corps, and 
upon him the attack would have fallen. 
He would have had us where Hancock had 
him the July following, at Guttysuurg. 
There is little more to say to complete the 
••picture.” The battle was over, for though 
we remained on the Fredericksburg side of 
the river ’til the night of the 15th, no 
further movement was made. There was 
constant and spiteful tiling of the pickets 
ami some shelling by the artillery. Alter 
dark o.' the 15th a cold rain set in. We 
were told to he ready for a movement, hut 
knew not in what direction. Not far from 
midnight, wet and shivering with cold, we 
marched up to the city, glad to he moving 
somewhere in order to keep from freezing, 
wo hardly eared where. Wo soon found 
ourselves in a dense mass of troops near the 
head ot one of the pontons, across which 
the troops were passing as fast as they 
could crowd onto it. In the darkness aud 
confusion the regiment became much scat- 
tered. The ponton had ’hem covered 
with earth to deaden the sound of the ar- 
tillery, and when wo reached it, about 1 
o'clock, it was so slippery, ankle-deep 
with mud, and swayed so with the rushing 
waters that it was diflicult to keep a toot- 
ing. Some did fall from the bridges that 
night, and weighed down with equipments, 
were swept away and drowned. I joined 
hands with two comrades and so managed 
to get safely over, in squads the men wan- 
dered away in search of the old camp. 

Wo found it uhout J o’clock a. in., aud 
drenched as wo w ere, and utterly exhausted, 
threw ourselves upon the ground to sleep 
while the rain pelted down in torrents. At 
daybreak we awoke to liiul it laid cleared 
off cold, and we found ourselves frozen 
down to the ground. The exposure of the 
night added hundreds of victims by fever 
and other diseases to the thousands that wo 
had lost in buttle. There is nothing more 
to add and 1 gladly bring the "picture” to 
a close. As we gathered around our euiup- 
flres and discussed the events of the battle, 
passing judgment upon our leaders, and 
their wretched strategy, we felt that wo 
had done everything that soldiers could do 
and for their failure wo were not to blame. 
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NOTES FROM JAPAN. 


II Y MIIS. C. II. CAKPKNTKK. 

The JnpanoRo stylo of cooking, though 
clean ami painR-taking, was not npotizing 
to tlio missionaries, for rice and fish wero 
unsalted and soups and vegetables wero 
sweetened. Had it not been for the store 
of bread and butter, jam and fruit, which 
they brought from Hnkodati, they would 
scarcely have been able to eat a suitable 
amount of food during their eight, days at 
the Hotel. Concerning the town of Nemu- 
ro, Mrs. ^Carpenter writes, “sixteen years 
ago there was hut ono house here; this 
being the only good harbor on the wholo 
north-eastern coast of Yesso, the govern- 
ment recognized its (importance, and fixed 
here the capital of the eastern third of the 
island. The father of the town called 
upon ns the other day, a tine old gentle- 
man, vigorous, entertaining, and well to 
do. lie was tho first Japanese to settle 
here, and has done more than any other 
private man to build up the place; thero 
are now from twelve to fifteen hundred 
houses. Three hundred were built last 
year and as many more are expected next 
year; they build lightly and cheaply. The 
government is doing all in its power to en- 
large and strengthen the place. Streets at 
right angles, broad and well graded, stretch 
hack into tho country as fast as they are 
built up; some of them are well macadam- 
ized, some roughly. The public buildings 
are numerous, neatly, but cheaply built 
of pine, mostly unpainted. The oflicials are 
mostly youngerly men, who have received 
their trainings in government schools dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. 

The Japanese should certainly bo called 
a civilized people; nearly everybody can 
read, and in the towns there is a large pop- 
ulation of the people engaged in clerical or 
other literary work. Wo have not seen 
the country yet. Thero is quite a large 
capital-building with many offices, a mete- 
orological observatory, a hospital, a public 
school, a police station, a post-office with 
fifty private boxes for officials, and a jail. 
“You will be glad to know that the dollar 
is not .‘almighty’ here. There are many 
things which the Japanese cannot be 
hired to to, and whatever they are not or 
have not, they never fail to be polite.” 

House-hunting— their experience in 
looking for a house was similar to that in 
any foreign city. Mrs Carpenter continues 
her narrative:— 

“The agent of the steamer company, 
our captain, kindly introduced us to Mr. 
Akiba, and he has proved our right-hand 
helper. Wo said to him and to others 
whom we met that wo would be glad to 
stop in Nemuro, if we could find a house. 
The iirst oiler that came was from the head 
man of a bank, (there are two banks here) 
to occupy his house (except ono room) for 
no rent at all. 

“It seemed as though we wore in Para- 
dise. Tho better rooms were carpeted 
with Brussels, one with hocking and the 
other with straw titamis. There was not 
only an abundance of glass windows, but 
they were double! 

“House cleaning and fitting— I counted 
the days to Mr. Akiba. To-morrow was 
Friday, the next day Saturday, the next 
Sunday — 1 should be very thankful to be in 
the house for Sunday. Could the owners 
move out the next morning and let me be- 
gin the cleaning and papering that very 
morning? lie would do his best. That 
Thursday evening the paperer was inter- 
viewed, the work explained, tho paper se- 
lected, and the price agreed on. The mat- 
ting man was also called up, the work de- 
sired of him explained, the kind of matting 
anil price agreed on, and both promised 
they would have the work done by Satur- 
day night. Late in the evening Mr. Akiba 
sent word that 1 might begin cleaning by 
nine o’clock the next morning. According- 
ly a little before that time, Kaso and an 
extra cooley accompanied me to the house. 
The family were moving out and all their 
friends helping. One room was empty. 
The titamas was first taken up and beaten, 
and stored in the other house, then the 
rooms thoroughly swept— ceiling, sides, 
and floor. Then with hot water and soap, 
and cloths and braided bits of straw scrub- 
bers, they went over every piece of uu- 
paiuted pine-work and glass. Then we 
handed the room over to the paperers and 
wo took the rest. Imagine me doing “the 
heavy standing around,” unable to speak 
an intelligible word to any of them except 
also Kuso’s stock of a dozen English 
words, and so obliged to keep my eyes on 
each individual to see that he was doing 
the work that was most necessary and as I 
wanted it done. My dictionary, Japanese, 
consisted entirely of nouns, verbs in the in- 
finitive and adjective. You can readily be- 
lieve that they are a a quick-witted people 
when 1 toll you that we understood each 
other all day. A second day of the same 
kind of work found us Saturday night 
with tho scrubbing all done and the paper- 
ing nearly; but as it had been a rainy day, 
the floor was not dry enough to put the 
titamis and new matting down, though 
tlie man was all ready to do his work. 

So we forced ourselves to continue quiet- 
ly at the inn another day, and to continue 
that food which my stomach was beginning 
to shrink from, in the near prospect of our | 
cooking. So Saturday night tho house was ! 
shut up, swept and garnished, and pa- ' 
pered, and left to dry oil Sunday. Mon- 
day morning our goods at the inn were 
brought over here. Tho mat-man was 1 
waiting; the paperer was finishing his I 
work; the titamis was soon replaced and 
neatly covered with a cheap grass matting, I 
fitted to each room, stretched and tacked ’ 
down. The paper is white, according to 
Japanese custom; thero are two layers «*f , 
coarse underneath, and a finer quality last. ! 
1 was much interested in watching their ' 
skillful, systematic, and unique style. 
The pine posts and cross pieces, darkened ! 
with age and smoke that would not he | 
scrubbed off, afford a line contrast to the 
white paper and the sliding doors. These 
sliding doors are papered on both sides, on 
a light frame-work with a narrow black 
edge of wood. Those in one chamber are 
a light delicate blue, w ith line gilt snau- 
gles; the other rooms-have delicate drab 
ground, spangled in tho same way. This 
gives a delicate tint to all the rooms. 

Size and plan of house— “Tho main part 
of the house is twenty-one and a half feet 
square, by outside measurement. The 
front entry is six |fcct by six. Tho study | 
ten by twelve, the chamber eight feet by 
ten, the dining-room nine by ten, with a 
large corner ami dish closet. A kitchen, | 


bnck verandah, and closets arc added. (We 
arc very comfortable and thankful) It 
has three windows of eight large panes of 
glass each, besides glass above, five doors 
opening on vestibule and verandah. 

First housekeeping in Nemuro — “You 
can’t understand how relishing were some * 
plain potatoes, canned corn beef and bread j 
and butter — I hat first dinner w e ate in this 1 
little home.

The Old Newton Bank. 

Hon. Robert R. Bishop and Ex-Repre- 
sentative Willard Marcy were, in Washing- 
ton most of last week, on business 
connected with tho old Newton Bank, by 
which so many Newton people lost heavily. 
There is a bill before Congress to recover 
$24H.Q(X). Tho bank was ruined on Februa- 
ry 28, 1857, by the transfer of all its funds 
to the sub-treasury in part payment for 
loans obtained by Director Carter, who 
had been speculating in stocks. The prin- 
cipal, $5171,000. has since been recovered 
through a suit in the court of claims. 
This bill is to get l he interest for tho 
stockholders, who are represented by Mr. 
Marcy. A bill of this sort passed tho sen- 
ate of the 48th congress by a vote of two to 
one. The claims committee of the house 
and senate have reported such bills with 
favor unanimously. The senate bill has a 
very favorable place on the calendar, and 
with the help of Senator Hoar and the 
Massachusetts men the prospect of getting 
the measure enacted is fair.

The following Ordinance, which lias been duly 
passed and signed, Is hereby published in accor- 
dauco witli tho requirements of the City Or- 
dinances:—

lie It ordained by the t'ity Council of the City of 
Xeu'ton, os follows ; 

Ordinance Hduting to lie Water 
Department. 

ORDINANCE XX. 

WATKlt. 

Section 1. A Water Hoard is hereby established, 
consisting of tlvc persons, one of whom shall 1 m a 
mouther of the Hoard of Aldermen, one a member 
of Hie Common Cuuucll, and three at large. The 
offices of Water Registrar and Superintendent of 
Water Woiks are hereby established. 

Harr. i. Tlie Superintendent shall have general 
superintendence of tlie out door work of the de- 
partment, uuder the direction of tlie Water Hoard. 
Whenever any repairs are made, or new 


work clone, he Hindi make a detailed report to 
the Hoard, of the kind of work perloinied, w here 
located, the amount thereof, the qiiHiitlty mid kind 
r f material lined therefore, to whom chargeable .and 
any other particular* that tuny be deemed desira- 
ble or necessary. Me shall perform any other 
duties picseilhed by the Water Hoard. 

SECT. 3. The Wat» r Registrar shall keep full, 
complete and detailed recotds of all the doings and 
correspondence of the Water Hoard; also similar 
records and accounts of all the work done by tlie 
officers nuil employees of the department,— show- 
ing the kind of woik done, the location and cost 
thereof, and the account to which It is charged. 

lie shall also keep a lull recoid of the mime of 
each water-taker, tin: location and description of 
the building in which the water is used, the char- 
acter of Its use, the kind of service, the quantity 
supplied, and the amount charged tberelor, all 
properly arranged for convenient reference. 

He shall also keep a lull record of the amount of 
water dally pumped, consumed mid in store; and 
generally, of all facts pertaining to tlio condition 
and use of the works, that may be uesiiablu for t el- 


ite shall perform uny other dutic.i prescribed by 
the Hoard. 

Sect. 4. The Water Hoard shall have the general 
supervision and management ut tlie water works, 
and shall have power to appoint, hire, dismiss, db- 
eliarge, ami fix tlie compensation ot such other ot- 
tl eers and employees of the department (except 
Superintendent and Registrar) ns they shall deem 
necessary lor a proper transaction oi it's business. 

Sect. o. The Hoard shall iiiimialiy, in the month 
of January, present to the t'liy Council a report to 
uiul including the thirty -Hist day ol December of 
the preceding year, containing a full statement of 
the doings ot the Department, ol tlie condition of 
the work, and hiicIi otuer matters as they may deem 
proper. 

Sect. G. Tho Hoard shall annually, In the month 
ol September, submit to the Committee on Finance 
of the City Council, an estimate, in writing, ni the 
receipts and expenditures of the Department for 
the ensuing year. 

Sect. 7. All hills and vouchers of purchases for 
the Department, and pay-rolls and other hills tor 
labor, shall bo approved in writing by at least three 
members of the itoard. 

Sect. S. All hooks of account and records in the 
Department shall, at all times, he open to the in- 
spection of any committee of tho City Council 
designated to e>nmiiiv them. 

Sect. 9. Tlie Hoard shall attach a meter to all 
services supplying othorjixtuic* than faucets; also 
to fixtures supplying only faucets where more than 
three are used. Tim Hoard sli .11 also turidsh 
meters to all water- takers who desire to use them, 
regardless of the fixtures supplied. 

All meters hereafter set shall ho furnished, main- 
tained, and renewed at the cost ot the City; and 
the Hoard shall charge an nnminl rental therefor; 
provided, nevertheless, that any meter Injured 
through the negligence of a water-laker, or by front, 
slmll he repaired at his expense. 

Sect. 10. All premises where water is taken may 
at any reasonable t ime he Inspected by a properly 
autlio'rized officer of tlie Department; and full au- 
thority is hereby given to the Hoard to order such 
inspection whenever they deem it for the interests ; 
of Hie Department that it iiiuy he made. 

Sect. li. The owner unu the occupant of tlie 
premises in which water is used, who mils to pro- 
tect Ids meter trom frost, or fails to keep the ser- | 
vice pipes and llxtures in good ol der, uim uegle is \ 
to repair them in three days alter they have become | 
defective, or neglects to shut oil the water to pre- 
vent waste, slialfhe liable to a forfeiture of two dol- 
larsjand if the forfeiture is not paid within two days 
alter notice, the water shad he cut oil, anil shall not 
lie let on until the waste is stopped, and the line is 
paid, together with two dollars lor shutting olf anil 
letting on Hie water 

In cuse of a second offence within one year, the 
water shall he shut off, and not he let on except by 
a vote of the Hoard, and the payment of such loi- 
felt, not exceeding ten dollars, as the Hoard may 
impose. 

Sect. 12. Applications for service pipes shall he 
made upon blank forms furnished at tlie otllce of 
tlio Hoard; when tlie estimated cost of the appli- 
cant’s part lias been deposited, the pipes shall he 
laid. From tlio main to the street line tlie work 
shad he done at the expense of tlie City, the re- 
mainder at the cost of tlie applicant. The account 
shall he adjusted, and any balance paid, before the 
water is turned on. 

SECT. 13. Extensions of main pipe shall only b« 
made when authorized by an order of the City Coun- 
cil. Applications tlierelor must be made upon the 
blanks liunished by the Hoard, upon which shall he 
indorsed the estimate of the probable cost of the ex- 
tension desired. No such application shall he con- 
sidered by the Hoard unless accompanied by a writ- 
ten agreement, binding the applicant, or other re- 
sponsible party, to guarantee to tlie city annually, 
for at least live years, a sum equal to live per cent, 
of the total cost ot the extension. Ad receipts lor 
water sold trom such extension, and no other, ahull 
he credited to the party making such guaranty, as 


payments upon account of same. 

Applications fur extension of mains through pri- 
vate ways or grounds shad in no case be granted, 
unless the owner thereof executes a proper instru- 
ment securing to tbe City the right of permanent 
occupation, free from any acts ot interference that 
Hindi affect tlie safety oi the pipe, and seeming to 
the Department free light of entrance for purposes 
of its inspection and maintenance. Nothing in this 
section, however, slmll he construed as affecting the 
of the City Council to authorize the extension of a 
water-main without guaranty, if, upon u vote taken 
by yea and nay, two-thirds of the members ot each 
branch present and voting shad vote to do so. 

Sect. 14. Ad bids for water, including the min- 
imum charge for water furnished by meter, shad lie 
pavahle to the Treasurer, in advance, on the iirst 
day of March annually. Hills lur specilic supplies, 
or for a part of the year, and tines ami penalties, 
shad he paid before the water islet on. Where 
water is supplied by meter, the exciyjs over mini- 
mum rates slurd he payable semi-annually, on the 
iirst day of March ami of September, for tlie six 
months next preceding. , , 

Sect. 15. in every ease of non-payment of the 
water-rent for thirty* days after the same is due, the 
Hoard shall cause u written demand to he felt at 
the premises where the water is taken; ami unless 
the rent is paid within three days thereafter to- 
gether with twenty cents for the demand, tlio Hoard 
shad cut off the supply. Tlie water shad not he let 
on until the amount due, together with said lee, and 
two dollars for the shutting-off and letting-on, is 
paid, whether other persons taking water through 
tho service-pipe are delinquent or not. In every 
ease of non-payment of water-rent, tlie owner ot 
the premises, whether lie is the occupant or not, 
shall lie required to pay the same, and all charges 
connected therewith, provided lie lms been duly 
nntdied of the use ot the water, and has made no 


objection. 

Whenever the water is shut off by rcqmstof the 
plumbers for t lie sake of making repairs, except 
those named in Sect. II, the charge lor shutting oil 
and letting on shall he one dollar. 

Sect. 10. The annual price or rent to ho paid for 
the use oi meters ami for water shall he in accord- 
ance with the following schedule: 

The Houid is hereby authorized to make abate- 
ments ami rebates in ad proper cases; no special 
rales, however, shall lie allowed, in any cu-e not 
provided tor by the schedule, the Hoard shall set a 
meter, and charge for the waur ut meter rate.

Sect. Is. Whoever opens any hydrant, or re- 
moves the cap thereof, or opens or makes any con- 
nection with the pipe or reservoir, or turn* off or 
on the water in the pipe or reservoir, wil limit the 
permission of the Hoard, except in ease of tin*, shall 
ho liable to a penalty of not less than three or more 
than twenty dollars; provided, however, that in 
ease of emergency the water may he turned off by 
auv employe of tlie city, who shall, in such ease, lui- 
medlutelv give notice at the office of the Hoard. 

Sect. 19. Whoever without the authorization of 
tho Hoard tUlie* In the reservoir or lilter-husin, or 
discharges any gun or firearm upon the same or 
on the grounds connected therewith, or bathes 
therein, or places or uses any boat therein, or posts 
any hill, placard, or advertisement within the said 

' grounds, shall be liable to a tine of not les.. than 
live or more than lifty dollars lor each offence; amt 
the Hoard ishereby authorised to exclude the pub- 
lie from anv or all grounds of the Department, 
whenever such exclusion may he deemed by them 
ueccs»ar\ for the | roper protection of the woiks 
Sect. 20. No water shall he sold to pa l ties out 
side of the city . 

Bei’T. 21. Tills amendment shall take effect in 
so far as it relates to meter* on March I. issT ; iu all 
other respect*, it shull lake effect upon tt* passage.

Mr. J. It. Lekson of this city has been 
TisitinK Washington as the agent of the 
Boston Merchants’ Association, and of the 
undervaluations committee, to learn what 
tho prospects were of the passage of a 
tariff bill at this session, and also to 
arrange for a periodical meeting of the 
local appraisers of the principal ports of 
the country, with a view to reaching great- 
er system and uniformity of classification. 
By means of much labor and many inter- 
views with cabinet officers and congress- 
men, it is regarded ns certain that Congress 
will provide for quarterly meetings of the 
appraisers, and his success has brought 
film many congratulations from the im- 
porters, who are most directly interested, 
lii regard to tariff reform, however, Mr. 
Locson thinks it highly improbable that 
any measure will be enacted at this session. 
The Democratic leaders are all at cross 
purposes, and both they and the Republi- 
cans soem to be too much engaged in de- 
vising schemes for disposing of the surplus 
iti the treasury, to have time to attend 
to any other important business. No one 
now denies the necessity of reforming the 
taviff, but work in that direction does not 
promise so many votes as pension schemes. 

It is a groat temptation to Congressmen, to 
have a larger revenue raised than is needed 
for government expenses, and all sorts of 
Utopian schemes for spending the surplus 
aro being put into some bill or other. 

Tiik Temperance question promises to 
make a good deal of trouble for Governor 
Ames and the present legislature, as the 
friends of temperance arc determined to 
rnnko them face the music. There is a 
ltirgo element in the Republican party that 
lias serious convictions on the liquor ques- 
tion. They wish to see the issue met 
squarely and boldly. The failure of Gov* 
Ames to notice the question in his inaugu- 
ral address was received with surprise and 
displeasure, and it would not be strange if 
this feeling cropped out in the debates be- 
fore long. There aro a number of strin- 
gent measures that will be pressed, and 
the members will be compelled to take 
sides either for or against. Music of a 
pretty lively sort is expected whenever the 
question comes up, as the temperance peo- 
ple are determined to allow no opportunity 
for dodging if they can possibly avoid it. 
The people will watch the mailt with a 
good deal of interest. 

A Free Trade Club has been organized 
hr Waltham for the purpose of teaching 
die people of that town what the leaders 
regard as political truths. Judging from 
the first public meeting tbar was held at 
which only ten men and a few ladies were 
present, there is not much of a demand for 
free trade teachings in the city of watches. 
Sherman Hoar, whom the Democrats ran 
for Senator iu this district last fall, is one 
of the olliceis, and he will make the meet- 
ings lively with his brilliant speeches, al- 
though lie may not succeed in making 
many converts. 

Tub Boston Traveller sagely ob- 
serves “that Newton people will, not many 
years hence, find this sewerage question an 
iffiportaut one, and this ‘Garden City’ 
may find it cheapest and best to use its 
sewage in enriching its own soil.” Possi- 
bly it might, if the city were given up to 
gardening or vcgctible farms, but for a 
city of residences, such as this is becom- 
ing. the richness of the soil is not of so 
much importance as the freedom from nui- 
sances which might prove injurious to 
health.

Tm: Boston papers all seem to be 
pleased with the appointment of a new 
postmaster for Newton. The Herald looks 
upon it as a special illustration of its in- 
fluence with the administration. The 
Globe rejoices because another Democrat 
lias got a chance at the public crib, and the 
Journal is delighted became a mugwump 
failed to get it. Mr. Morgan has reason to 
feel satisfied with the newspaper com- 
ments, as they show that his fellow journal- 
ists think well of him. 

Tiik Newton Street Railway Company is 
wide awake and. does not intend to let this 
board of aldermen evade a decision until 
there terms expire. They gave the High- 
way Committee all the information they 
desired on Monday night, and staid by to 
ace that it was digested properly. Possibly 
tlie committee may be able to report at 
next Monday’s meeting.

TH E CITY GOV EU N M ENT COM M I TTEES 

TIIK KLETRIC RAILWAY SYSTEM IMSCCSSKl) 

The Highway committee gave a hearing 
Monday evening, to the Newton Electric 
Railway company. The officers of the 
company were present and also Alfred 
Soule, the contractor for the Cambridge 
Railway company. Who testified at some 
length. He described the rail which the 
company intend to use, nnd which is now 
regarded as the best rail for horse, railway 
companies. It is made of steel, laid flat, 
and has only a slight rise on the inner side 
of the track for the flange of the ear wheel. 
The rails are used by the Cambridge and 
most other roads. The location of the road 
was also described: the company intend to 
start a car every 20 minutes from Newton 
for Lower Falls, through Washington 
street, nnd also start a car from Lower 
Falls on the same time. They will pass 
each other at West Newton, where a turn- 
out will be constructed. A connecting car 
will also leave Newtonvillo every 20 min- 
utes. through Walnut to Beacon, to Centre, 
to Nickerson’s block and return over the 
same route. This is all the company asks 
for now. It was stated that they intend to 
run the cars by electricity, but they do not 
wish to be confined to any particular power, 
as the electric apparatus might get out of 
repair, when horses would have to be used 
until the repairs wore made. There will be 
a portable battery in each car, in which the 
electricity will lie stored, and the same 
principle will be used as is employed by a 
New York line which lias been running for 
some time. There was also some talk 
about the portion of the road to housed 
for the track, hut the usual way is to lay 
one track just one side of the centre of the 
road, and then when n double track is put 
down, the two tracks will occupy the cen- 
tre of the street. The committee ques- 
tioned the officers of the company in re- 
gard to details, and it was late before the 
hearing adjourned. The committee took 
no vote on the matter, but will hold another 
meeting Saturday evening. 

ELECTRIC’ L1U1ITS. 

The street light committee also held a 
session on Monday evening, and the officers 
of the Newton Electric Light company ap- 
peared before them to urge them to light 
City Hall by electricity, and order some fit) 
street lights for some of the principal 
streets. It is reported that they offered to 
furnish electric lights all night for 05 cents 
each, or till 12 o’clock for f>0 cents. The 
contract with the gas company expires on 
the 1st of June. 

HOARD OF HEALTH. 

The board of health met on Tuesday 
afternoon and elected Alderman Grant pres- 
ident of the board. Mr. Fuller requested 
more time for the preparation of the new 
ordinance, and his request was granted. A 
petition was received from Geo. (’. Waltham 
of Norwood avenue, Ward 2, in regard to 
the overflow of his collar and grounds, and 
asking for some remedy. A number of 
hills were approved. Alderman Grant, 
Councilman Burr, Messrs. Fuller, 1’ettce, 
Mosmau and Noyes were present. 


Eliot Church Matters. 

At the adjourned parish meeting of the 
Eliot Religious Society on Monday evening, 
the committee reported that according to 
the statutes pew-holders had no claim 
upon their pews after the church was 
burned. But in equity they bad acight, 
and the committee therefore recommended 
that the deeds of the old pews be taken 
at a fair valuation in exchange for pews in 
the new church. A vote was passed con- 
firming this. A number of other votes 
were passed, to make the action of the pre- 
vious meeting legal, such as giving the 
committee of eleven full power to make all. 
contracts and arrange all details, to receive 
and pay out moneys, etc. It was also vo- 
ted to continue to pay pew-taxes, as usual, 
on the same basis as heretofore, in order 
to meet current expenses. All the motions 
passed by a unanimous vote. A report 
was made iu regard to the insurance, and 
it was stated that the insurance companies 
bad acted very generously iu the matter, 
having made a settlement bv paying over 
$5i!,350 f the total of the insurance on 
building and contents having been $54,700. 
No fault can be found with their action in 
this respect, and after settling up the debt 
on the church, the committee will have a 
clear $50,000 of insurance money. The 
subscriptions made so far will increase the 
sum to over $100,000. It is hoped to have 
on hand a fund of $150,000 for the new 
church. 

At the Sunday school session, hist Sun- 
day, Supeiiiiteudeht I’obb announced that 
he would furnish to each scholar a mite 
box, iu which to keep contributions for 
the church fund. He hoped they would 
each strive to make their contributions as 
large as possible, and the boxes w’ould 
give the children a chance to join in the 
work. 

Sunday morning in Eliot Hall there was 
a large audience present, and Rev. Dr. 
Calkins preached an excellent sermon on 
the building of the spiritual house. He 
said one must be sure that the founda- 
tions were good, that each stone was in 
place, perfect in character, and such as 
would tend to make an harmonious whole. 
The perfect spiritual character was made 
up of many parts, all fitting into each 
other. 

At the Sunday afternoon service in Chan 
Ring church. Rev. Mr. liornbrooke occupied 
a scat on the platform and assisted in the 
services. The subjuct of Dr. Catkins’ ser- 
mon was “NVo are redeemed not by corrup- 
tible things as silver and gold, but by the 
precious blood of Christ.” There was a 
large attendance of both Eliot and Chatl- 
; ning church people. Mr. presided at 

I the organ, and the singing was furnished 
j by twelve members of the Eliot choir. Mrs. 
Hibbard rendering a tine solo. 

Mr. Cobb w ill add to the choir new mcm- 
| hors from the Young People’s choir, and 
also a number of bis pupils, so that the 
! musical portion of the services will la* 
j especially attractive in the ratine. 

I ' Last Friday evening, Rev. Dr. Lyman 

Abbott of New York was present at the 
prayer meeting in Eliot Lower Hall, and 
made a very practical address. He advised 
the church to build with especial reference 
to the common people; if not, they would 
build away from Christ, lie came to the 
common people and they listened to him 
gladly, and we must bring our church ser- 
vices to them, and make them feel that 
• they are wanted and welcome. 

The Sunday evening young people’s 
meetings are largely altcmli d, and an ad- 
ded interest is manifested. The young 
church members are doing their part to 
help forward the church work at this time. 


The West Newfott Lyceum* 

A large crowd of ladies and children, with 
a fair sprinkling of men paid their livo 
cents at the door of the City Hall Mon- 
day night, and listened to the proceedings 
of the West Newton Lyceum. The exer- 
cises consisted of piano duets by Misses 
Phillips and Brush, which were heartily ap- 
plauded, an encore being demanded on 
their second appenranec;a lecture on spell- 
ing reform by Mr. Joseph Allen of Mcdficld, 
nnd a rather uninteresting debate on the 
dangers to our free institutions of tho in- 
creasing population of our cities. 

Mr. Allen's paper was a very earnest and 
eloquent plea for reform in spelling, and he 
introduced it with a story of Mark Twain’s 
about bis surprise that the children in 
Franco could speak French so well. Mr. 
Allen said that in Gormany Mr. Twain 
would have been much more surprised at 
the ease with which tho children leant to 
spell, ('lasses in snclling arc unknown, as 
each letter has a definite sound. This is a 
great contrast to our absurd and unsystem- 
atic alphabet, where the letter a, for in- 
stance, is pronounced in 04 different ways. 
Mr. Allen then read the opinions of Max 
Mueller, Gladstone, Horace Manu. Prof. 
Marsh and Prof. Harris of tho Concord 
School of Philosophy, in regard to tho un- 
liistorical, unsystematic, unmothodio and 
monstrous spelling of English words, and 
the hours wasted in learning to spell. lie 
then described tho formation of tho Spell- 
ing Reform association in 1870, and spoke 
of the importance of spelling reform. 
Now it takes six months for a child to learn 
the names of the 2(1 letters in our alphabet, 
and the most important branch taught in 
schools is reading. A knowledge of this is 
necessary before a man can vote, and the 
primary department is made the most im- 
portant part of our schools. Three-fourths 
of the pupils iu our schools are in the pri- 
mary department, and half of tho pupils 
never go beyond this. For this reason 
teachers should favor spelling reform, and 
the reformed alphabet should be taught. 
Farmers use mowing machines in place of 
scythes, and everywhere labor-saving in- 
ventions are being adopted, save in our 
schools, where the unwieldy and old-fash- 
ioned methods are still pursued. The pres- 
ent method of teaching reading is ab- 
surd, and causes the pupils to waste a large 
portion of the time they spend iu schools. 
Newton schools have a high reputation and 
the members of the school board aro ex- 
ceptionally gifted men, but in this respect 
the schools here are behind the times. The 
American Philological Association have 
deemed tho matter of so much importance 
that they have approved the live rules pro- 
posed by the Spelling Reformers, which 
are: 

1st. Omit a when it is silent, in such 
word as head. 

2d. Omit final e after a consonant, as in 
liav and giv. 

fid. Write f for ph in such words as fan- 
tom. 

4th. When a word ends iu a double let- 
ter, omit the last one, as sluil, wil, etc. 

5th. Change cd to t when it has the 
sound of t, as in lasht, dasht, etc. 

When we consider the high authority 
which has approved these rules, school 
boards ought not to ignore them as they 
do. Teaching iu this country is still at the 
a, b. e stage of development, and the con- 
servatism of teachers and school boards 
prevents any progress. If the members of 
school boards and superintendents of 
schools wore required to teach a class of 
children to read one year, the success of 
the reform would be assured, as they 
would then understand tho difficulties of 
the present methods. Tho need of reform 
is especially great at present, when univer- 
sal suffrage is imminent, and the prospect 
that many more illiterate voters will be 
added to the present large number, should 
women be allowed to vote. It is a melan- 
choly fact that the number of illiterate per- 
sons among women is one-half more than 
the proportion of illiteracy among men. 
Here is a great field for Women Educa- 
tional clubs, and they could not do better 
than to teach the unfortunate members of 
their sex to read. The speaker paid a high 
compliment to the work of Prof. Dewey of 
Columbia college,, iml|siiid that if the reform 
work was taken hold of iu earliest, it could 
not fail to be successful. The craze for 
spelling matches of a few years ago re- 
minded him of ;i story about a certain man 
who amused a king by showing him how 
well be eould shoot peas through a gimlet 
hole. Tho king was so pleased that he 
gave the man a bushel of peas. In the 
spelling matches the winner was often given 
a dictionary, a gilt about on a par with the 
peas, the one exercise being about as use- 
I ill as the other. Mr. Alien closed by re- 
ferring to the thousands of children who 
must work as soon as they were able, and 
whose school days were few. Anything 
should be welcomed which would enable 
these children to make the host use of their 
narrow educational advantages. The paper 
was received with the applause it merited. 

Tho debate was upon the question: Re- 
solved, That the tendency to concentrate 
population in our large cities is dangerous 
to our free institutions. Mr. E. P. Bond 
spoke of the enormous increase in the pop- 
ulation of our large cities within the past 
few decades, the great scandals connected 
with the city governments of Boston, New 
York, Chicago and nearly every large city 
in the country, all of which came from 
their increase of population, and the grasp- 
ing of power in the hands of a few poli- 
ticians. Mr. Bond confined his arguments 
to the question, which could hardly be said 
of the most of the disputants who followed, 
as they wandered off into a discussion of 
the advantages and disadvantages of farm 
life, the depopulation of die hill towns of 
Sew England, and other side tracks which 
led them far away from the subject. 

Mr. \V. E. Plummer spoke on the nega- 
tive and glorified the cities, their luxuries, 
social and educational advantages, in coni- 
parrisou with such back towns as Weston 
or Andover, where bath tubs were un- 
known. There was less fraud and danger 
iu a large city, he said, than iu country 
towns, the government was more carefully 
looked after, and the boasted excellencies 
of tin* town meeting were not nearly as 
great as they were represented to be. 

Remarks Wore also made by Mr. Asaliel 
Wheeler. Mr. Morton, Mr. •Sheldon, Mr. 
Spinney, Mj. Houghton, Mr. F. A. Mulli- 
gan, Mr. F. M, Dutch and others.

The Bell and Striker, 

The fire department committee havo 
finally decided to put up a bell and striker 
on Armory Hall, to sound the fire alarm for 
this section, tho tower of the building to 
be strengthened and four posts put up on 
the tower, with a simple roof overhead. 
The committee have held several meetings 
to discuss tho matter, and havo tc- 
cidcd that this is the host course. There 
were several objections to tho Eliot Hall 
tower; it was thought that tho heavy brick 
arches which must be left would rauffie the 
bell so that the sound would not be heard j 
to a great distance. Mr. Bacon offered to 
give the use of the tower, on condition I 
that a clock should also be nut up in the 
tower, as the residents in this part of the ; 
city miss the Eliot church clock so much. 
The committee did not have money for the 
clock, and although the sum needed would 
have been gladly subscribed by citizens, they 
decided that it was undesirable to have the 
lire alarm bull connected with a clock, as 
the alarms arc less apt to attract attention. 
Mr. Bacon was so anxious to have the clock 
put up, that without it he suggested that he 
would expect rent for the use of the tower. 

The committee having decided upon 
Armory Hall tower, Alderman Hollis lias 
ordered the bell from Blake it Co. of Bos- 
ton, and it is not to exceed 2,000 pounds in 
weight. It will be ready in about eight 
days, as it takes that time to cast it. The 
cost will he about $400. The striker lias 
also been ordered, and will cost $000. it is 
expected that the bell will be put up and 
in use inside of three weeks. 


The Newtonvillo Fire-Bug. 

The record of Freeman E. Baker, arres- 
ted for setting lire to several barns in Ncw- 
tonvillc, lias finally been unravelled, 
through the persistence of Sergeant Davis. 
After following a number of clues that led 
to nothing, he discovered one that led to 
the state prison, and found a photograph 
of one Edwin F. Baker, who was sent 
there from Lynn in 1878 for setting fire to 
a house, lie served live years, saving a 
year of his time for good behavior. A 
copy of the photograph was shown to 
several Newtonville men, who immediately 
recognized it as a picture of Freeman E. 
Baker. To make assurance doubly sure. 
Lieutenant Burrill of the Lynn police 
force went to Cambridge and identified 
Baker as the Lynn lire-bug. His crime 
there was a motiveless one, as he set lire to 
a house for no other reason than that he 
saw a girl go in whom he did not know. 
The occupants barely escaped with their 
lives. Baker is now thought to have set 
the fires in Upper Falls, and a great deal 
of credit is due to the Newton police for 
their skill in tracking him. His trial is set 
down for the 15th.

1 had been beginning to feel something 
of all this for myself; and when one of the 
more audacious young Frenchwomen, with 
a single daring movement of a very un- 
blushing foot, kicked off the hat of the 
principal person in the English party, I 
experienced a sense of disgust which the 
whole previous orgic had not quite inspired. 
There was a burst of uproarious laughter 
among the friends of the victim, but it 
soon quieted down, and the whole party 
withdrew.

Tho”o was no more time for social objur- 
gation just then, since there was much to 
interest us the surrounding scene. The 
troops were already drawn up for review 
to the number of eight or ten thousand, and 
our English neighbors seemed to regard 
them as a force to conquer the world; hut 
the mere numbers were not impressive to 
my companion or myself, each <>f whom 
had at different times commanded almost 
as many; while the youthful and smooth- 
faced aspect of the men made them appear 
strangely unlike the sun-burned veterans 
of our own civil war. But it was a clean, 
well-appointed and fairly well-drilled force; 
and it was, moreover, to bo reviewed by 
the Queen, who was already on tho grounds, 
and was driving rapidly along a distant 
part of the line, accompanied hy one of her 
daughters, iu a pretty phaeton drawn hy 
two white ponies.

yot. with jui air that slightly suggested the 
billinvd-rooni and what they would have 
called “tho mows." Wo sometimes wished 
that, Captain Forteseue would accompany 
her on these transatlantic excursions; hut 
Charley seemed to leave her a good deal 
to her own devices, and she had no child- 
ren to encumber her.

FEBRUARY MAGAZINES. 

THE FORUM 

for February discusses current topics in a 
way to attmet attention, and some of the 
papers have already succeeded in bringing 
out a number of replies. Chief among 
these is Prof. II. II. Boyeson’s explanation 
of “Why we Have no Great Novelists.” 
Tho chief reason he gives is that the aver- 
age American has no time to read anything 
but tho nowspapOYs. while his daughters 
have sin abundance of time, and the novel- 
ist has to write for them. He, therefore, 
lilts to avoid all vital questions, and every- 
thing that according to ji boarding-school 
standard is considered unsafe or improper. 
The young American girl is. according to 
Prof. Boycson, “The Iron Madonna who 
strangles in her fond embrace the American 
Novelist.” lie must pour out “a weak 
lemonade mixture, harmless and mildly ex- 
hilarating.” The monthly magazine also 
compels the novelist to keep iu the beaten 
track, step on no one’s toes, and offend no 
one. In foreign countries, this is not the 
case, the nmgazine has not reached the 
popularity there it has here, and the novel- 
ist is not confined to an almost exclusively 
female audience. The reasons given are 
certainly novel and striking, and whether 
true or not, Prof. Boyeson’s article is 
worth reading. .Jol\n Randolph Tucker has 
ji short article on the evils of indirect taxa- 
tion, or in other words of a policy of ex- 
cessive protection, which contains many 
unpleasant truths. Andrew 1). White tells 
how he was educated, the process hasting 
many years after he left college; W. II. 
Mullock has :i characteristic article on 
Faith and Physical Science; Prof. Noah 1\. 
Davis writes ji rather violent attack 
against Religious Exercises iu State 
Schools; Rev. A. .1. F. Bchrcnds presents 
arguments iu favor of prohibition, and 
Rev. Geo. Batchelor describes tho future 
(political) ol the minority. Other contri- 
butors are .Tames Parton, Prof. Lester F. 
Ward, Commander A. C. Taylor and .1. 
McDonald Oxley. Every new number of 
the Forum seems more vigorous than the 
last. 

THE CENTURY 

for February represents .all sections of the 
country, and appeal is made to many tastes. 
Politics, biography, travel, fiction, art. 
architecture, astronomy, public questions, 
war reminiscences, unwritten history. poet- 
ry, and humor furnish topics of vital and 
present interest, and all are illustrated liy 
the best artists. The leading feature is the 
Life of Lincoln by Hay and Nioolay, which 
grows in the interest with each succeeding 
number. Tho New Astronomy Series, by 
Prof. Langley, may appropriately be called 
the latest news from the sky; Prof. Rodolfo 
Lauciaui writes of recent art discoveries at 
Rome; ‘The Bailing of Jelferson Davis,” 
opens up some interesting incidents in the 
lives of the principal actors in that strange 
episode in our country’s history; Edward 
Atkinson contributes a second paper on 
“Tho Strength and Weakness of Nations;” 
W. Church in “A Midwinter Resort,” 
describes the Bahamas in sparkling style; 
Dr. Norman Moore describes “The Oldest 
Church in Loudon;” in the War Series the 
important subject of Gettysburg is con- 
cluded by Gen. James Longstreet. Stories, 
iu whole or part, in their characteristic 
veins, by Cable, Stockton, Mat Crim and 
James L. Allen, fill outin the most interest- 
ing manner the pages of this valuable peri- 
odical. 

IN THE ATLANTIC, 

readers turn first to Mr. Lowell’s five-page 
poem, “Credidimus Jovem Rcgnare.” In 
it Mr. Lowell, ;half seriously, half humor- 
ously, expresses the belief that the former 
days of faith were happier than these of 
speculation. The poem abounds in clever 
hits, and will he read with great interest. 
The first part of an unusually well-told and 
amusing story, called “The Lady from 
Maine,” seems to indicate that the Atlantic 
Inis again been fortunate enough to hit up- 
on :i hitherto unknown writer of good 
short stories. The two strong serials, “The 
Second Son,” by Mrs. Oliphantaud Thomas 
Bailey Alrieh, and “Paul Psitolf,” by F.

Fiske lias ji paper on “Tho Federal Conven- 
tion.” The Blue-Jay is minutely and 
brightly described by Olivo Thorne Miller, 
and “A Glance Backward,” by Susan Feni- 
moro Cooper, contains reminiscences of 
her father and his work; while William 
Clmuiiey Latigdon tells about “An Experi- 
ence on the Island of Capri.” Tho longer 
reviews, which are remarkably full, are de- 
voted to Brooks Adams’s “Emancipation 
of Massachusetts,” and Lowell’s “Demo- 
cracy, and Other Addresses;” and an article 
by Harriot Waters Preston considers recent 
volumes by Vernon Leo and W. S. Lilly. 
The Contributor's Club and Books of the 
Month complete this number of the magji- 
zino, which, by the way, appears in new 
and elegant type.

THE NEWTON CEMETERY. 

ANNt’AI, MEETING Of THE CORPORATION 
AND THE REPORTS, 


The Newton Cemetery corporation met 
at the police courtroom inCityllall.Wencs- 
day evening, the president. Mr. E. B. Has- 
kell, presiding, the minutes of the last meet- 
ing were road and approved. 

The superintendent, Mr. Henry Rose, 
made his annual report, stating that the 
number of lots sold during tho year was 
21 2-:l; sold, blit not selected,}!; whole num- 
ber of lots, sold to Jan. 1, 1887, 1075; sales 
were made to 85 persons; whole number of 
lot owners, 1002. Interments during the 
year, 1551; total interments, 2003; deposited 
in receiving tombs during tho year, 20; re- 
moved. 17; number of days labor in caring 
for the cemetery and improving grounds 
during the year, 8,000; horses employed, 7. 
Tho south side of the pond had been 
drained and many plants and shrubs had 
been set out. The slope from tho main 
avenue to the chapel had been graded and 
seeded ami was now ready for lots. A now 
barn, 00 feet by 35, had been built, and the 
ground about it graded. Tho Morton 
meadow had been set out with nursery 
stock, the nursery enlarged, and tliero 
were now many plants and shrubs for 
sale. The sales during the past year had 
been the largest in the history of tho nurs- 
ery. Tho greenhouses wero in good condi- 
tion; 50,000 plants had been used about the 
comctery, and the sales were the largest 
they had ever been. The chapel and con- 
servatory attracted a large number of visit- 
ors, and the chapel had been used for fu- 
neral services 13 times during tho year. 
Eight monuments and 54 tablets had been 
orcctcd during the year. 

T1IE TREASURER’S REPORT. 

The treasurer, Mr. Otis Pettoc, made 
his annual report. The receipts the past 
year, including cash on hand Jan. 1, 1880, 
wero 858,281.27, and tho expenditures $51,- 
580.50, the cash on hand Dec. 31 being 
$0700.73. The net income from the green- 
house was 87“, i».61 The nursery also 
showed a balance. The perpetual care 
fund amounts to •852,072.07, and the value 
of hits sold tho past year was .80,247. The 
amount of debt is 813,720, an increase. of 
$800 during the year. The increase of 
debt, was caused by building a barn at a 
cost, of 83315, and the purchase of an extra 
horse at si 'cost of 8150. The perpetual 
care fund ir. in better condition than it has 
been before fora number of years. Of the 
whole amount; collected to the end of the 
year. 841.050 is invested, chielly in real es- 
tate mortgages, at rates that average near- 
ly 0 per cent. The romainder.ovor $10,000, 
will be invested as soon as satisfactory op- 
portunities offer. 

TIIE AUDITOR 

reported that he had examined the stc- 
counts and found them to he correct. 

THE TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 

The following is tho animal report of tho 
trustees : 

The business affairs of the Newton Cem- 
etery Association should be, and undoubt- 
edly are, interesting to a large and increns- 
n timber of .our poople. The proprietors 
compose over a thousand people, who with 
their families constitute a large and inllu- 
ential part of our population. It is safe to 
assume that the proprietors desire in the 
maintenance of their property, dedicated 
to the most sacred purpose, the wisest and 
most liberal management, without waste 
or extravagance, but in keepitig with the 
enlightenment and good taste of the com- 
munity. 

The past year has been a fairly prosper- 
ous one in the nttnirs of the corporation. 
The sales of lots, confined almost exclu- 
sively to the people of Newton, amounted 
to 83.21* against 83,350 in 1885. The debt 
was increased by about $800, hut to offset 
this we have a roomy and convenient^ bam, 
of which we have long felt the need,' built 
on very advantageous terms, at. a cost of 
83,315, and an increase of some $700 in tho 
value of property required for the care of 
the grounds. The nursery and green- 
house, under prudent management 
have added about $1,000 to the income, 
counting the plants from the hitter used in 
the Cemetery as equivalent to the cost of 
labor in them. 

Tho Perpetual Care Fund is in better 
condition than it has been before for a 
number of years. Of the whole amount 
collected to the end of the year— $51,882, 
the sum of $41,051 is invested ehiclly in 
real estate mortgages, at rates which aver- 
age neath six per cent. The remainder, 
a little over 810,000, will he invested as 
soon as satisfactory opportunities ofi'er, 
the money being on hand for that purpose. 

The tru-tees again call attention to the 
fuel tiiat the provision for perpetual rare 
has been applied to only about one ball u|' 
the'lots: ii it applied to all the tuiul would 
amount to nearly $100,033, the income of 
which would go fartoward the whole cur- 
rent expense of maintenance, leaving the 
income from sales of lots for permanent 
improvements. 

The Cemetery has been kept in excellent 
order during the year, under the skilful and 
t lit h t ill direct ion* of Superintendent Henry 
Rons amt Assistant Superintendent Chas. 
W. Ross, and increased attention has been 
drawn to it especially because of the new 
attractions of the mortuary chapel and 
conservatory attached. Tho nseiiilnesss 
and ornamental character of this rich gift 
to the Corporation has been cordially ap- 
preciated.

OTHER MATTERS. 

Superintendent Ross said that, there was 
no tru lei- in Newtonville, who could be 
conferied with by the officers of the ceme- 
tery, and In thought it was advisable to 
have one in tiiat ward. Patrons of the 
cemetery olten wished to bit;, a lot, bu.t did 
not have the money fi* pay down, and tho 
officers could not sell a lot oil credit with- 
out the consent of a trustee. It was sug- 


gested that, the ahsonco of a local trustee 
would increase the cash receipts, hut tho 
force of Mr. Ross’s statement was acknowl- 
edged. anti the committee to nominate 
trustees recommended that next year a 
Newtonville member ho added to the 
board. 

Tho old hoard of trustees, consisting of 
Messrs. Haskell. Tyler, Lord, Frost, Pet tee. 
Hyde, Fowl©, Houghton nml Murdock, 
were re-elected. 

It, was voted to ratify the doings of the 
hoard of trustees for 1883. 

Mr. J. T. Allen said that the trustees de- 
served the thanks of tho proprietors for 
the faithful manner in which they had dis- 
charged their duties, and also spoke of the 
beauty of the cemetery, and the pride the 
citizens took in it. 

It was voted to give the trustees power 
to buy and sell land. 

Mr. \V. P. Tyler spoke of the beautiful 
Bigelow chapel, and the pride nil the citi- 
zens took in it. Ho recent! v had a conver- 
sation with Mr. Fallow, and the latter had 
said that no one thing he ever did had 
given him so much pleasure, as the build- 
ing of the Ifigelow chapel. • Everything 
connected with it had been a source of 
gratification to him. Mr. Tyler said he 
spoke of this because Mr. Fa flow had done 
other generous things for the city, which 
had been severely criticized, and lie 
thought the stockholders ought to know 
how Mr. Fallow felt. 

Mr. \Y. E. Sheldon said he thought that 
feeling was heartily appreciated by the 
trustees. No other thing could have so 
moved the hearts of Newton people, as 
such a beautiful memorial to such a man 
as Dr. Bigelow, and it would have pleased 
that noble hearted gentleman to have been 
remembered in just that way. 

Mr. Asahel Wheeler also spoke of Dr. 
Bigelow and his serv.ces to the eity, and 
the pleasure all who knew him had in such 
a memorial to him. In regard to the criti- 
cism of some gifts of Mr. Fallow to tho 
eity. he said that if the people only appre- 
ciated the noble efforts of Mr. Farlow to 
benefit the city, tho criticisms would he 
forgotten. Quito recently Mr. Farlow had 
told him that he would he willing to pay 
$10,000 if he could only carry out his ideal 
in regard to Farlow Park, and have the 
stables, horse sheds and the house on Church 
street removed, and the surroundings put 
in the condition he wished. If Mr. Farlow 
was not appreciated now. the time was 
coming when ho would he. 

^ Mr. .1. T. Allen said that the idea of 
Farlow Park was a beautiful one, and it 
was not Mr. Fallow’s fault that it was not 
all that it ought to be. Of Dr. Bigelow, 
ho thought, it was titling that there 
should be a beautiful memorial of 
him. The work he had done for the 
schools of the city was a noble one, and 
should not be allowed to he forgotten. 
When the trustees had tho means, he 
thought it would not he inappropriate to 
procure a statue or bust of Dr. Bigelow 
and put it up in the chapel. Miss Whitney 
of Watertown knew Dr. Bigelow well, anil 
would bo just the sculptor to employ in 
such a work. 

The meeting then adjourned, after 
which a meeting of the trustees was held, 
and Mr. Haskell re-elected president; Mr. 
Otis Pettee treasurer: Mr. Murdock secre- 
tary and auditor, and Mr. Henry Ross and 
Charles W. Ross superintendent, and assist- 
ant superintendent. High praise was 
awarded to both for their efficient services, 
and the salary of tho latter was increased 
one hundred dollars. 


The Electric Lights. 

The question of using electric lights for 
lighting the streets has received additional 
interest this week, by the number of dark 
and cloudy evenings, when tho gas lamps 
were liot lighted, because there was sup- 
posed to he a moon. Streets in the vicinity 
of the electric lights wore not affocted, but 
elsewhero it was dark enough to mako 
walking dangerous, and also to make it 
pleasant for burglars, if any had happened 
to be about. The main streets of the city 
and the business portions should certainly 
he lighted all night, whether the moon is 
on duty or not. and a reform in this re- 
spect is urgently needed. 

In this connection ir. is interesting to 
note what ‘other cities pay for electric 
lights, and a summary has been prepared, 
giving tho rates, which are for every night 
in the year, lrom sunset to sunrise. Boston 
pays 05 cents per night per lamp; Cam- 
bridge, 05 cents; Brookline, 50 cents: Now 
York City, 70. cents; Philadelphia, 00 cents; 
Baltimore, 05 cents; Rochester, 45 cents; 
Buffalo, 55 cents; Cleveland pays six cents 
per hour; Detroit pays $00,000 a year for 
•loo lights: Minneapolis pays $200 per lamp 
per year; New Orleans pays $200 per lamp 
per year. 

Thi! Newton Company are now running 
their lights free, so as to give the people a 
chance to find out the advantages of electric 
lights, hut of course they can not be ex- 
pected to continue doing so for any great 
length of time, unless they are paid for it. 
If the lights are desired as a permanent 
thing, the citizens have only to make their 
wishes known to the members of the city 
government.

cation. Inherited qualities have such in- 
fluence that oftentimes their possessors are 
almost outside of the ranks of ordinary 
men. Some men are horn liars, others are 
horn thieves, and so on, ami such have un- 
usual difficulty in leading a moral life, and 
should he regarded witli charity. Others 
arc exceptionally good, which makes a sort 
of compensation. The laws of heredity 
seem to explain in some measure these de- 
partures fi<>m the normal standard, both in 
physical, mental and moral structure, and 
some of them are so marked as to bring 
their possessors close to the border line be- 
tween sanity ami insanity. The study of 
idiosyncracies, the speaker thought, was 
especially important as regards education, 
so that undue developments could be modi- 
fied. and the qualities that scented lacking 
could be brought out. No system could he 
applied to all alike, hut the wise teacher 
will make allowances for “pern iar com- 
positions,’’ and the methods varied to as to 
reach the best results. I)r. Shinn closed 
by appealing for more charity in judging at 
men. A man's belief may be moulded by 
the peculiarity of his mind, hut men are 
often better than their beliefs, and the 
arms and heart of God are broad and 
large enough to take all in. 

The paper was filled w th illustrations of 
the points presented, and was one of the 
best the society has listened to. It was a 
welcome change for the members to turn 
from the study of natural objects to the 
consideration of humanity and its various 
types and modifications.

his condition to be idiosyncratic. No two 
men are ever exactly alike, as is show it b> 
the way different medicines, odors or food 
affect them. Some of their affections come 
from associations, hut others are innate, 
j and cannot be overcome. Some people are 
! so oblivious to pain, that they can hear a 
great amount of heat, and oven pick up 
live coals, and from this arose stories of 
| the fire eaters, for the truth of which, how- 
ever, Dr. Shinn did not vouch. Some peo- 
ple can hear w ith composure the ordeal of 
a dentist’s chair, w hile thers aro ill gieat 
agony w henever any ot' their facial nerves 
are touched, and a dentist can give m my 
instance's of variations from the normal 
standard. Tlio variations sometimes af- 
fect special organs, as in color Jjjiudness.

There are many 
eases in which there are long delays in se- 
curing pensions, and some which are never 
reached.

The Hoard of Aldermen met Monday eve- 
ning, all the members being present, lhe 
minutes of several meetings were read and 
approved. 

The bond of City Treasurer John A. Ken- 
ri'ek was read and approved, his bondsmen 
being John S. Fallow, Samuel Fnrquhar, 
Joseph X. Bacon, George C. Lord. George 
Hyde, and James Austin. 

The special committee on the Kenrick 
fund reported that they had examined the 
notes and securities, and found $M0 in 
first mortgage on real estate and $51,070 in 
cash. The income for 1SS5 was $1510.70 
and for 1886 was $178.76. They recom- 
mended that the income be distributed in 
accordance with the expressed wishes of 
the doner. 

Alderman Pet tee suggested that there was 
about $8,000 which might bo invested, and 
so increase the revenue from the fund. 
The city had borrowed the money the past 
year and allowed 4 per cent, for the use of 
it. The conditions of the will were that it 
should be loaned on first mortgages on real 
estate, $500 to any person owning property 
worth $1,500 or over. lie thought it 
would be advisable to notify the real estate 
dealers that such money could he had. 

Alderman Grant said the chairman of the 
finance committee had spoken to several 
real estate dealers about the matter and 
they hail promised to make a special effort 
to notify people and try to effect loans of 
the money for the city. The City Treas- 
urer had also called the attention of several 
dealers to the matter and the terms on | 
which the money could be obtained. 

Alderman Harwood presented the peti- 
tion of the Newton Electric Light and 
Power Company, stating that they were ) 
prepared to light the streets of lhe city in a j 
thorough manner, as the members of the I 
board could see from the lights that had 
been put up, and stating that they desired 
to make a contract to light certain streets 
with electric lights; the petition was re- 
ferred to the committee on street lights. 

Alderman Johnson presented a petition 
from the citizens and tax payers in Wa.id 
4, for a lire alarm bell to be placed on Hose 
House No. 5: referred to lire department 
committee. 

The annual Reports of the Overseers of 
tiie Poor, the Trustees of the Free Library, 
and the City Engineer, were presented aiid 
referred to the committee on printing. 

J. J. Sullivan, attorney for Michael Too- 
hey, presented the claim of Mr. Tooliey for 
injuries received by a fall on the sidewalk 
near the corner of Watertown and Chapel 
streets, by which his ankle was badly 
sprained, confining him to the house since 
.Jau. 18, 1887. The ankle is still weak and 
his physician states that it will be some 
time before he can attend to his business,, 
and that it will always trouble him more or 
less. The sidewalk was covered with ice 
and frozen snow, and was in an unsafe con- 
dition; the matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on claims’ 

The Overseers of the Poor presented 
their quarterly report, and on Jan. 1. 1887, 
they had a balance remaining of $5)88.04. 

Hr A petition from John McGoldy of Xonan- 
tnm street was received from the Hoard of 
Health, asking for relief from surface 
water which overflowed his cellar every 
spring, and endangered the health of hi's 
family. Alderman Harwood said that lie 
hail been to Mr. McGolcly’s house and the 
water was some 8 or 4 feet deep there, and 
it had to be pumped out frequently. To 
relieve him, a drain would have to no laid 
through land belonging to Charles Head 
and to the Parsons heirs. He had seen 
Mr. Head, and the latter had said that he 
was willing to have a drain laid, hut lie 
wished to sell the land and therefore was 
unwilling to grant any rights which might 
injure the value of it. The land in the 
vicinity certainly needed draining. The 
matter was referred to the committee on 
highways. 

The Newton Electric Light and Power 
Company submitted a plan showing the lo- 
cation of their poles. 

Aldermail Johnson presented the peti- 
tion of Geo. M. lluslr for permission to 
erect a wooden building on Elmwood 
street, near his stables, for storage pur- 
poses. 

Alderman Harwood presented the peti- 
tion of property owners on Richardson 
street, including I)r. Field, c. H. Lancas- 
ter, (Mias. F. Hand and (Mias. E. Eddy Jr., 
for an electric light on Eliot Place. Thou- 
sands of people passed through Hiehardson 
street daily who would he benelitted by the 
light, and it would also serve to light the 
tunnel, only 05 feet away; referred to the 
committee on street lights. 

Alderman Johnson presented a notitlca- 
tion ot II. E. Hibbard's intention t • luiild a 
dwelling house on Tremont street, Ward 
7, 25 by 25) feet. 

A petition was received from Head, Ma- 
-son A Co., builders, for permission to put a 
20 horse power boiler and engine on the 
corner of Deacon and Centre streets, to be 
used in constructing the new Baptist 
cliiiieh. A hearing on the petition was 
gruuteil for Momlnv, Fob. 21st. at 7 45 
o’Uovk. 

Alderman Hollis presented a remon- 
strance from prominent citizens and tax- 
payers of Wards I and 7, including Henry 
E. Cobh, K. (5. Haines, J. S. Potter, Frank- 
lin Ifacoii, \\ . II. Hrackett, and others, pro- 
testing against the proposed action of the 
Fuv Department committee, in putting up 
a bdl and striker on Armory Hall, when 
the tower of Eliot Hall would lie a much 
more desirable location, and the citizens 
were willing to put up the clock, the sole 
condition attached to placing the bell in 
the tower. Alderman Hollis .vaid that the 
committee had voted unanimously to put 
up the hell on Armory i lull , tor what 
seemed to them good and sullieient rea- 
sons, and had made arrangements for com- 
pleting the work. Mr. Hacon had. how- 
ever, expressed his willingness to give a 
gu urea tee of the use ot the tower of Eliot 
Hall for 20 years, and the citizens of the 
two wards were willing to furnish the 
clock at their own expense. The remon- 
strance was placed on file. 

Alderman Nickerson presented the re

contribute $500 towards the work. The 
report was accepted , and an order passed 
appropriating the above mentioned sum, 
and charging the same to the general ap- 
propriation for land damages, and provid- 
ing for its payment to the committee 
whenever the work was completed in a 
manner satisfactory to the city engineer 
and valid titles given. 

A number of small bills were lead and 
approved. 

Alderman Grant read a petition from 
Atwood A Weld and 15 other property 
owners on the tract of land along Laun- 
dry brook, bet ween Walnut street and the 
boston A Albany railroad. Ward 2, andjon 
Harvard and Cabots streets and Norwood 
avenue, asking for relief front surface 
water, and the flooding that existed every 
spring, on account of the sluggish channel 
of the brook, caused by the obstructions 
along the lower part ot it. They stated 
that many houses were to he erected on 
this tract the coming spring, and they 
asked to have proper provisions made for 
drainage. 

Alderman Grant read from the general 
statutes, chapter (id, of 1878, which give 
hoards of aldermen powjr to establish 
grades for drainage and sewerage, and 
also grades below which no cellars are to 
be dug, and also giving power to change 
any grade, by a tax on ihe adjacent real es- 
tate. lie said that the Legislature of Mass- 
achusetts had given the hoard of aldermen 
power to raise t lie grade of this section, so 
that when the city came to lie sewered, it 
would not he below the sewer line. The 
failure to do this had cost the cities of 
Cambridge and Boston a great deal of 
money. This section, between Walnut 
street and the railroad, was below the nat- 
ural drainage of the city, and the level 
would have to he raised before the city 
could be sewered. It woyld save expense 
to raise it now, before any more buildings 
are erected, and ho recommended that the 
hoard authorize the city enginoes to estab- 
lish a grade below which no cellars could 
he dug, and to have the buildings so con- 
structed as to leave room for tilling in. He 
prepared an order which was passed, au- 
thorizin':- the city engineer to survey Laun- 
dry brook, between Laundry street and the 
railroad, to ascertain what places are liable 
to he overflowed, when the work of tilling 
in should ho done, and establish a grade 
below which no cellar should he dug. 

Alderman Nickerson said that lie had 
thought of asking the hoard to adjourn to 
next Monday, as lie had a matter nearly 
ready to present; hut he had decided to 
leave the time of the meeting at the call of 
the Mayor. 

The board then adjourned.

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THE PROVINCE OF THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 

[A lecture rcr.d by Mi. John W. Dickinson be- 
fore tlio West Newton Lyceum. Fob. 7tli.] 

Thorn is doubtless a wide difforonco of 
opinion mining educators concerning the 
ends which the public, schools should labor 
to attain. 

Sonic affirm that the public schools have 
failed to accomplish their nurposo unless 
they have prepared the children for their 
special places in life, or have trained them 
in some of the special applications of their 
active power. 

Others believing that in the general edu- 
cation of every child ho should bo consid- 
ered an end unto himself, rather than an 
instrument for the production of some end 
outside himself, would direct him to those 
exercises which have a tendency to produce 
a symmetrical development of all his facul- 
ties. This, they think, is the legitimate 
work of the public schools, and the direct 
end to be sought in all disciplinary study. 

In the first case the educator would di- 
rect his attention to the communication of 
knowledge and to training his pupil in some 
of the occupations of life. In the second 
case his mind is iixed on what he can lead 
his pupil to become. 

On account of the existence of those two 
opinions, and of t he two. plans of instruc- 
tion that grow out of them, we hear much 
on the one hand of the advantages of prac- 
tical knowledge, and on the other of the 
value of a symmetrical development of the 
mind. 

It scorns necessary, therefore, for those 
who have anything to do in forming public 
opinion on educational methods, to deter- 
mine what the public schools of the country 
should attempt to accomplish for their 
pupils. 

This appears the more necessary when 
we become aware that a choice of ends to 
bo secured by school life will determine 
what subjects of study or occupations shall 
become the occasions of public school ex- 
ercises. 

If it is the function of the public school 
to prepare the children for some special 
mode of gaining a living, those exercises 
may be introduced which will train them to 
some special employment. This would 
graft upon our common school work the 
professional and industrial elements, and 
the schools would be no longer common 
schools. The next generation of citizens 
would be composed of men who might 

t irnctieo and pursue the trades with skill, 
»ut all would be done with special reference 
to supplying the wants of life. That intel- 
ligent desire for a higher life of the indi- 
vidual and a higher civilization of the 
state, which is strong in every lightly 
trained mind, would be obscured, and men 
would be moved chiefly by the mechanical 
and animal principles ot action. But no 
system of public schools can be maintained 
for private utility alone. All social insti- 
tutions must be founded on the idea of pro- 
moting public utility also, and in the ad- 
ministration of the system the public good 
must not be sacrificed for private ends. 

It is because there is a human education 
which should precede the acquisition of 
special professional or industrial skill, and 
which will have a tendency to elevate the 
individual above the narrowing effects of 
any profession, or trade, or occupation, and 
bring him to his special work with a trained 
mind, a strong will and a manly spirit, that 
we may establish public educational insti- 
tutions, to be supported by a general tax, 
and may gather all the children into them 
for a common course of study. This sort 
of human training is what John Stuart Mill 
says every generation owes to the next, as 
that on which its civilization and worth 
will principally depend. It should be the 
ultimate end of public instruction to so di- 
rect tlie attention of the learners to them- 
selves as individuals, and to their relations 
to one another as social beings and mem- 
bers of the slate, that they will become 
true men, intelligent, loyal, and virtuous in 
all the relations of private and public life. 
If this solid foundation can be established, 
men will turn to their trades as branches 
of intelligence and not as mere trades, and 
they will pursue them with a conscientious 
regard not only for their own highest good, 
but also for the highest good of all with 
whom they hold any relations. 

Theodore Parker once said to a conven- 
tion of teachers in his own state, that “to 
the instructed man his trade is a study,— 
tlie tools of his craft are books, his farm a 
gospel, eloquent in its sublime silence; his 
cattle and his corn his teachers, the stars 
his guides to virtue and to God: and every 
mute and every living thing by shore or 
sea, a heaven-sent prophet to refine his 
mind and his heart.” 

The spirit which the individual brings 
from the public school to his special wo.ik 
is of more importance, as far as either pub- 
lic or private utility is concerned, than that 
sort <d special skill which public schools 
will ever bo able to communicate. For this 
spirit will determine the use ho will make 
of his skill after it is acquired. 

Mill says that if we can succeed in the 
disciplinary schools in making sensible 
men, they will be sure to make of them- 
selves sensible laborers in the pursuit of 
whatever occupation they may choose. 

After the disciplinary studies have been 
taken, then the industrial, technical and 
professional schools should open their 
doors and offer to all who desire to enter, 
the advantages of a special education. 

Wo now have in the Commonwealth such 
schools,— the best that human ingenuity 
and generosity have thus far been able to 
establish; and the way should be made 
easy to their instruction for all who desire 
a technical training. But these institutions 
have a right to demand that those who ap- 
ply for admission to their classes shall al- 
ready know the elementary facts of science, 
— the processes by which the mind passes 
from particular to general knowledge, and 
tlie principles and rules which govern the 
use and construction of the language we 
speak. They have also a right to require, 
of those who apply for technical instruc- 
tion, that training of the faculties which en- 
ables them to think accurately and to be- 
have with all the proprieties of a well-or- 
dered public and private life. 

It has been found that those who take 
ui) the work ot preparing for their special 
places in life with minds trained toobserve, 
to analyze and to reason, joined with that 
self-control which enables one to turn Ins 
full attention to whatever he has to do, 
soon outstrip all others by what they are 
able to accomplish. 

Boys have been known to pass through 
the preparatory schools and tlie university 
with credit to themselves as scholars in the 
branches of learning pursued in those in- 
stitutions. In their courses of study they 
were trained to use their active power in 
gaining a personal knowledge id the real 
objects and subjects of their thoughts, lu 
this way they formed the habit* of accurate 
observation for facts, and of performing 
with skill all those acts by which the mind 
passes from individual experiences to a 
knowledge of general truth. They left the 
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university with that enthusiasm for practi- 
cal life which a consciousness of the power 
of self-activity and a love for excellence al- 
ways produce. Their collegiate education 
had not made them shiftless or indolent, or 
despisers of hard, honest labor. Their ac- 
quired knowledge had excited in them a 
love for more knowledge. The develop- 
ment of their faculties and their modes of 
thinking had created within them the power 
of an intelligent and indefinite progress. 
With this general preparation for any ap- 
plication of their active power they entered 
the mills in a manufacturing town, to learn 
all the mechanical processes that work up 
the raw material into the finished product, 
and with the idea of some time becoming 
the directing agents. 

The most menial service known to the 
business was performed with the skill 
which intelligence communicates to the eye 
and hand, and with the pleasure which a 
foresight o! good, results adds to oven 
manual employment. 

They were in actual contact with that 
which they were to understand. No man- 
ual exercises disconnected from any real 
material products were perverting their 
practice. With minds trained to observe 
and to generalize, by ihe exercises of the 
schools, now directed to the particular 
operations of their business, they at once 
became conscious of what must lie gener- 
ally true. 

This power of generalization, the pro- 
duct of right training in the elementary 
and scientific schools, enabled them to pass 
easily by all those who see only what Is 
actually before their eyes. 

The experiences and testimony of these 
young persons and of their overseers prove 
that general intelligence and the power of 
self-control form the true basis of all high 
success in the pinctical application of 
active power. 

With this basis a course in the technical 
schools would have given them a more di- 
rect and easy way to experience and skill. 

'Phe term “practical” is sometimes ap- 
plied to knowledge. This use ot language 
leads us into error, for by it we arc in dan- 
ger of attributing to knowledge that which 
belongs to power only. Thu most practical 
men in the world are those who have the 
largest and most symmetrical development 
of their active power. A philosophical 
system of education, then, should provide 
for a general cultivation of the individual, 
as a human being, before his activitives 
arc turned into an unnatural channel by 
the pursuit of any trade or profession. 

But the idea of introducing into the pub- 
lic school any exercises that have for their 
immediate end to train the children for 
special places in life, has been quite gener- 
ally abandoned, and for two reasons: — 

1st. It has been discovered that a citi- 
zen of a free state has no special place for 
which he is to be prepared, and to which 
lie is to be assigned. The place that 
ho is to fill is to be determined not 
by tlie accident of birth, of race, 
or of wealth, but by the quali- 
ties of bis mind and the uso be makes 
of liis power. The children as they enter 
the public schools do not bring with them 
the facts from which the teachers may infer 
what special instruction the future of each 
one will require. 

2d. There is a growing sentiment in 
favor of directing public instruction to- 
wards that general development of the in- 
dividual which will make a man of him, 
and in accomplishing this end lit him to 
enter with intelligence upon any service to 
which his capacities and his inclinations 
may linally lead him. 

It seems now to be generally admitted 
that any system of public instruction that 
docs not make human development, with 
all that is implied in it, an end, is false in 
theory and a failure in practice. To justify 
tlie support of a system of public schools 
by a genera! tax, there must be some com- 
mon cud which they arc adapted to accom- 
plish, and which is necessary to the well- 
being of the people considered to be citi- 
zens of the state. This is the only solid 
ground upon which the public school may 
rest and expect public support. 

Suppose, then, it be the concurrent 
opinion of those best able to judge, that 
tlie proper function of the public school is 
to furnish the occasions of a symmetrical 
human development, it still remains to be 
determined what are these occasions. 

Human development is produced by the 
right exercise of power. In school the oc- 
casions of this exercise are objects and 
subjects of thought. These collected and 
rightly arranged constitute our public 
school courses of study. 

The schools are criticised for the poor 
quality of their products. Their graduates, 
it is said, pass out of their classes into 
active life with grave defects in their edu- 
cation. They know something of books, 
but they neither have the ability nor the 
inclination to produce anything. They can 
understand what is explained to them, but 
cannot invent for themselves. They may 
have some power of thinking, but they can- 
not realize their thoughts in any product 
outside their own minds. Their capacities 
have been trained, but their faculties have 
been neglected. The criticism, while it is 
largely the product of an active imagina- 
tion, has some foundation in fact, and di- 
rects our attention especially to one defect, 
charged against the work of the schools. 
This defect consists of a failure to train the 
children to an independent use of their 
Dowers. It is proposed to remedy this de- 
fect by adding to our public school exer- 
cises a manual element, in the form of 
training in the use of mechanical tools. 

The most enlightened advocates of tho 
new education, as it is sometimes called, 
would not occupy the attention of the pub- 
lic school with manual exorcises for the 
sake of the manual skill which would re- 
sult from them, but for the sake of that 
general development of active power, which 
an orderly use of tools is said to be adapted 
to produce. For no other reason than this 
could tlie practice with mechanical tools 
find a legitimate place in the public schools. 

Admitting that the defects supposed act- 
ually exist, it does not follow that they are 
due to defective courses of study, nor that 
they may bo removed by adding the opera- 
tions of the workshop to tho list. Both of 
those are assumed, hut neither of thorn has 
yet been proved to he true. 

Mere manual dexterity without reference 
to invention or construction is the product 
of imitation; to produce it requires simply 
a long practice in imitating a few mechani- 
cal movements that are Hist made by a 
master, for exam pies to be followed. After 
a time tlie states of mind that give origin 
to tho skilful movements of the body are 
hardly objects of consciousness at all, and 
the individual moves on under the iulluenco 
of tlie mechanical principle of action. 

Great manual skill is not uufrcuucntly 
found with those whose general intelligence 
is not of the highest order, lu our experi- 
ence we find instances of the existence of 
tlie one without the other. 

Some minds arc conscious of the knowl- 
| edge only which they have acquired by 


repetition. They may become skilled in 
imitating, hut they will ho wanting in hide- I 
pendent and progressive power. They will i 
also be wanting in that general intelligence 
which is necessary for the regulation of j 
their private conduct as Christians, or of ' 
their public acts as member* of a free 
state. If was a significant remark made by j 
one who had devoted bis life to the promo- j 
tion of t critical and industrial education, 
•that wo solid missionaries to countries the 
skill of whose artisans is tin* admiration 
and envy of the missionaries themselves. 

Thu nublie schools of Massachusetts 
were established that tho learning neces- 
sary to the successful practice of self- 
government might not be buried in 
the graves of the fathers: that the learning 
necessary to set tho people free from the ; 
bonds of those prejudices that enthrall the 
reason and tho liberty of man might not 
he lost. 

It appears from what has been said 
that, in every complete system of public in- 
struction ample provision should be made 
for tlie cultivation of general intelligence 
before the attention is directed to any 
special mode of life. This is because tlie 
individual is of more consequence to him- 
self as a well-developed man than he is as a 
mechanical instrument, and because lie is 
more valuable to the State as an intelligent 
and virtuous citizen than he is as a skill til 
artisan. It does not appear that the culti- 
vation of mere mechanical dexterity holds 
any necessary relation to general intelli- 
gence or to virtue, fit may exist apart 
from all those states of mind and body 
which fall within the legitimate province j 
of Hie public school to produce. It. docs 
not appear to be necessary to prepare the 
individual to pursue his disciplinary studies 
with greater facility, or to enter noon the 
race of life with the ability to acquire for j 
himself the highest order of either profes- 
sional or industrial skill. 

A distinguished president of an industri- j 
al institution recently read a paper before 
a large convention of public-school teach- 
ers upon the topic entitled “The Workshop 
in the Public School.” lie says that “For 
many years I have worked to develop the 
material and technical relation of educa- 
tion. I have sought so to direct both my 
own work and that of my pupils that there 
might ever be an open bridge between the 
theories of science and the familiar facts 
of every-day life, that each might be better j 
developed by constant contact with the . 
other. It may be that I have not worked 
as earnestly as I might have done; but I 
have not been ablo to discern such valuable 
results from hand culture as my friends 
seem to find. I do not find that the exact 
construction of a box leads to the exact ! 
construction of an English sentence, hut , 
that mechanical students need as much 
drill in writing as any other. I hayc not 
found that students in mechanical courses 
wore especially good in their mathcinati- , 
cal work. On the contrary. I do find that j 
the best workers in wood and metal are 
they who have proved that they have clear 
thoughts, and can express them clearly, 
and they who have shown large mathemat- 
ical ability. Is it not possible, in these 
materialistic days, wc push the methods of 
the laboratory too far? May not the gross 
and material concepts gathered in the shop 
so stand as to obscure the clearer and cx- 
acter intellectual concepts?” 

Says another most distina'Vished author- 
ity: ' “The fundamental idr 1 of our theory . 
of mental education is, as V think, that of I 
the superiority of man to his uses.” “Our 
primal thought has been to develop the in- 
dividual man roundly and fully in himself.” 
“The service which he does for the world 
is the national outgrowth of what he is.” 
This is tlie language of experience and 
philosophy. It directs our attention to 
! the use of* other means than the workshop 
I for a proper modification of the work now 
j done in the public schools, that they may 
do their own work in the most productive 
; manner? If the defect consists in a failure 
to cultivate practical power in tho minds of j 
the children, then the reform we need is 
not so much in courses of studies as in the 
method employed in presenting these 
courses to tlie learner’s mind. 

If it is true, as affirmed, that the chil- ! 
dren are not able to do any independent | 
work when they leave the schools, it is 
because they were not permitted to work 
independently in their class exercises. A 
skilful analysis of the mind of a school 
graduate will expose the processes to 
which it has been subjected during the 
periods of its tuition. In the examination 
j we should inquire for tho nature of the 
knowledge acquired, and for the kind of 
' training tho faculties have received. Pupils 
I who have been brought up on books alone, 
will show when they take their places in ] 

' the world that the world is a new object of j 
i thought. 

The words of a book, if understood, di- 
| root attention to the ideas which they ! 
| name, and not necessarily to anything be- 
yond them; one may use a book and under- 
stand it . and still be ignorant of the objects 
it describes. 

From these statements it appears 
that in Hie acquisition of knowledge, 
words were never intended to take the 
place of things. When used exclusively I 
in the schools, they seem to close the senses 
and the understanding against the true ob- 
jects of knowledge, and tho Individ- | 
uni passes through the world without | 
seeing it'. Again, if wo turn our attention j 
to the effect on tho mind produced by the ' 
abstract use of language in study, we shall , 
find that such a use is adapted to cultivate 
the passive powers only. Tho mind is nr- | 
tive in receiving effects whenever it uses j 
language as a substitute for objects as oc- 
casions for ideas. In such a ease its labor i 
is simply to discover the ideas invented by j 
other minds. The result of such an exer- 
cise of the faculties is to prepare them to I 
obtain information rather than knowledge: J 
to feel impressions, but not produce them; 
to be controlled, but not to govern; to imi- 
tate the nets of others, but not to invent 1 
an independent course of conduct. 

All this is changed when things take the 
place of words. Then the mind becomes 
conscious of knowledge, and of obtaining 
it by its own efforts. Under .a system of 
objective teaching the learner is brought in 
direct contact with whatever he is to know, 
—with natural objects, language, abstract 
truth and states of mind. These are all 
made objects of consciousness as a condi- 
tion of knowledge. The pupil in this way 
becomes an original investigator, lie is 
trained to handle the objects of bis investi- 
gation. lie learns tlie true method 
of thinking by using it, and in 
time he will find Hie source of his 
activity within himself. An individual 
trained in this way will acquire a knowl- 
edge of the facts of science by the use of 
his own observing powers; he will become 
skilled in analyzing the objects of bis 
study by practice in analyzing them, and so 
will furnish his mind with that elementary 
knowledge which will form the basis ot 
scientific classifications and of reasoning for 
general truth. This training leads to self-oou- 


trol and to a preparation for taking up the 
work of life with a good prospect of suc- 
cess. In addition to tho objective study of 
tilings, of which 1 have spoken, wo have 
two exercises in tho schools that arc 
especially adapted to train the mind to a 
skilful use of the eye and the hand. 1 1 re- 
fer to drawing, and to the practice by the 
pupils of constructing their own simple 
illustrative apparatus. Drawing is t lie 
language of form, and may take the place 
of written speech as a mode of expression. 
It implies a careful and prolonged observa- 
tion of things to be described. It presents 
occasions for a free exercise of judgment, 
imagination and invention. It is one of 
the best means of cultivating the taste by 
requiring that exercise of the faculties up- 
on widen the activity of taste depends, and 
by directing attention to the beautiful in 
the works of nature and art. 

In constructing the means of reproduc- 
ing physical phenomena to he observed, 
the mind is most thoroughly exercised in 
the study of the phenomena iln-m«elvc». The 
exercise of making tho apparent* is not now n 
simple imitation of a few mechanical motions; it is 
an invention of the mean* of illustrating ideas, 
and of presenting the phenomena of nature in a 
convenient form for a prolonged and systematic 
ohservat ion. 

Our schools aic overcrowded with work already. 
In flic elementary grades there seem* to he no 
time for the systematic study of the qualities of 
objects, nor for the application of flic knowledge 
tints gained to a systematic observation of 
natural objects, nor for such an exercise of the 
faculties ns will add to their original state a facility 
in acting. 

In most schools there is no oppoitnnity given for 
acquiring, in a philosophical way, an orderly 
knowledge of tiic facts of any of the sciences. 
Even language itself is learned ns a collection of 
words, rather than as a means ot expressing ideas. 

As u result of these omissions there is a failure 
to train the powers of observation and analysis, 
upon whose culture and products all future scien- 
tific study, all true exercise of the reflective 
powers, and all high success in the operations of 
practical life will depend. 

It is a common criticism that pupils pass from 
the elementary to the scientific schools with little 
or no preparation for the pursuit of scientific 
knowledge, — that t lie high schools, the technical 
schools and the colleges arc compelled to stop in 
their courses and teach the facts of science before 
scientific study is possible. 

It is urged that sowing and cooking should take 
their places among the branches of learning and 
practice pursued iu the public schools, us a mutter 
of plain necessity. If our civilization and tlie con- 
ditions ol our social life render it necessary, then 
let these occupations he taken in tlie public schools 
as a burden upon them, lint not as in harmony with 
the spirit nr work peculiar to these institutions. It 
should be t Ire aim of every wise educator to so train 
those tin ter Ins care t hat ‘when they come to take 
direction ol home affairs, they will perform with 
skill and fidelity all the duties of home life; es- 
pecially the duties of prepare. g in a proper man- 
ner food and clothing lor the nourishment ami pro- 
tection of the body. 

The object of piddle school life, then, ts not to 
teaeti special prefessions nor occupations nor trades, 
nor to practice those exercises which produce mere 
manual dexterity, hut to develop the child and 
tiring him to Ids special work w.tli trained faculties 
and an honest purpose. 

After tlie powers are sufficiently unfolded, and 
good liabiis are formed, mul independent ability to 
acquire knowledge from the study of things and in- 
formation from communication with other minds 
have been acquired ; after the foundations for a 
true manhood have been established by the disci- 
plinary exercises of the public schools,— then let 
the technical and industrial schools oiler to all 
who desire it, the opportunity of preparing for 
special places in life. 

Tlie cities and large towns in»y establish industri- 
al schools where the school population, who cannot 
be trained at home, may have the opportunity 
offered to them of acquiring manual skill. TechiiiJ 
cal schools may also ne organized for those who, 
having passed through their disciplinary studies, 
desire to obtain the advantages of a technical edu- 
cation. Itut the public common schools of the 
State must not be confused ami burdened with 
work of the home, or of society, or of tlie church. 
These schools will fail of accomplishing their pur- 
pose, and will lose their hold on public confidence, 
if they attempt to teach th t knowledge which is 
not necessary for all to know, or to produce that 
cultivation which is not necessary for all to ac- 
quire. The common schools arc ne< essary for tlie 
State, special schools for the individual. The one 
should l»e made universal and tlie attendance upon 
them compulsory; the other scliould be offered to 
all who desire to enjoy their advantages. 

Let the work in the public schools, as they are now 
organized, be clone in accordance with the true phi- 
losophy of teaching ami study, and the children 
wi 1 graduate from them prepared to enter, with 
every prospect of success, upon the performance of 
the duties of either private or public life, or if they 
choose they can enter with disciplined minds into 
tlie prosessional schools for special instruction. In 
either case they will lie likely to become honest and 
intelligent citizens of a free Commonwealth.

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1TIAN1AI. TKAIIMINfS IN PI1RI.IO 
SCHOOLS. 

Mr. John W. Dickinson of Newton ville, 
secretary of the State Board of Education, 
takes decided ground against manual train- 
ing in the public schools, and he presents 
reasons therefor, which cannot fail to 
command attention. Ilis position has al- 
ready caused something of a sensation 
among educators and those interested in 
our schools, and promises also to cause 
quite an extended controversy. The mat- 
ter is one of so much importance that we 
give Mr. Dickinson’s lecture, read before 
the West Newton Lyceum on Monday 
night, in full on another page, and we ad- 
vise all interested in our public school sys- 
tem to give it a careful reading. 

The whole question can be summed up 
ill a sentence. Do wo wish to train our 
school children to become mere mechanical 
ilnitators, however skilful or proficient, 
or do we wish them to have such training 
as will make them intelligent men and 
women? If the former, why send them to 
school at all, instead of apprenticing them 
at once to some trade? That would be the 
height of this “practical education’* of 
which we are hearing so much. 

The real duty of the public school is to 
tench children to think, to develop their 
reasoning powers, to train their faculties 
so that they will not become mere ma- 
chines, capable of earning their bread and 
butter, but of nothing better or higher. 
The public schools should lay the founda- 
tion for the life and character of the future 
citizen, and not merely give manual or 
mental dexterity to its pupils. After the 
public school life is ended is time enough 
for the professional schools, or those 
where special science is taught. If the 
work of the first has been done well and 
thoroughly, the pupil is fitted for special 
instruction. 

Just here is perhaps one of the greatest 
defects in the modern system of teaching 
in our public schools. There is always an 
examination in view, and the teacher that 
succeeds in getting the largest number of 
pupils though successfully is the most 
loudly applauded. The pupils are 
crammed with facts, the examination 
papers are prepared solely with the intent 
to test the pupil’s memory, not his think- 
ing power or his general intelligence, and 
the pupil with the most parrot-like mem- 
ory stands at the head of the list, too gen- 
erally without any definite understanding 
of the subject. 

This is not the ideal of the public school 
nor of the work of the teacher. Cram- 
ming is not education, nor is it a good 
preparation for citizenship or for taking up 
the work of life with any prospect of suc- 
cess. Cultivating the memory is well 
enough as far as it goes, but it is very far 
from being education. The public schools 
have enough and more than enough to do 
now, without burdening the pupils with 
any further demands upon their over-taxed 
memories by elaborate systems of manual 
training. Except as a recreation, it lias no 
place in our public school system, as Mr. 
Dickinson justly says. 

Tin: TO WE It QL’EMTIOiV 

As was stated in the Guapiiic last week, 
there would bo no difficulty in raising 
money for a clock to be put in Eliot Ilall 
tower, and the remonstrance that was pre- 
sented in the board of Aldermen, Monday 
night, proved that there are a large num- 
ber of public-spirited citizens who would 
contribute towards such an object. Mr. 
Bacon has generously offered the free use 
of the tower and is willing to furnish a 
guarantee if necessary, that the bell can 
remain there for twenty years, and the 
citizens of Wards One and Seven are will- 
ing to pay for a eloek and all expenses of 
sotting it up, if the city will have the bell 
placed in the tower. It is difficult to see 
what more the fire department committee 
could ask. 

By placing the bell in Eliot Ilall tower, 
it would be above all the surrounding 
buildings, and could be heard for a long 
distance. This would not be the case if 
the Armory Hall tower was used, as the 
bell would then be lower than any of the 
surrounding blocks, and the sound would 
probably he rendered indistinct in the 
greater part of Ward Seven, by the high 
brick blocks that intervene. 

Another strong argument for the use of 
the Eliot tower, is that it is fire proof, and 
there would be but small danger from fire. 
Armory Hall, on the other band, is an old 
wooden building.heated by furnaces, and in 
case of a fire the city would probably have to 
be at t lie expense of another bell and striker. 
As Chief Bixby said at the debate over the 
matter some weeks ago, the city has seen 
the folly of putting up a lire alarm bell on 
a wooden building. 

The cost of fitting up the tower for the 
bell would probably be no greater than the 
cost of putting up a new tower on Armory 
ll ill. Besides, the citizens who signed the 
remonstrance represent the general senti- 
ment o: the two wards, and pa> Mich a 
hug*- proportion »»i the tuxes that their 
wishes are entitled to some 4«.n-t*Ui at ion 
in the matt ter.

measures that could be passed. Thin is to 
make the license for cities of 50,000 in- 
habitants or over $1,000, and $500 in all 
other places. This lias crowded out all 
the smaller and more disreputable rum 
shops, where it lias been tried, and lias also 
caused those bolding licenses to be as ac- 
tive opponents of unlicensed liquor dealers 
as the most active friends of temperance. 
In cities which cannot be carried for no 
license, or where the no license law is not 
enforced, the high license plan is recom- 
mended as tending to % lessen the evils of 
the liquor traffic. Certainly anything that 
would tend to reduce the number of rum 
shops would be beneficial, and so much is 
said in favor of high license that it would 
seem to be worthy of a trial. 

The terrible railroad disaster in Vermont 
has been so graphically described in the 
daily papers that there is seemingly noth* 
thing left to be desired by the most curious. 
The grim tale of horrors lias been re- 
lieved, however, by some humorous touch- 
es, as for instance, one day we read of the 
terrible death of an unfortunate lady, the 
wife of an ex-governor, and the agonized 
searching of her husband and friends for 
her remains, the whole filling a column or 
more, and the next day a short paragraph 
curtly informs us that the lady was not 
killed. as she was safe at home all the time. 
A bright reporter does not allow facts to 
stand in his way, when there are several 
columns to be filled nbout any matter in 
which the public are interested. 

Tiik Watertown postmaster struggle is 
over at last, and James F. Lynch, the 
grocer, has been appointed. The office 
only has a salary of $1(100, with no allow- 
ance for clerk hire or rent, and Mr. Lynch 
will probably make it an adjunct to liis 
grocery store. The new postmaster is a 
native of Ireland, who came to this coun- 
try when a boy, and has held various town 
offices. Mr. Gleason, the present postmas- 
ter, has held the office for 12 years, and has 
been very efficient and popular, but it was 
expecting too much of a Democratic ad- 
ministration to look for his reappointment, 
lie will now have more time to attend to 
the Enterprise, and will probably make that 
bright paper more interesting than ever. 

It is reported that a plot is on foot to 
defeat the confirmation of Mr. Morgan as 
postmaster of Newton. The Mathews case 
is said to have given a hint, and some of 
his political opponents have taken advan- 
tage of a blurred wood cut that appeared 
of him iu a certain paper, and have sent 
marked copies to Washington, hoping to 
convey the impression that lie is another 
colored Democrat, and to raise the same 
prejudices that were appealed to so suc- 
cessfully in the Matthews case. It is to be 
hoped that the plot will not succeed. Mr. 
Morgan is a much better looking and more 
genial man than would be inferred by 
those who happened to see the picture re- 
ferred to. 

Ox k of the Boston Sunday papers lias 
adopted a new method of collecting adver- 
tising bills, by printing among its society 
notes the names of delinquent patrons, 
with a polite invitation to call and settle. 
It would be interesting to know just how 
many bills were sent before this method 
was resorted to. 

Tiik Blair bill seemed to have few friends 
at the West Newton Lyceum, Monday 
night, and even those who favored nation- 
al aid for public schools, only gave it a 
qualified approval. It is a fine scheme for 
getting rid of the surplus iu the national 
treasury, but it is difficult to believe that 
its author can look upon it as a wise or 
statesman-like measure. 

Ciiaulks Theodore Bussell lias pub- 
lished a pamphlet addressed to the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature, in which he groups 
liis able arguments iu favor of abolishing 
the poll-tax as a prerequisite to voting. 
He lias been for years an advocate of lids 
change. 

The Overseers of the Poor bad a balance 
left of their appropriation at the end of 
the lust year, making them an exception 
among the various city departments, as in 
most of them the balance was the other 
way. 

— Ex-Puksidkxt C. P. Clark is talked 
of as a probable commissioner under the 
Interstate commerce bill. The President 
could not make a better appointment.

•'Who forthwith from the glittering staff unfurled 
Tho imperial ondgn; which, full high advanced , 
Shone like a meteor streaming to the wind, 

With gems and golden lustre ricli emblazed," 

Thus Milton describes Satan’s colors, 
with “Azazcl a choruh tall” as his Color 
Sergeant, and this is the earliest 11 a# of 
which wo have any record, in fact pro-his- 
toric. 

These “pictures” would he far from com- 
plete without st few words upon this most 
important featuro of the outfit of a regi- 
ment, and none know so well the signifi- 
cance of this emblem as tho soldier ami the 
sailor. In all history we read that armies 
have followed the standards since tho Ho- 
man Legions with their Eagles and S. 1*. 

H. conquered the world. The fighting 
around the colors has been the thomc of 
inspiration for many a poet, as in lmttlo 
their rescue or defence has been to the 
soldier a religion. 

“Hy lio.ivou and all its saints! I sweat 
I will not see it lost!” 

says Harry Blount, as he sees Lord Marmi- 
on's banner waver “mid tho foes.” 

In our last war the Color-bearers and 
guard were non-commissioned officers, ser- 
geants carrying the flags and corporals 
composing tin; guard, selected from the 
different companies of the regiment for 
merit, and assigned to this duty, which 
was known to he one of especial peril, — 
for bullets Hew thickest in the vicinity of 
tho colors, and in a charge the fighting 
around them was desperate and bloody. 
They were always carried on tho left of the 
right-wing of the regiment, the 5th Com- 
pany being the Color Company, ami it was 
deemed a high honor to have them, — when, 
hy promotion of officers the Company lost 
its place in the line, it was loth to give 
them up. In battle, when an entire regi- 
ment was deployed as skirmishers, as often 
happened, its Colors and Guard under an 
Officer would take position in Hue with 
some regiment of its Brigade with whom 
it was on terms of friendship, as was often 
the case with regiments that had served 
long together. The men on the skirmish 
lino felt that their flags were safe with 
their comrades, ami that they would guard 
tlicm as they would their own. 

Massachusetts turnishud her regiments 
witli tiie white State ensigli, and this was 
carried beside the National color, which was 
generally provided by iricnds in the locali- 
ty where tne regime at was raised, but if not, 
one was given it by the State. These be- 
came tbe most valued and treasured prop- 
erty of a regiment, lor every man lelt that 
he bad an interest in them and was expect- 
ed to defend them to the death if neces- 
sary. Few old soldiers can ever torget 
that scene when they wore drawn up in 
line to receive their colors. They were 
generally presented by some eloquent 
speaker, w here the presence of ladies, and 
tne many friends and relatives of the men, 
added to the interest of tho occasion. As 
the- Colonel received the bcautiiul silken 
Hag and placed it in tho hands ot the Color 
Sergeant, the regiment for the Hist time 
“presented arms” to its now colors, while 
tuo uiiud played tho “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

In most regiments it was customary to 
do certain honors to the Hags, to receive and 
deliver them at head-quarters with some 
degree ot ceremony on occasions of Kevicw 
or inspection. At such times, after the 
regiment was in line, some Company de- 
tailed lor tile purpose, with the Color-bear- 
ers, inarched to Head-quarters, received 
the Colors, and escorted them to their 
place in line, while thu regiment “present- 
ed arms,” and the bugles sounded ‘To the 
color.” Witnessing these things often, the 
men naturally acquired a feeling of rever- 
ence and even love for their flags, home 
of the States furnished their troops with 
flags having their “Coat of Arms ’ on a 
blue Held, and iliure were Irish regiments, 
(our Utli Massachusetts, tor example) that 
carried the green Hag with Erin’s harp, 
lint whatever the Hag was, it became more 
and more dear to the menus time and ser- 
vice told upon its folds, or when it had 
been sanctified by tho death of some bravo 
bearer, whose grasp only relaxed upon the 
staff to stilfen in death. 

The white Hag of Massachusetts was 
sometimes misunderstood, and tho ques- 
tion was asked by our adversaries why we 
carried a Hag-of-truce, and if it was intend- 
ed to deceive and induce them to cease 
tiring, which would happen if a real Hag- 
of-truce was sent out. 

The moral ciToct of the colors in battle 
was very great, and the men would follow 
their advance or retreat, when orders 
could not he hoard, the line of battle being 
always understood to be “dressed” on the 
colors. 

In a certain battle where a brave sergeant 
got too far in advance of the position the 
colonel wanted to hold, and shouted to 
J l i in : “bring those colors hack to the lino!” 
the reply was: “Colonel, bring the lino up 
to tho colors!” 

Some regiments took better care of their 
Hags than others, keeping them covered 
with oiled-silk at all times when not in 
use, while on t he march and in rainy weath- 
er. The fact that many look more ranged 
than others does not necessarily prove 
that they saw any harder service. When 
on the inarch, if wo came to a town, the 
colors would he unfurled, the drum-corps 
w’ouid strike up and the men would put on 
their most martial looks. 

When a regiment halted and went into 
camp, the colors would he laid across the 
stacks of tho guard until the head-quarter 
tents wore up, and then taken to the Ad- 
jutant’s tent where they were kept at all 
times when not in use. As the war pro- 
gressed many regiments had the names of 
battles in which they had been engaged in- 
scribed on their flags, until the stripes 
were covered with historic words, every 
one of which might he called tiie laconic 
epitaph of brave thou. They were thou 
no longci mere flags, hut companions that 
spoke to usas they floated on the breeze of 
our gallant comrades who had laid down 
their lives in their defence. 

The capture of a Hag from the enemy 
was recognized hy our government as an 
act of especial bravery, and no badge is 
worn with greater pride than the bronze 
medal given to the men who secured the 
coveted trophy. They were not always 
surrendered to Hie government when cap- 
tured, for some men preferred to keep the 
Hag itself, rather than to give it up for the 
medal. 1 knew n soldier who captured the 


colors of tho 44th Alabama regiment, at 
the battle of Franklin. Tonn., and kept 
them for some years after the war beforo 
he could decide to claim his medal and re- 
sign the flag. 

Many flags on both sides changed owners 
during the war, and it was often less a dis- 
grace than a misfortune to a regiment or 
battery to lose its colors, perhaps out- 
flanked or surrounded, and forced to surren- 
der after doing its whole duty bravely. 

The flags carried by the rebels were often 
of a very coarse material, perhaps of plain 
cotton-cloth or hunting, as the blockade 
made it difficult for them to get silk to 
make them. But they fought as gallantly i 
for their “stars and bars,” even of such 
cheap manufacture, as if they were the 
emblem of a better cause, and we were 
just as glad to get hold of one of them, as 
if it had been of satin, gold-mounted. 
Sometimes they were “so near and yet so 
far,” that it was almost aggravating, hut 
even then perhaps we were not anxious to 
have them got any nearer, for tho infernal 
“yell” thnt always came with them was 
somewhat trying to a nervous person. 

Tho writer had the distinguished honor 
to servo for one day as a color-bearer. Dur- 
ing the Vicksburg campaign, while on the 
march on an intensely hot and exhausting 
day, one of our color-sergeants was partial- 
ly sunstruok. and feeling his strength fail- 
ing In; brought me the national flag, and, 
with tears in his eves, said he did not dare 
to carry it any longer, as lie felt his strength 
failing and feared some accident to the 
flag if lie gave wholly out. 

It proved his last, march with the regi- 
ment. for he was never again fit for duty. 

I carried the Hag until we halted for the 
night, when another hearer was appointed. 

I was never more impressed with the 
beauty of our flags than on the occasion of 
tho review of Hie Army of the l’otomac by 
President Lincoln.’ and Generals MeLellan 
and Burnside in the Fall of 18(52. The dif- 
ferent corns were drawn up hy brigades, 
closed in mass, and as the reviewing party 
rode along the front of each division, colors 
were dipped, arms presented, and bands 
played, while batteries kept up a constant 
fire. Tho sight of so many flags, and such 
a great body of troops, (for there were 
more than lOO.OOf) men on review that day,) 
was a most impressive sight. We always 
know that such affairs preceded some 
grand movement, and were not surprised 
when, not long after, the advance com- 
menced that ended at Fredericksburg. 

There is hardly any more interesting, and, 
to the soldier, thrilling sight, than “dress 
parade” as it is performed at West Point. 
The music has beat off, the line of cadets 
standing like statues in their handsome 
grey coats and white pants; the sunset 
shadows lengthen. As the music of the 
hand ceases. the bugles sound the “retreat,” 
and as the last note dies away, a cannon 
booms, the echoes rolling along the sides 
of old Storm King, and while the smoke 
drifts away, the Post Flag is seen descend- 
ing the staff, and the trim young adjutant 
stops out and calls: “Attention!” 

It is no wonder that such an impressive 
ceremony every day tends to create and 
educate in the minds of the cadets feelings 
of patriotism and love for their country’s 
Hag. There could ho no better training for 
tin; future officers of our army. 

It has seemed to me that a hook nilfclit 
he written that could lie made intensely 
graphic, of the history of the Massachu- 
setts battle-flags. There was scarcely a 
regiment or battery from the state that 
served any length of time, whose colors 
were not hallowed hy the blood of t hob- 
bra vo hearers. 

Think of Plunkett, who, when both hands 
were shot away, clasped the bleeding 
stumps of his arms around the si a IT of tiie 
21st. Massachusetts colors, and held them 
up until faintness compelled him to give 
them up to a comrade. Look at the gran- 
ite figure of Morris of the lffih Massachu- 
setts that stands at Gettysburg, the boau- 
idi'al of a soldier and color-bearer. No 
more lifting design could have been se 
looted to honor his memory and mark the 
position of his regiment on that historic 
field. 

Every regiment has its story of the gallant 
deeds of the men to whom was entrusted 
tho care of its most sacred property. 

Two brave men laid down tlieir lives car- 
rying our colors, one while carrying the 
state flag, at tiie battle of the Wilder- 
ness, and the other with the national Hag 
at Cold Harbor. Both of them seemed to 
have some premonition of death, and had 
enjoined upon their comrades before the 
battle to look well to the care of tho colors 
if they fell. 

Tiie stall’ of our national color was shot 
in two and the lance-head shot away. They 
hang with the others in yonder State house, 
silent Imt potent witnesses of the devotion 
of the men who followed them on so many 
bloody Helds. Standing there at times 
looking upon these sacred relies, I have 
seen men approach them with reverent 
step and uncovered head, whoso bearing 
told me plainly that they had seen them be- 
fore when the smoke of battle drifted over 
them and “slaughter revelled round.” 

How appropriate tho words of Gov. 
Andrew, and who that listened to them 
will ever forget that scene on Forefather’s 
day of 1885, as, standing on the broad steps 
of the State house, surrounded by all the 
flags, and hy veterans, many of whose 
wounds wore scarcely healed, he uttered 
those glowing words, that every boy in New- 
ton might well commit to memory: “Those 
banners returned to the government of the 
Commonwealth through welcome hands — 
borne one hy one out of this capitol during 
more than four years of civil war, as the 
symbols of the nation and tho Common- 
wealth, under which the battalions of Mas- 
sachusetts departed to the Held, they come 
back again, borne hither hy surviving rep- 
resentatives of the same heroic regiments 
and companies to which they were in- 
trusted. 

Proud memories of many fields; sweet 
memories alike of valor and friendship; 
sad memories of fraternal strife; tender 
memories of our fallen brothers and sons, 
whose dying eyes looked last upon their 
flaming folds; grand memories of heroic 
virtues, sublime hy grief: exultant memo- 
ries of tiie great and final victories of our 
country, our Union and the righteous 
cause; thankful memories of u deliverance 
wrought out by human uatuio itself, unex- 
ampled hy any former achievement of 
arms; immortal memories witii immortal 
honors blended,— twine around the splint- 
ered staves, weave themselves along the 
warp and woof of these familiar Hags — 
war-worn, begrimed and baptized with 
blood.”

The Horticultural Society’s Meeting* 
The mid-winter meeting of the Newton 
Horticultural society was held in Mason 
Hall on Tuesday evening, Joseph R. Ses- 
sion, Esq., in the chair. The different 
wards of the city were well represented, 
considering the misty state of the atmos- 
phere and the moist condition of the 
ground. All were much interested in the 
address of Mr. J. F. C. Hyde, the veteran 
pomologist. He spoke with much anima- 
tion and earnestness from the rich fund of 
his own experience, on the “Varieties of 
Fruits Best Adapted for Culture in New- 
ton." As wo live in the apple belt of this 
zone, by all means cultivate that fruit. For 
home use the have “Red Astrachan, * “Wil- 
liams," "Primote,” “Gravcnstein,” “Hub- 
bardston” and “None Such” were recom- 
mended, and always the Baldwin and 
Rhode Island Greening, and for a late 
keeper the Roxbury Russet, also the Amer- 
ican Golden Russet, which is distinguished 
by the red blush on one cheek with skin of 
golden brown. “Ladies' Sweeting” and 
“Northern Spy.” For the foreign market 
nothing is equal to the Baldwin. Of pears 
tlio Bartlett stands first, always market- 
ab’e: Clapp’s Favorite, pick a third of the 
fruit when, scarcely full grown, and it will 
perfect itself and he ready for early use or 
sale. Seckle pears are an uncertain variety. 
Some years they will he so poor that the 
swine must fatten on them, and another 
year they may he of such quality as to be 
sold for $2 per bushel. Mr. Hyde believes 
in trimming out the wood, and allowing 
but five or six strong branches to form. 
The “Merriam” sets too much fruit. The 
“Brandywine” is good for August fruit. 
The “Fulton” is best for canning; tho 
“Sheldon,” “Marie Louise” and “Duchess” 
are well-known. If you wish for a genuine 
cinnamon llavor, try the "Mount Vernon.” 
For cherries cultivate “Black Tartarian,” 
“Black Eagle,” “Douner’s Red,” “Hyde’s 
Black.” For peaches the “Early (’raw- 
ford." “George Fourth,” “Alexandria,” 
“Late Crawford.” Plums in Newton must 
have special care on account of of curculio. 
Tho best method is to cover the ground 
with cloth beneath the trees, and shake 
the trees vigorously. Do this every morn- 
ing for three weeks at the season of the 
enemy’s attack. The black wart is a still 
worse foe. cutting below the lowest wart. 
For varieties try the “Lombard,” “Green 
Gage,” "Jefferson,” “Washington," "New- 
man,’ or "Wild Goose." For blackberries, 
Taylor’s or 8neider’s are hardy. Rasbborrics 
"Black Caps.” Gooseberries are not ap- 
preciated in this country but the English 
people know their value. Here Mr. Ilyde 
displayed a picture of a elastic of a tine 
variety. For grapes — for a red grape have 
the Brighton, "Moore’s Early.” A "Wor- 
den” vine is excellent, he sure that it is 
not a "Concord.” The "Delaware" thrives 
hilt the robins pilfer them. For strawber- 
ries, the "Downings,” "Sharpies*,” and 
"Belmont.” The latter is large and showy 
and comes to perfection after the glut in 
the market is over, and commands a good 
price. Hovey’s Seedling is still much cul- 
tivated. At the close of Mr. Hyde’s ad- 
dress, which was very interesting, Prof. 
Lincoln told of his success with two plum 
trees which had fruited well for twelve 
years. He attributed this success to tho 
nature of the soil, and the fact that he al- 
ways cultivated tomatoes under the trees. 
Mr. Wood of West Newton spoke on the 
great value of tho apple crop to Massachu- 
setts, and said if you propose to plant an 
orchard for exporting fruit, have not only 
live-sixths hut six-sixths Baldwins. Tho 
discussion was continued by Mr. W. c. 
Strong and other members, and the meet- 
ing was one of great practical value.

WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 


LKOTPItK 11Y MR. JOHN W. DICKINSON j 
AND AN INTERESTING DERATE. 

At tlio meeting of the West Newton Ly- 
ceum on Monday night, Mr. John W. Dick- 
inson. of tho State hoard of Education, 
gave a loot life on manual training in schools, 
about which so much is being said, and 
the subject is such an important one that 
tho lecture is given in full on another 
page. There were also two fine piano solos ( 
hv Miss Edith Marsh and tv debate on the | 
Blair bill, which aroused considerable in- 
terest.. 

THE RE1IATE 

was ott tho following question, Resolved: — 
that the National Government ought to 
appropriate money in aid of the illiterate 1 
in the several states substantially as pro- | 
vided iti the Blair Bill. 

Mr. Sheldon in oponing tho debate for 
the affirmative, said that hn was not itt 
favor of till tho provision of tho Blair hill, 
and that he intended to baso his arguments 
on the following axioms or self-evident 
truths. 

First: Tho prosperity of this nation de- 
pends upon the intelligence of its people; 
intelligence is gained only by education; 
education costs money — therefore national 
aid is asked for when the local aid is not j 
sufficient. 

Second: Universal suffrage necessitates j 
universal education. 

Itt the late war the nation decided that it 
could not get on without tho South— to-day 
the South cannot get on without aid by the 
nation. Of the thousands of slaves who 
were suddenly made voters, the greater 
part are illiterate and uneducated, and it. is 
for the interest, not of the South alone, Imt of the 
whole nation that they should he educated. The 
South is to-day doing as much as the North, in 
proportion to its ability, for the education of its 
people. In fact, although the state of New York 
has a greater amount of taxable property than the 
whole .South, yet it appropriated hut $12,000,000 
for educational purposes to $14,000,000 appro- 
priated by the South to the same use. Yet while 
the South is thus generously supporting education, 
it is a fact that the number of illiterate voters in 
all the Southern rtates, with the exception of Dcl- 
eware, lias greatly increased since the war. Of 
the 0,000,000 at the South who should he iu 
school onlv about one half attend, and of its 4,000,- 

000 voters over 1,000.000 are illiterate. 

Is it not fair that the South which lias borne, 
without complaint, its share of $808,024,000 for 
pensions for Northern soldiers, should at least lie 
given $77,000,000 for the education of its illiter- 
ates. 

Mr. Scuvcr, speaking in the negative, said that 
the popular view undoubtedly was that the pro- 
posed aid should he given to the South, but it is 
well in considering the question to look ahead. 
This is the first time the general government has 
ever been asked to assume uny great part in tho 
education of the people. To lie sure, land lias 
been granted at times during the past for educa- 
tional purposes, but it has always proved more of 
an injury than an aid. 

Of the present number of illiterates at the South 
the greater proportion avc those who were living 
at the time of the war— persons who would iu no 
way lie henefitted by the proposed appropriation. 
For those who would lie henefitted — the children 
of flic present generation, ihe South is doing as 
much as the North. A series of articles, prepared 
wiKi the greatest cure, appeared iu the New York 
Post, during the time that the hill was being con- 
sidered by Congress, which showed that the ne- 
cessity of extending to the South any such aid as 
proposed, was not so pressing as that of some of 
the Northern states. Wo should remember that it 
is not the illiterate voter who is the greatest ele- 
ment of danger, hut the dishonest one. 

Mr. Scuvcr having closed, the President de- 
clared the llobr open to general debate. 

Mr. Darling intended to support the affirmative 
for several reasons. All states have the sumo gen- 
eral interest iu the National government. What 
better use can he made of the surplus, which lias 
been accumulating at the rate of $100,090,000 per * 

\ ear for the last seven veurs. than to appropriate 
a part of it to the education of our illiterate chil- 
dren. The principle is the same us ilmt which in 
towns and cities enables the poor to educate their 
children hy the indirect aid of his richer neighbors. 
The speaker was not sure that the Blair Dili was 
the best that could lie drawu . 

Rev. Mr Gilman believed the cure to lie worse 
that the evil. The bill is at the same time foolish 
and unconstitutional; it places the state in the 
place of an individual, who, having by perse- 
verance accumulated a small sum, is suddenly 
overwhelmed by a present of money which he 
does not need. .Such a present would be disas- 
trous to sclt-rcspect and a temptation to depend 
on others. The supporters of the hill do not know 
exactly what they want, und he illustrated this by 
by an apt story. 

" Mr. Plummer said that it ought to lie remem- 
bered that the measure is largely a political one, 
intended to catch votes. It was drawn by u man 
who is admitted every where to lie one of the 
weakest members of the senate. It was drawn hy 
the man who tried to make Congress drink the 
water of the Potomac in the place af clianinuguc ; 
who wishes to prohibit the manufacture of all kinds I 
of liquor, from eider to whiskey, hy constitutional 
amendment, uud also desires to tako off the pre- 
sent tax upon whiskey, thus making it so cheap 
that the South would drink themselves to death in 
five years. A little education is a had thing, it 
will make of the present contented laborers of the 
South Anarchists, Socialists, Nihilists, Knights of 
Labor ami other drags to true advancement. The 
South itself does not want this hill passed. Sena- 
tor Butler told Commander Fairchild of the Grand 
Army of the Republic that while the South was 
willing to give pensions to all honorably discharged 
soldiers of the North, it did not ask and does not 
want the general government to appropriate mouey 
to help educate the illiterates of tile South. • 

Mr. Walton was glad that the last speaker had 
called attention to the fact that there was a politi- 
cal element iu the case, lie had been iu the South 
and discovered for himself that ullhoiigli the 
Southern states are doing well, they would do bet- 
ter if it were not for the element known as the 
“Bourbons." This element docs not believe iu 
raising up tlio negro, and, us they have it at the 

I South, does nothing hut sit on the tail of progress 

| and yell “whoa!” The sulvuiion of the South 

! depends as uiueli ou the dying olf of these 
‘‘Bourbons’’ as it does on the growing up uud edu- 
cation of its young. In Massachusetts we have a 
School Fluid, which is divided among several 
towns in proportion to their uojds. T his sum, 
thus fur, has worked no great evil. We have a 
saving that "the Gods help them tliut help them- 
selves.” We desire to apply this saying, and 
bring to the hard-working South the aid of the 
general government. 

.Mr. Plumiuer hero made a few remarks iu 
reply to the arguments of Mr. Walton. 

Mr. Bond believed that Mr. Wulton had shown 
that the ‘‘Bourbons" were not so had us represen- 
ted hy his own statements, in regard to the ad- 
vance the South bus made in edueutioiiul matters. 
The tendency to centralize in the government i 
such powers us that given it in the Blair hill is 
dungeroua. Measures like this delay reform iu 
our present turifi's, uml cxeito politicians to find 
outlets for our great surplus. 

The President declared tho general debate ! 
closed, und called upon the principal disputuuts for 
their closing arguments. 

Mr. Scuvcr said tliut it was evident tliut the | 

1 supporters of the hill were desirous to uiuku of ! 
the general government the sovereign curc-ull for 
ull stutc evils. The passage of the measure would 
relieve the national treasury of a great sum of 
money, to the delight of tliosu who believe iu | 
keeping Up our present high tariffs, uud would 

' create a precedent for the general government to j 
help the slates. We should remember tliut ours ii 1 
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a limited government, and anv attempt to broaden 
it is dangerous. It is like n dry rock, which may 
he for a long while slowly and quietly undermined, 
until it ntav finally he crushed hy some compara- 
tively slight stress. The Massachusetts School 
Fund is so small that it can not he fairly compared 
with the sum which the Blair hill appropriates. 

Mr. Sheldon, in reply to tho argument of uncon- 
stitutionality, read nn extract from Judge Story 
which seemed to bring the hill within the constitu- 
tion. That the South wants this aid is shown hv 
the fact that every educational convention in tlio 
South lias passed resolutions commending the hill, 
and also hy tlio fact that all hot seven of the sena- 
tors from the South are recorded in its favor, lie 
wished to impress the fact that lie was not entirely 
in favor of the Blair hill. lie believed it should 
contain a section making it obligatory in the South 
to send all children between six and sixteen to 
school for so many weeks in each year. 

Mr. Scuvcr stated that the resolutions passed hv 
the conventions wore not worth much. as they were 
generally presented and hurried through at the 
last moment, when no one paid much attention to 
what was going on. 

At this time the President declared the meeting 
ndjourned.

BRILLIANT DECORATIONS — ATTRACTIVE 
TABLES ANI) CROWD OF PATRONS. 


Tho Grand Army Carnival is certainly 
the event of the season. The months of 
preparation have passed, and the results of 
tho faithful work of the committees can 
ho seen in Kliot Hall, which is as attractive 
as taste and skill can naake it. The ward 
tables are of course the centers of interest, 
and they are arranged about the hall, each 
decorated with its distinctive color, and 
evory table rivalling its neighbor in the 
beauty of its decorations and tho namber 
and variety of the articles ofTerred for 
sale. The candy and flower tables in the 
center of the ball are brilliantly furnished, 
and form a fitting center to tho scene. 
The hall itself has been transformed by 
elaborate decorations until it is hardly rec- 
ognizable. The streamers of red and wliito 
burning droop gracefully front the center 
of tho ceiling, and are fastened at the walls, 
a large flag forming the central ornament. 
The side walls are covered with banners, 
noticeable among them being tho largo 
banner of Post 02, while opposite are tho 
names of the battles of the late war in gilt 
letters on a blue background. Tho state 
arms are also represented, and the rear 
balcony is tastefully trimmed with shields 
bearing the names of tho prominent gener- 
als in the war, flags being draped above 
them. The drop curtain at ihe rear of tiic 
stage represents*an encampment, the white 
tents stretching out in an endless perspec- 
tive. In various corners about the hall arc 
articles to be voted for, including a mantel 
clock for a clergyman, piano lamp for 
school teacher, revolver for police officer, 
and painting for engine company. Near 
tho entrance is the grab department, which 
is sure to furnish amusement to both 
patrons and bystanders. 

In the rear of the hall is the museum of 
war relies, under charge of Major 8. A. 
Ranlett, in which is a large and interesting 
collection of souvenirs of the war of the 
rebellion, and of the war of 1812. The 
carnival as a whole, is the most interesting 
exhibition ever given in Newton, artd it also 
promises to be the most successful. 

THE FORMAL OPENING 
took place on Wednesday evening, the 
doors being opened at 0 o’clock, and at 
8 o’clock, when tho distinguished guests 
marched into the hall to take seats upon 
the stage, so great a crowd, I wti assembled 
that there was handy aLntf&tg room, and a 
passage was made with difficulty. Lieu- 
tenant. Governor Brackett, Adjutant Gener- 
al Dalton and Surgeon General Holt, De- 
partment Commander Nash and stall', ar- 
rived in the city shortly after 7 o'clock, and 
were received by the reception committee 
of tho Post, Commander Sylvester, H. W. 
Downs, Lieut. Benyon, W. A. Wetherbee, 
Capt. Houghton, Thomas Pickthali, D. A. 
Conant, Lieut. Kennedy, Col. Kingsbury; 
the military affairs committee of the City 
Council, Chief Marshall Cobb and his aids, 
and Representatives Wood and Walworth. 
Supper was served in an ante room of the 
hall by Paxton, and at 7.4.7 the remainder of 
tho members of the City Government, 
Mayor Kimball, Rev. Mr. Hornbrookc, Judge 
Park, lion. R. R. Bishop, Ex-Alderman 
Powers, and other invited guests arrived, 
and the line was soon formed and the com- 
pany marched into the hall, the band strik- 
ing up “Hail to the Chief” as the first of 
the line arrived. Arriving at the platform 
Chief Marshal Cobb called the assemblage 
together, and said that when the soldiers 
went forth to battle, they were followed by 
tho prayers of their wives, mothers, and 
sisters, and they wore remembered in all 
the pulpits of the church; when victory 
was theirs, the nation took up the anthem 
“Praise God from Whom all Blessings 
Flow,” and the Divine Blessing was always 
invoked upon their undertakings. There- 
fore it was fitting that on such an occasion 
as the present one the blessing of God 
should he invoked, and lie called upon Rev. 
Mr. Hornbrookc to lead in prayer, the 
whole audience reverently listening with 
bowed bends. 

Mr. Cobb than called upon Mayor Kim- 
ball, the chief magistrate of the city, and 
he responded in the following words: 

There is occasion to which the public 
attention is invited, which secures a more 
cordial and hearty response than the con- 
sideration of tho needs of the soldier, and 
of the great services he has rendered. The 
object for which this fair is held is to place 
in tho treasury an amount of funds that 
will enable the post to assist the widows 
and orphans of deceased soldiers, and to 
contribute to the comfort and peace of their 
comrades in their declining years. I con- 
gratulate you, Mr. Marshal, upon tin* evi- 
dence of the great, interest manifested by 
our fellow citizens, particularly the ladies 
of our city, in the cause so dear to tin* 
Post. They have willingly ami bountifully 
contributed to the fair, and already you 
have reason to be assured of its success. 
Ladies and gentlemen, your liberality to 
Charles Warn Pest of Newton will enable 
them to carry out their noble and generous 
designs; tho care you exhibit tor our own 
Post will be regarded everywhere as an 
evidence of your interest in the welfare of 
the members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public wherever they may reside. Tho 
peace, prosperity and security of our 
country is due to the grand and valiant ser- 
vices of tho citizen soldiers. Their sacri- 
fices and heroic deeds coupled with the im- 
mortal name of their great leader will over 
remain in (lie memory and gratitude of a 
noble and liberty-loving noople.

The hoard of Common Council met Mon- 
day evening, President Coffin and Council- 
men Fiske, I)ix. licdpath, Chadwick, 
Moody, Hillings, Pond, Pend, Powell. Tyler, 
and Kennedy beinar present. 

The minutes of the Inst meeting were 
rend and approved. 

Business from the .hoard of Aldermen 
was received and disposed of in concur- 
rence. 

TIIK NEW STREET AT TIIK HIGHLANDS. 
There was some discussion on the order 
appropriating $.*>00 ns a contribution to- 
wards the new street from the station at 
Newton Highlands to Lake avenue. Coun- 
cilman Kennedy asked why the Highway 
Committee presented the order at this 
time. 

Councilman Chadwick said that the land 
through which the street would pass was 
to he built on in the spring, and it would 
be much cheaper to open the street now 
than to wait. The land for the street 
would cost $1200, and the building of the 
street would cost live or six hundred dol- 
lars more. The citizens of the Highlands 
were willing to pay the rest, if the city 
would contribute $.*>00. Tlio street was 
urgently needed, as teams driven up to the 
station had to pass through a narrrow 
place, and then turn round and go out the 
same way. which would bo dangerous with 
horses that were at all afraid of tho cars. 

Councilman Kennedy said it was estab- 
lishing a dangerous precedent for tho city 
to spend money in building new streets. 
The present streets of the city wore many 
of them in bad condition, and it would 
cost a great deal to make the improvements 
that were needed. 

Couucilman Chadwick said tho Highway 
Committee wore unanimous in favor of the 
aider, although he thought that tho price 
asked for the land was too high. He had 
looked over the ground, aud tho street was 
cer tainly a necessity. 

Councilman Tyler asked how wide was 
the space for teams around the depot, and 
the entrance from Walnut street. 

Councilman Chadwick said he did not 
know the exact width, but the Boston * 
Albany Pail road company had done all that 
was possible for them to do, in fixing up 
all the land they could obtain on the side 
of the depot. 

Councilman Tyler said that if the new 
street was a public necessity ho would vote 
for it, but he did not believe in the princi- 
ple. The city had contributed towards 
the widening of Xewtonvillo square, but 
there it seemed to be a public necessity. 
Ho liked'the enterprising spirit shown, by 
tlie Highlands peopie, evidenced by the 
rapid growth of that part of the city, but 
ho would like to know just how wide a 
space thcro was at present. 

President Coffin said that the Boston A 
Albany bad built their new station two or 
three hundred feet from Walnut street. 
The entrance to the strip of laid they 
ccwucd was narrow, and they had tiied to 
buy more, but the adjoiniug land belonged 
to a Xewton Corner gentleman, and he liad 
refused to give it up. The new street 
would be 125 feet in length, and opened up 
land that was being rapidly built upon. 
Sir. Crane and other residents would con- 
tribute about $SOO towards the work, and 
the Boston & Albany company would lay 
out and grade their portion of tho road, 
which would cost them a good deal of 
money, as there was considerable blasting 
to be done. 

Councilman Kennedy said that if the 
work was a public necessity lie would vote 
for the order, but the city would have to 
spend about $25,001) in that vicinity this 
yoar. in grading and tilling up the square 
and other matters. 

Councilman Pond said the matter had 
been thoroughly discussed, and any one ac- 
quainted with the locality would see that 
It was a public necessity. The railroad 
company had tried to buy more land, but 
tlie ownei would not sell, and the new de- 
pot covered about all of their land. Mr. 
Farnum had recently bought the land 
through which the new street, would pass, 
and he asked 30 cents a lot t for it, double 
what ho paid, which was considered an ex- 
orbitant price. He said, however, that 
there was room for three lots, and if the 
street was run through, there was only 
room for two small ones. Mr. Farnum 
would contribute $50 to the expense of the 
work, and the railroad company had also 
promised to do something, although they 
would not hind themselves to any deliniUi 
sum. Tho city had aided in several such 
matters, as at Xewtonvillo and Lower 
Falls, and lie thought the Highlands people 
were justified in asking help. 

Councilman Tyler said lie should have 
been glad to see the citizens give more; the 
ucw station was a handsome one, aud 
would he of great huneiit to the village. 
He also did not like to vote money to heln 
any private individual make exorbitant 
profits out of the city.

EARTHQUAKES. 

A PAPER HEAD BY Bit. FRIBHIK BEFORE 
THE WOMAN’S EDUCATION AT. CLUB. 


At the mooting of the Woman’ll Educa- 
tional (Muh at West Newton, Friday after- 
noon, there w«8 a large attendance, Dr. 
Frishie’H paper, on “Earthquake*” being 
the attraction. 

Dr. Frisbio began his paper with a refer- 
ence to tiie earthquake in Charleston, last. 
August, and the great area over which the 
shocks were felt — some 000,000 square 
miles, and said that this had made espec- 
ially interesting the oft occuring ques- 
tions, “what are earthquakes, and what 
arc the causes that produce them? 

In the first 60 years of. this century, 0,240 
earthquakes are recorded by Mr. Mallet of 
England — little loss than half the number 
that are recorded in t lie 0,450 years previ- 
ous to 1850. They probably were not more 
frequent in these 50 years, but the records 
were more carefully kept. Alexis Perry 
claims that from 1840 to 1872 the number of 
earthquakes was 17,240, or nearly two a 
day, a rather stupendous statement. It is 
probable the shell of the earth is constant- 
ly quaking somewhere, when wo consider 
its extent, and the comparatively small por- 
tion inhabited by people capable of scien- 
tilic investigation. The force of earth- 
quakes were next considered, the quakes 
ranging from a gentle tremor to those as 
terrible in their power as the one at 
Charleston, up to those more terrible still, by 
which whole cities have been overthrown, 
vast regions laid waste, islands thrown up 
or submerged, and huge mountains clcit 
asunder. In 1811), at the mouth of the In- 
dus, a tract 2.000 miles square sunk and a 
large lake tilled t.ie place. In 1811, large 
tracts ot land along the Mississippi sunk 
below the level and are now covered by 
water. 

Earthquakes occur most frequently in 
the vicinity of volcanoes, and precede the 
period of volcanic activity. Many in- 
stances were quoted of this, in regard to 
Cotopaxi, IStromboli, St. Vincent and 
others, showing the close connection be- 
tween earthquakes and volcanoes, and 
proving that both result from the samo 
cause— igneous agency. 

Earthquake centres and volcanic centres 
closely coincide, and generally are con- 
fined to the vicinity of the sea. 

The crackling attending the sudden limit- 
ing or cooling of a long iron stove pipe, 
was used as an illustration to show the 
cause of earthquakes. Only a part of the 
heat of the earth is derived from the sun, 
and the so-called lixed stars, which are the 
suns of other planetary systems, and which 
furnish about half of the heat received 
upon this globe. As wo go from the 
earth's erust to its centre, wo find a point 
where the thermometor never varies, cither 
in winter or summer, which proves that 
heat received from outside the earth only 
penetrates to a certain depth, and has no 
influence uoon the great mass which con- 
stitutes the centre of the earth. As wo go 
below this permanent thermometrical po- 
sition, the heat rises about one degree 
Fahrenheit for every 60 or 00 feet. At this 
ratio, which varies in some causes, water 
would boil at a depth of less than two 
miles and iron melt before a deptli of 00 
miles is reached. This proves that wo 
have a source of heat within. Whence is 
this central heat derived? La Place’s the- 
ory is generally received as having less ob- 
jections than any other, and it is called 
“The Nebular Hypothesis.” It is briefly 
that the eartli was first gaseous, then as it 
gradually cooled, a boiling liquid mass, 
and it then was a sun to our moon and a 
star to the other planets, giving forth 
light and heat. The samo law is thought 
to have governed the moon, the fixed 
stars, and the whole numberless universe 
of worlds. As our earth cooled, a crust 
formed on its outer surface, making a shell 
of solid rock, lilled with molten matter. 
During uncounted years the crust slowly 
cooled, until water could reach it, and then 
the thick vapors surrounding the earth 
condensed and fell in plenteous showers, 
covoring the entire surface. This ocean 
was lirst of hot water, and then it gradu- 
ally cooled. With fow exceptions all sub- 
stances contract on cooling, and there 
came a time when the shell of the earth 
could not contract evenly, and it wrinkled 
and folded over, leaving hollows, in which 
the ocean settled, leaving the upfolds as 
long ridges or islands. The crust was 
then thin, and sharp projections were un- 
known. As the ages passed away, the 
globe cooled more and more, and the de- 
pressions and upheavals became more 
abrupt, and cracks and Assures naturally 
would occur. 

The connection between volcanic and 
earthquake centers and their nearness to 
the sea was then explaino 1; when the crust 
lirst emerged from the primeval ocean, it 
began to experience a disintegrating pro- 
cess, from the effects of heat and cold, at- 
mospheric influences, chemical and electri- 
cal affinities, and the erosion of moving 
water. The particles were washed down 
to the shore and then deposited beneath 
the water, thus forming the stratified rocks, 
the only ones, with the erupted lavas, open 
to tho investigation of geologists. The 
stratified rocks, if piled one on another, 
would give a thickness of more than twenty- 
live miles. When wot, all substances arc 
more plastic, and tho sedimentary 
rocks at tho borders of tho continents are 
of immense thickness, with tho water at tho 
boiling point, at the depth of 10,000 foot. 
Thus we have a “line of weakness” on the 
continental margins, and as tho globe cools 
and contracts the cruet yields, in the hori- 
zontal crushing along these lines of weak- 
ness and iulovutions or depressions take 
placo, with fracture hero and therethrough 
the strata, and the earthquake results. 

An earthquake is therefore the (making, 
trembling, jarring and shaking of the earth 
crust. 

Tho sources that produce them are frac- 
tures of the eartli crust. 

Earthquakes may l>e divided into three 
kinds, Explosive, Horizontally Progressive, 
and the Vorticose. 

The lirst may bo likened to the explosion 
of an immense quantity of dynamite, as in 
a mine. The crust is broken and thrown 
into tho air. This kind is very violent, but 
circumscribed ill its ofl'oets. They arc 
more generally found iu the immediate 
vicinity of volcanoes, as if pent up gases 
ami vapors had exploded. 

Tiie Horizontally Progressive is tho form 
with which we are most familar. The 
fracture ot the earth crust may extend a 
long distance in a linear direction, of un- 
known depth, and tiie forward impulse 
may be felt half round tiie globe. The 
fracture may not reach tiie surface, but 
whole countries may lie devastated. Of 
tliis kind was the great earthquake that 
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destroyed Lisbon in 176.7, when 00,000 
people were killed. Tho vertical centre of 
this was in the Atlantic, towards America, 
and the earth wave was transmitted to the 
ocean, and was felt from Norway to the 
West Indies. The Japan earthquake of 
1864, and tho one in Porn in 1808, were of 
this nature, and affected half tho globe. 
The velocity of these sea waves is wonder- 
ful, tiie Japan one travelling across the 
Pacific at tho rate of 770 miles an hour, 
and the Peruvian one 454 miles an hour. 

The Vort icose is t he third form, and hero 
the ground is twisted and sometimes 
whirled hack, and sumo wonderful freaks 
of uaturo arc reported. 

The fracture of the crust often leaves 
one side elevated, and the other depressed, 
thus making a “fault,” and in tiie Appa- | 
laehinn chain of mountains is a “fault” ; 
where one side subsided 20,000 feet. 

Though the aid of seismometers and 
other surface evidence many facts of great j 
interest can he learned, and I)r. Frishio j 
than recounted the results of investigation 
of recent earthquakes. 

The theory is advanced that the earth in 
cooling has formed its crust in a series of 
shells, one within another, and the settling 
of an outer shell upon an inner would pro- 
duce an earthquake. There is also a 
theory that between tho shells arc seas of 
molten lava, and that there are tides in 
these seas, which produce earthquakes. 
Alexis Perry thinks lie has demonstrated 
that the moon lias some influence oil the 
occurrence of earthquakes. It is a fact also 
that earthquakes arc more frequent, iu win- 
ter than in summer. 

Certain gises are reduced by tremendous 
prossuro to liquids, and tho removal of this 
pressure would produce a t remendous ex- 
plosion, like an earthquake, and many 
other causes which might produce earth- 
quakes were quoted by the speaker, such 
as tho combination of water with certain 
inflammable metals, the sudden conversion 
of water percolating down through a 
fissure into steam, atmospheric pressure, 
electricity, etc. 

A number of the most disastrous earth- 
quakes were given, with their results. 

In conclusion, Dr. Frisbic called the at- 
tention of his hearers to the grand “Circle 
of Fire,” beginning with the Tue&ian vol- 
canoes, at the southern limit of South 
America, tho Andes, the Cardilioras of 
of Mexico, the Rocky Mountains, and 
around the globe again to the Tuegian vol- 
canoes. Within this circle arc two thirds 
of the known volcanoes, and the greater 
number of earthquakes recorded. No one 
can foretell ( lie time of earthquakes, blit 
tiie places can lie told by scientific men, 
who have investigated the causes. As an 
effect of earthquakes there is a constant ad- 
dition to the laud area of the earth, .and 
were it not for them the earth would have 
become a comparatively level plain. 


WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 

AX ABLE DISCUSSION OK SOCIALISM AND 
A DEBATE ON TIIE TARIFF. 


At the meeting of the West Newton Ly- 
ceum Monday night, after music by Miss 
Merrill and Mr. McKellop, President Allen 
introduced the Rev. John Graham Brooks 
of Brockton as the lecturer of tho evening, 
on tho subject of socialism. 

Mr. Brooks said that as socialism is one 
of the most indefinite and misunderstood 
words of the English language, it is well 
before discussing the subject to determine 
just wliat socialism means. The best way 
of discovering the true meaning of the 
word as used by the more moderate social- 
ists, not by tho more rabid types like the 
anarchists, is to take some place where it 
lias been instituted as an example. Such a 
place is Birmingham, England. Iu that 
city the gas works were bought from the 
private individuals or corporations and 
operated by the city, under the manage- 
ment of the famous Joseph Chamberlain, 
with such success that last year the city de- 
rived from them $000,000 profit. In the 
same way tho city lias taken control of the 
drainage and water system. Tiie profits 
from these sources are used in tho improve- 
ment of tlio city, and are claimed to reduce 
taxation. Now the socialists would have 
countries do with hanks, railroads, ship- 
ping, telegraph and telephones just wliat 
Birmingham lias done with the gas-works, 
drainage and water system. Thus we find 
that socialism is tiie advocating of giving 
more power to the central government 
in tiie hopes of reducing taxation. To go 
hack to the beginning we find that in 1848 
a social revolution was iu progress for tiie 
purpose of making the distribution of 
wealth more equal, aiul to keep the rich 
froift growing richer and the poor from be- 
coming poorer. 

To-day there are ever two* hundred 
papers and from four to five hundred books 
advocating socialism, but the student can 
find almost every whit of socialism in Marx’s 
Capital, which lias just been translated into 
English. In this book we find those two pro- 
positions which are the basis of socialism 
ami are reiterated time ami time again in 
the columns of the papers and in tiie pages 
of tiie hooks advocating socialism. 

1st. Labor creates tiie wealth of the 
world. 

In this proposition labor is probably used 
to designate muscular labor. 

2d. Because all wealth is created by 
labor, labor should have it. 

These propositions are not true, inas- 
inuoh as wealth is not created by labor 
alone, or by labor and laud together, but 
by intellect, labor and land. Again those 
propositions encourage the idea that the 
wage system is, as IJonry George puts it, a 
wedge striking society at the centre, rais- 
ing one part up and grinding tiie other 
part down, making the rich richer ami the 
poor poorer. But statistics show this illus- 
tration to be false, as wages are gradually 
increasing, and the price of the necessities 
of life are gradually decreasing. 

The host way to show our working 
people the falsities of socialism is by such 
societies as tho West Newton Lyceum and 
the great trade unions of England, whore 
the principles may lie fairly discussed and 
also by the distribution of such books as 
l*rof. Nowcombe’s “1‘lain Talks to Work- 
ing People.” 

At the elose of the lecture a vote of 
tlmnks was extended to Mr. Brooks. The 
president then called upon Mr. Samuel 1.. 
Powers to open the debate on 
REVENUE REFORM. 

Mr. Powers said that there were no two 
men in the United States who agreed on 
the subject of tariff. Few are absolute 
free trailers or absolute protectionists. To 
commence with it was not a partylqucstion; 


the protective tariff of 170ft being adopted 
without objection. 

In 1HH1 tiie first agitation of the subject 
was commenced, and has continued ever 
since. Wc find that the panics of 1877, 
1847 and 1 r 57 wa s caused by reduction in 
the tariffs, q'lio present tariff is no moro 
than a compromise. Hancock told tho 
truth when lie called the tariff a local issue, 
and Mr. Powers illustrated Ids remarks by 
a number of pertinent stories. 

President Allen stated that by some over- 
sight he had forgotten the music, hut that 
lie would call for it at that time. Miss 
Men ill and Mr. MeKellops did so well that 
they were encored, after which Mr. Plum- 
mer resumed the debate by doubting the 
possibility of finding a free trader. He 
preferred to call himself a fair trader, and 
thought tho problem was how best to con- 
struct, a tariff for revenue only. Tho 
present tariff is undoubtedly unfair and op- 
pressive. We have a tariff on sugar in 
order to aid Louisiana sugar planters, who 
raise sugar equal in value to not more than 
1-10 of the duties collected on foreign im- 
portations of sugar. Franco in retaliation 
places a duty on American castings so 
heavy, that American castings are first 
sent to England, where they are stamped 
with an English stamp, and then taken to 
France. American founders lose by this 
transaction 1-10 of tho profits they would 
make were the retaliatory tariff remo\ed. 
Chili being kept out of our markets by a 
high tariff , sends her copper to England, 
thus giving England a monopoly in the 
coppering of ships. The present tariff has 
killed off iron foundries in New England, 
and is gradually killing off other Indus- 
trie. 

Mr. E. II. Pierce said tiie present tariff 
was passed in 1800, and since then, under 
that tariff, wo have increased in 
prosperity moro than in the proceeding 
seventy years. Tho speaker believed in 
tariff reform to make the taiiff fairer, but 
believed it necessary to keep up the tariff 
in the interests of labor. As an illustration 
of tiie state of labor in England, lie read 
an extract from a recent English paper. 

Mr. Morton saw by the Advertiser that 
Mr. Draper of Ilopedalo proposed the 
founding of a club for tho purpose of dis- 
tributing protective tariff literature, lie 
hoped that if it was formed some of the 
literature would he distributed among the 
farmers. The poor are affected more by the 
tariff than the rich. 

Mr. Plummer said that the principal 
trouble with tho English laborer who is out 
of work is that he drinks too much beer. Mr. 
Dalrymplo wont to the West, raised wheat, 
took it to England and sold it. While 
there, finding ho could purchase agricultu- 
ral implements cheaper abroad than at 
home, lie bought a cargo, and found too 
late that he must pay $45,000 in duties in 
order to bring them into the United States. 
Was this just? Mr. Powers said by buying 
machinery in England we rob tiie Ameri- 
can mechanic. Mr. Adams gave several il- 
lustrations of the low wages common in 
Europe, and spoke of the wealth accumu- 
lated by the United States since 1801, under 
a protective tariff. 

Mr. Fitz said tiie last gentleman over- 
looked tho fact that population in Europe 
was denser than in America; this lias much 
to do with the price of labor. Free trade 
England pays higher wages than high 
tariff Germany. A free country naturally 
grows rich faster than an old cue. Free 
trade Istimulates industry, free trade in 
our midst has caused our prosperity. 
Every cent paid for duty takes just so 
much from the wages of our laborers.

SPKI.LINO RKFOBM. 

Mr. .los. A. Allen, in his lecture upon 
'‘Spelling Befonn,*’ before the West New- 
ton Lyceum, n few weeks sinco, said that 
when be saw such indilTercnco to this sub- 
ject by Boards of Education, ho was in- 
clined to think they believed that the less 
flic common people knew, the easier they 
can be controlled, as the master his slave. 

There seems to be good grounds for this 
opinion, judging from an articlo in the 
Science Monthly for January, which calls 
attention to and severely criticises an arti- 
cle in a wookly journal published at To- 
lonto. Out., in the interest of Toronto 
University, which speaks thus of spelling 
Reformers:— 

“The desire to utterly obliterate what- 
ever may in any way serve to distinguish 
flic man of culture from his illiterate 
brother, must be looked on in no other 
light, than as one of the many manifesta- 
tions of that misty socialism, which is 
clouding so many minds to-day.” The 
Scienco Monthly remarks that, “Hero is 
ihtoHoctural snobbery with a vengeance. 
Forsooth, we must keep up a difficult and 
arbitrary mode of spelling, in order that 
the poor man may spell badly and so be 
distinguished from the man of culture.” 

There is more of that intellectual snob- 
bery among our so-called educated men 
than most people dream of. 


Tiik Republican State committee arc al- 
ready laying plans for the fall campaign 
and havo issued a circular to the chairmen 
of the city and town eommitces that looks 
as though they meant business. It speaks 
erf the importance of the fall elections, as 
they immediately precede the presidential 
year, and calls for a list of the voters, with 
the political bias of each individual. It is 
also recommended that Republican clubs 
be formed in each town immediately, and 
the names of 15 or 20 reliable Republicans 
are asked for. The circular is significant 
as showing the feeling that something 
must be done “to save the state,” and evi- 
dently the c ommittee are going to make 
an effort for a better organization. That 
ft all well enough, as far as it goes, but it 
ft not so much better organization, as bet- 
ter nominations that the Republican party 
ih this state needs. So far the cry for 
clubs has come mainly from Mr. Lodge’s 
personal Organs, and its purpose is only 
tuo evident. 


Tiie question of one board for the city 
government, as recommended by Mayor 
Kimball in his annual address, is to be dis- 
cussed by the West Newton Lyceum, and 
it is to bo hoped that tho members of the 
city government can be present and take 
part. The meeting of tho Common Coun- 
cil <»n Monday night was an illustration of 
the uselessness of having two boards, 
nothing being done save concurrent busi- 
ness. and there would liavo boon no occa- 
sion for tho debate over the new street at 
Newton Highlands, had the Councilmen 
been present when the order passed the 
board of Aldermen. Two boards give oc- 
casion for a good deal of red tape and 
extra meetings, hut all the good two branch- 
es do the city will not pay for the gas used. 


Buim»*cjih and owners of houses should 
read tho article from Dr. Frisbie, relating 
to the Board of Health, and its rules and 
regulations. The rules are very explicit, 
and tho board has both the power and the 
determination to enforce its rules in regard 
to plumbing and other sanitary matters. 
The hoard of health is doing a much need- 
ed work in this city, and its efforts should 
be encouraged by all citizens who wish 
healthy homes. The article will hear a 
careful reading. 


Both of the Newton Representatives vot- 
ed right on the temperance question that 
came up this week. An effort was made 
L> repeal tho law taking away from dis- 
trict attorneys the power to nolle prosso 
liquor cases before trial, which gave rise to 
so much scandal before tho present law 
was enacted. Fortunately the law was not 
repealed, and violators of tho liquor law 
cannot depend on the iiifluouoe they can 
bring to bear on the district attorneys. 

EUWAUI) Burnett. our Congressman 
Elect, has been in Washington to engage 
quarters, and lias met with a very cordial 
reception. This is net surprising, for ho 
is a very gonial fellow, and his popularity 
in Congress is not likely to he dimmed 
by any marked interference with tho ambi- 
tion of other members.

TIIE VETERANS REMEMBERED. 

Continued from Cage One. 
ton took in the veterans of the war, anti ho 
had no doubt that the relief fund of tho 
Post would be replenished. During the 
war all hearts heat in sympathy, and the 
soldiers on the field of faith were followed 
with the interest and prayers of the nation. 

He was glad to see that here in Newton the 
old feel i ncs were retained, and the people 
did not propose to allow the veterans to 
suffer, lie brought tho congratulation of 
20,000 members of the Grand Army, up- 
on such a fortunate and pleasant opening 
of the fair, and no one who saw tho prepa- 
rations that had been made could doubt 
that it would prove of great benefit to the 
relief fund of the post, and that the de- 
pendent soldiers, and those dependent up- 
on them, be made comfortable. (Applause.) 

".lieutenant Governor Brackett was then 
introduced amid hearty applause. After 
apologizing for the absence of tho Gover- 
nor, who was compelled to be absent from 
the state, he said he brought tho greetings 
of the stnte government, in behalf of the 
Commonwealth. It was fitting that on 
such an occasion those clothed with author- 
ity by holding a public position should 
speak for the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. The members of the Grand Army 
in other days spoke for the Commonwealth, 
when rebels threatened the life of the 
nation. Their voice was heard on many a 
hard fought Jlcld, and they were ever ready 
to answer t lie defiance of the enemy with 
cheers for the Union Hag. and show their 
devotion to their country and to their 
state. Their deeds were eloquent, and it 
was lltting that they should receive more 
than mere eloquent words in payment. 
Tho Grand Army stands in a peculiar posi- 
tion among the organizations in Massachu- 
setts, as it is one to which no new recruits 
can be added, and its members grow less 
and less every year. The time is not far 
distant when the last survivor will have 
passed away, its last meeting will have 
been held, and its members gone to their 
reward. It will then only have an existence 
in memory, and this makes it an imperative 
duty to care for the members while living. 

A beneficial effect of such gatherings as 
this is that they recall to the young tho 
memory of our heroic age. Anew genera- 
tion has come up, who remember nothing 
of the stirring 0 vents of the war, and know 
them only by hearsay. ' The attention 
which is called to those heroic deeds will 
make deeper impression upon tho young, 
and will teach them the value of patriot- 
ism. Therefore the aid given to the Grand 
Army will thus have a double blessing in 
teaching a valuable lesson to the young. 
Charity like mercy is twice blessed, it 
hlcsscth him that gives and him that 
takes, and by giving to worthy objects we 
promoto our own happiness. 

It is evident from the appearance of 
this ball that the ladies of Newton havo 
done their part well, and are not unmind- 
ful of tho part taken by the sisters, wives 
and mothers in the trying days of the 
war, when they not only gave their dearest 
and best to their country, but themselves 
took part in nursing the wounded, cheer- 
ing the suffering, and soothing the last 
hours of the dying. You bid fair to do 
effectively and well what you have under- 
taken, and add what is needed to the fund 
for caring for tho veterans. The pleasant 
duty has devolved upon mo of declaring 
that the carnival is now formally opened, and 
I trust that you will meet such success as 
will gladden your hearts and do honor to 
the city of New tun. (Applause.) 

Marshal Cobh closed tiie formal proceed- 
ings by saying that now the audience had 
nothing to do but to patronize the tables, 
and show their patriotism. Ho illustrated 
their duty by telling the story of the 
sailor, who seeing a poor apple woman’s 
table upset, pulled out his pocket hook and 
said to the crowd standing by “I am sorry 
live dollars’ worth, how much are you 
sorry?” We are all grateful to the old 
soldiers, but now wo have a chance to show 
how much we are grateful. 

The guests then left the stage and after 
marching round the hall and reviewing 
the tallies. Lt.-Oov. Brackett and staff left 
for Waltham, where he had another en- 
gagement. 

TIIE CARNIVAL 

then proceeded to business, and the audi 
once began patronizing the tables, gener- 
ally beginning with the flower and candy 
tables, which did an immense business. 
Refreshments wore served in Eliot Lower 
Hall by the ladies of Ward Two, but the 
demand wnsso unexpectedly large that the 
great supply of provisions gave out be- 
fore the evening was over, and the 17 
gallons of ice cream disappeared as if by 
magic.

Tiie voting 
began on the silver pitcher for the most 
popular doctor, the eauoe, ship, tricycle 
painting, clock, revolver, etc., letters were 
called for at the post-office, the fortune 
teller was visited in her mysterious 
camp, and all tho other attractions began 
to lie patronized. The throng present rep- 
resented all parts of the citv, and the 
committee have reason to lie well satisfied 
with the result of the Hist night’s husi 
ness.

were very attractive in their tasteful deco- 
rations and multitude of fancy articles, 
and citizens of each ward seemed to take 
an especial pride 111 their own table. 

The Ward One table was fortunate .. 
its color, which lighted up beautifully 
and was draped in the form of a square 
tent with gilt corner posts, which arrange- 
ment was very effective. Ward Four’* 
table on one side was draped in a some

The Ward 2 table is decorated with blue, 
but it is very light, and the committee feel 
far from blue at. tho large business they 
have been doing. 

Ward 5 may not be a wealthy ward, but 
you would not infer it from its table, which 
is one of the handsomest and best tilled in 
the hall. 

The committee of Wards 1 and 3 feel 
very complacent when they contemplate 
the handsome appearance of their tables, 
and they were fortunate in securing such 
lovely colors. 

Miss Barnes’s (looking Lessons. 

Miss Barnes opened her course of lessons 
in cookery at the Universalist Vestry, 
Tuesday afternoon. The ladies present 
were very much interested in her work, 
more for the sake of seeing how a skilled 
cook went to work, then for the sake of 
the recipes themselves. It is one thing to 
know the right proportions, and quite an- 
other to know just the right way to com- 
bine them, and tbe least laborious method 
of making elaborate dishes. Miss Barnes 
seems to have solved the problem of doing 
things in the easiest way, and made a very 
favorable impression uixin her pupils. She 
said that as she was talking to housekeep- 
ers, she should give the niceties of the 
table rather than tho plain dishes, which 
would lie taught to beginners. She then 
began the lesson on Salads, with a descrip- 
tion of the different dressings, Mayonnaise, 
cream and French, the latter the most 
simple, and used often with the first. It is 
made of :l tablespoonsful of olive oil, 1 of 
vinegar, 1 salt spoon of salt, 1-2 salt spoon 
of pepper; mix dry ingredients with 1 
tablespoon of oil. add vinegar, then the 
remainder of oil. It is used lor vegetable 
salads and is very nice. 

After making the other dressings, the 
scollop, egg, shrimp and vegetable salads 
were prepared. The last is quite simple, 
mid the ingredients are J large boiled pota- 
toes, one carrot, ono beet, 1 hard - boiled 
egg, 1 pickle, 1 taldo spoon parsley, 1 
level test spoon chopped onion, and once 
the receipt of French dressing. Gut pota- 
toes into dice, slice thinly the lieet and 
carrot, cut up tine the pickle, onion and 
parsley. Put layer of potatoes on a plat- 
ter, then sprinkle over it slices of beet, 
carrot, onion andparsely, and moisten with 
dressing. Then another layer until all the 
materials are used. Put tho yolk of tho 
egg through colander, and sprinkle over 
wholo; garnish with parsley. 

The shrimp salad was quite elaborate, 
and made a very handsome dish, as were 
the egg and scollop salads.

Committee Hearings. 

It may be regardedas settled that tho 
Street Railway Company will secure a char- 
ter and tiie Highway Committee and tho City 
Solicitor are perfecting a form of agree- 
ment, in regard to tho details, such as the 
kind of rails to ho used, the paving, the 
location of the tracks, otc. It is said that 
they will recommend 10 cents as the maxi- 
mum price for a ride over the road, and 
live cents as the maximum price for punils 
going to or from school. The hoard lias 
tho right to tlx the maximum price, and 
the Company can then establish such rates 
as they see fit, with that as a limit. It is 
probable that tiie agreement will be ready 
to report to tho board next Monday even- 
ing. 

Tiie Committee on fuel and street lights 
linve granted a bearing to tho Newton «Sr 
Watertown Gas Company for this (Friday) 
evening. Tho Electric Light and Power 
Company will also lie represented. 

Tho Fire Department committee have 
decided to put tiie boll and striker for 
Wards Ono and Seven on the Armory Hall 
tower, in spite of the remonstrance of citi- 
zens of that part, of the city. They say 
that a bell suitable for a clock would only 
cost about $800, and if the citizens desire 
to raise money for a clock, such a small 
additional sunt as that would he no obsta- 
cle. Besides it is held to be bad policy by 
fire department authorities, to have an 
alarm bell connected with a clock. Tho 
striking of an alarm is not so readily dis- 
tinguished by the firemen from the striking 
of tho cloek, and there are times when an 
alarm is rung in when the clock is strik- 
ing. which causes confusion. The brick 
arches of Eliot Hall tower would also, it is 
urged, obstruct the sound, and on Armory 
Hall an open tower will lie built, so as to 
leave free egress for the sound. The city 
also owns Armory Hall and would have 
full eontroll of the building. ItJ is also 
saitl that contracts for the tower are al- 
ready made, or can he completed at once, 
so that there would he loss delay in put- 
ting up the bell and striker.

Mr. Peabody taught school at 
Andover for a number of years after his 
graduation from Dartmouth College, then 
moved to Cainbiidgeport, where his 
daughter Mary was born, and afterwards 
settled in Salem as a physician. Mrs. 
Mann’s union with her husband was a 
most happy one, and she was of much 
assistance to him in all his work for the 
cause of education. After his death, 
she wrote his life, which was published in 
Boston in 1805. Eight years before this 
she had written a little volume ou cookery, 
which she called “Christianity in the Kitch- 
en.” Mrs. Mann has also often written 
for various journals.

In Harper's Magazine of 1868 wo find 
these words: “There is a country beyond 
tho Great Falls (Minnehaha) of surpassing 
hjaut.y, fertility and grandeur, not yet 
opened to the light, of civilization. It is 
still the abodo of the dusky children of 
the forest, hut the knell of their empire 
has sounded. It iR heard in the ring of 
every woodman’s axo as he fells the mighty 
forests along tho rivers; it is heard in the 
crack of every white man’s rifle who is 
sucking game for tho eastern markets. 
Soon the red man’s hunting grounds must 
l>o far beyond the Bed River, for tho corn 
fields of the white man must occupy all 
the lands east of it. A tide of emigration 
is just beginning to flow in that direction, 
bearing upon its bosom the elements of a 
powerful commonwealth, the mother of 
two or three futuro states. Already its 
foundation is laid deep and strong in sound 
territorial organization and social regula- 
tions. A new Canaan is opened to tho toil- 
ing slaves of Europe whoso oppressions are 
driving them into an exodus such as tho 
world has never seen. They are coming 
hero by hundreds of thousands, and yet 
there is room. The vestibule lias only been 
entored; the great interior is yet unoccu- 
pied.” 

So it was at that time and tho prophetic 
words then uttered have been fulfilled in a 
degree, as nearly a million have entered in 
already, and still they come by thousands 
and tens of thousands every year. Graf- 
ton is situated in the garden of tho west — 
tho noted Bed river valley. Tho Bed river 
and its tributaries drain in round numbers 
22,000,000 acres of the finest wheat country 
on the continent. This vast area is capa- 
ble of producing at tne average of 20 bush- 
els to the acre, 440,000,000 bushels of wheat 
or more than 80,000,000 bushels more than 
the entire yield of the United States in 
1885. The climate hero in winter is cer- 
tainly colder than in New England, hut the 
days are bright and clear, though cold, and 
the absence of humidity as indicated by tho 
signal service records causes it to he un- 
noticed and unfelt to the degree noted in 
the humid south and east. The heat of 
summer averaging 04 degrees bears a closer 
relation to that of the most prosperous and 
densely populated sections of the whole 
world, Great Britain, France, Belgium and 
Germany, in England the summer tem- 
perature averages 01 degrees; in Scotland 
57 degrees; in Belgium 05 degrees, in Ger- 
many 08. In these European countries is 
where “the best horses, cattle and sheep, 
wheat, oats barley and roots are grown. 
The climate can be called the chief sidvant- 
age for stock-raising— the winters being 
bright, dry and sunny, and tho summers 
about the same as the parts of Europe and 
Central Asia which are the natural home of 
the horse, ox and slice]). Next, the rich 
wild grasses of tho prairie seems to possess 
more of the bone and llesh-fortnimr quali- 
ties than any cultivated hay I ever saw. 
Stock of all kinds will continue to grow in 
the winter, and even fatten with no other 
feed than wild hay cut on the prairie; and 
even three hundred miles north of hero 
in Manitoba, cattle are left, to range at their 
own sweet will and get their own living 
during the winter. At the fair hold herein 
November were sucking colts weighing 
over 700 pounds. A man in Grafton owned 
two colts this summer just two years old, 
one of them weighing 1,020 and the other 
1,040 pounds. About wheat nothing need 
be said, as Dakofa No. 1 hard hits a world- 
wide reputation. Oats in this country have 
produced as high as 102 bushels to 
the aero, and I saw oats this summer, old 
oats of the crop of 1885, which weighed 42 
pounds to the Imshcl. Vegetables of all 
kinds grow to enormous size. Beets six 
weeks from time of planting arc plenty 
large for table use. All roots grow very 
rapidly. The rich, black soil seems par- 
ticularly adapted to them. Corn is not 
much planted, but I saw as fine specimens 
grown and ripened hero tho past season as 
I oversaw. Dakota has its disadvantages, 
but for farmers and stock growers its ad- 
vantages are hard to beat. A. B. Eaton.

WAR PICTURES. 

No. VIII.

llKMIY V. 

There is no more inspiring sinht to tho 
infantry than to soo a battery of Artillery 
cotno into action. When the enemy open 
with artillery upon a lino of infantry, and 
get good range, the only way to moot it is 
to reply in kind. If there is some slight 
eminence in the lino of battlo, it will then 
ho utilized to plant so mo pieces; the bat- 
tery coining on tho gallop from the rear, 
the lines of infantry opening to let them 
pass, — up the slope, wheel, unlimber, and 
while tho horses take their positions a 
short distance in the rear of their piece, 
tho gunners are busy, and before one can 
believe tho guns are in position they aro 
belching forth death and destruction to the 
enemy. 

A soldier very soon learns by tho sound 
what a battery is firing, as there is a 
marked difference between the ringing 
metallic sound of a solid shot, tho “whisli” 
of grape, or the whir-r-r of shell. 

“Ay, me! what peril# do environ 
The man that meddles with cold iron,” 

says quaint Iludibras, and one is apt to 
think of such a remark if he gets within 
range of a battery vomiting forth different 
varieties of iron missiles, and few soldiers 
went through a battle without an expe- 
rience of this kind. 

lint artillery fire was less dreaded by a 
veteran than tho roar of musketry, and, 
except at close quarters, it did far less ex- 
ecution. When tho lines of infantry be- 
came engaged there was something awful 
in the steady unintermitting sound of mus- 
ketry, and under such a fire a soldier paid 
little heed to the bursting of shells or the 
whiz of solid shot. , 

There is grc.it difference, too, between 
thu report from a brass or iron gun, as 
well as a smooth-bore or a rifled gun. Dur- 
ing- the battle of Fredericksburg our ar- 
tillery on the Falmouth side were con- 
stantly throwing shells over our heads, and 
there was a battery of rifled pieces that 
made a very sharp, ringing noise that was 
actually painful to us, and caused a great 
deal of deafness— many men coming out of 
that battle with their hearing permanent- 
ly impaired, while others, who were deaf 
for a few days, gradually recovered their 
hearing. At the siege of Vicksburg and 
Port Hudson, the men on our mortar- 
boats, when the mortar was about to be 
fired, stulTcd cotton in their ears, opened 
their mouths and hung over the sides of 
the boat, for the concussion was so great 
that a man would havo thu drums of his 
ears burst if ho did not take such precau- 
tions. 

Speaking of the big guns at Fredericks- 
burg reminds tho writer of an incident. 
Not long after the close of tho war, while 
on a ferry-boat crossing from Brooklyn to 
Ncw f York, I fell into conversation with a 
gentleman of a military style of figure, and 
he proved to be an old Confederate artil- 
leryman. a member of the “grey-horse 
battery” of the Washington artillery of 
New Orleans. I asked him if he remem- 
bered how his battery came out on the gal- 
lop one afternoon through tho gap where 
the Richmond road passed through the 
hills, and opened on us as we lay massed 
along the Rappahannock shore. 

He said he well remembered it and also 
how quickly our guns on the Falmouth 
heights opened on them, and boforc they 
could lire more than a dozen shots, it got 
so hot they were glad to haul their guns 
oil' out of sight and range of our big rilled 
Parrotts. Ho proved to bo a very pleasant 
fellow and wo had a long talk over tho 
war then so fresh in our memories, hut I 
did not tell him what execution those few 
shots did in our ranks. They were good 
marksmen and got our range the first 
shot. They fired solid shot, and the first 
one struck a stack of muskets about a rod 
behind me. It hit the stack exactly where 
the bayonets locked, and scattered it in all 
directions, fragments of tho steel (and 
muskets) injuring several men. The sec- 
ond shot hit an artilleryman who was 
standing beside his horse and took off both 
his legs above the knees. Another 
ricocheted over our heads, throwing dirt 

I promiscuously in our eyes. 1 never saw 
iucH of stacks melt away so suddenly as 
ours did, for thu men took in the situation 
in an instant, and the danger of their being 
hit and converted into projectiles, — and re- 
gardless of the “Manual,” the men nearest 
to a stack grabbed it and pulled it over, 
and the stacked arms of the whole Division 
disappeared as if they had sunk into the 
ground. 

Longstreet says that when lie asked his 
Chief of Artillery if he could not place 
more guns in position to command the 
field over which we must advance to 
Maryo’s Hill, the Chief answered: “General, 
l can rake that field now as with a line- 
tooth comb,” and anyone who saw what 
a terrible fire our columns met there, can 
appreciate the force of thu remark. It was 
always a mystery to me how any man re- 
turned alive from that storm of iron mis- 
siles. 

After we had dodged, as wo supposed, 
about every kind of projectile known to 
warfare, wo found out one day that there 
was one thing we had not heard before. 
It made a most peculiar sound, a sort of 
“whang-whang” long drawn out. 

“Well, I'm blessed, boys, if those John- 
nies ’aint tiring a railroad ut us," said one 
of tho men. And sure enough,— a projec- 
tile struck a true over us and fell, and 
it proved to be a piece of Trail, about 
three feet long.— This was rather disgust- 
ing. 

We didn't mind being peppered in a fair, 
military way, but to be spitted on a long 
iron bar, perhaps endwise, was more than 
we had enlisted . for; the mere idea was 
harrowing. Rut we took comfort in the 
thought that if our enemy was reduced to 
Mich ammunition, they must be near their 
“last ditch.” 

There was a regular battery attached to 
our Division that was to mo a subject for 
constant admiration. Wo came to almost 
love those guns after long association with 
them, supporting them in action, pulling 
them by ropes and prolonges over the 
Cumberland Mountains, or helping to load 
them on transports in our peregrinations. 
They were ‘20 p’d’r rilled Parrotts, and 
around the muzzle of each one of the six 
was painted in white letters a name; 1 re- 


call three of them— Julia, Clara and Min- 
nie,— to the other three 1 humbly apologize 
for having forgotten them. Such names 
were enough to soften any soldier's heart. 
— How beautifully those girls waltzed into 
the field! Rut how terribly their lips 
spoke to traitors! In North Carolina, 
Maryland, Virginia, Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi they belched forth death and ter- 
ror to the enemy. I used to think each 
one of them had a kind of personality to 
their commander, for he used to call them 
his “pets,” his “beauties, "etc., and would 
say: “.Sergeant, give them one from Clara.” 
I believe it would have broken his heart 
to have lost them in battle. 

Supporting a bat tery was hazardous busi- 
ness. At the battle of Campbell’s Station, 
E. Tennessee, as our regiment lay out in 
front of Lieut. Benjamin's “darlings.” 
which were just then “chatting" with 
Longstreet’s advancing line, several of our 
men were injured by the packing of our 
own shells, and a sergeant of Company A 
was killed by a shell that exploded prema- 
turely. 

On another occasion I saw a man killed 
by a shell from one of our own guns, a 
member of an East Tennessee regiment of 
the 28rd Corps, and never shall forget see- 
ing his own father and brother, members 
of the same regiment, bringing the man- 
gled body back from tho skirmish-line. 
It seemed very hard to have a man killed 
by our own fire, but it did not often hap- 
pen. In the excitement of battle, a fuse 
would get cut a little too short sometimes. 
—It was very important in the artillery to 
have this duty performed by cool-headed 
men, who could judge the distance well to 
the enemy’s line, when fuse shells were 
used and tired over the supporting infan- 
try. With percussion shells there was not 
so much danger of accidents of this kind. 
There was another kind of “battery sup- 
port” that we much preferred. — Our 
regiment was detailed at one time to sup- 
port the 12th Michigan battery, at Morris- 
town, Tcnn., and it proved to be a “pic- 
nic” for several days, where we had noth- 
ing to do but lay quietly in camp and 
amuse ourselves, the guns being planted 
on a hill to sweep the approaches to the 
townj — and as there happened to be good 
foraging around the region, and “corn- 
dodger'’ was plenty, the men took very 
kindly to that particular kind of “battery 
support.— But all at once there was a big 
row down at Chickamauga, and our picnic 
came to a sudden end about midnight one 
night, when we were all nicely tucked into 
our little trundle-beds, and we were or- 
dered to break camp and get back to Knox- 
ville quickly. 

There was no more of that sort of thing, 
but those few days were afterwards spoken 
of as tho “golden-age” of our service that 
Fall. Tho rest of it was an “iron” ago of 
the toughest description, and it was often 
dillicult to tell whether we were support- 
ing a battery or they us. 

it sometimes happened in action that a 
battery got into such a hot place that after 
losing many horses it was impossible to 
haul it oil', if the enemy drove back the in- 
fantry supports. If there was time the 
guns would be spiked before being left. 
There were many desperate lights around 
the guns of thu light artillery during tho 
war, for artillerymen love their guns, and 
will light to the death with rammers or 
sabres rather than abandon them. 

At Shiloh a German Artillery ollicer rode 
up to General Grant in a state of great ex- 
citement, and said, “Mein Gott! Sheneral 
Schwartz’ Battery vas took!” "Well,” 
said tho imperturbable Grant, “of course 
you spiked the guns.” “Schpike dose 
guns, dose putiful guns? Xein, never!” 
"Well, what then?” “Vy. den ve takes 
deni pack again.” 

At “Cold Harbor” a sudden advance of 
the Brigade of which my regiment was a 
part, lorccd tho enemy to abandon a battery 
of 4 pieces attached to Cook’s North Caro- 
lina Brigade of Ilcth’s Division, A. P. 
Hill’s corps. All that bloody day these 
guns stood isolated and useless to either 
side between tho hostile lines, the horses 
all killed, and every attempt of the rebels 
to reach and drag them oil by prolonges 
was repulsed. After dark they were 
“bagged” by our men. 

When a gun, limber or caisson has the ill 
luck to have a wheel knocked oil' by a shot 
Irom tho enemy, notan unusual occurrence, 
the spare wheel comes into play; and it is 
astonishing to see how quickly it can be 
brought up, a gun remounted and pre- 
pared for action. All such contingencies 
arc provided for in battery drill, and if as- 
sistance is wanted the infantry supports 
are always ready to volunteer. Our men 
saw so much of the maneuvring of the ar- 
tillerymen that they could make them- 
selves useful in any capacity at a minute's 
notice. During tho war tho regulars were 
allowed to recruit their ranks from the vol- 
unteer regiments, and quite a number of 
men from my regiment transferred to the 
regular service. 

Although they hail to extend their term 
of service from three to five years, there 
were many inducements to enter the regu- 
lar service. They, the regulars, always 
seemed to havo full rations when wo wore 
on half rations, or “go-as-you-please” fare. 
But for the hope of promotion many men 
would have gone into the regular service, 
who remained in the volunteers. 

I was never tired of watching the battery 
horses, and thu intelligence they showed 
was remarkable. Battery movements being 
necessarily wholly by the bugle, the horses 
soon learn to know thu calls as woll as the 
men, and obey them as promptly. They 
often seemed to me to enjoy the din of 
battle, (and to bo filled with martial spirit. 
The words in Job describing the horse in 
battle were brought home tw me as never 
before. “He pawetli in the valley, and ro- 
joiceth in his strength; he goetli on to 
meet the armed men. 

lie niocketh at fear, and is not atT righted; 
neither turneth he back from the sword. 

He Hwalloweth the ground with fierce- 
ness and rage, * * * ho smcllcth the 
battle afar oil, the thunder of the captains 
and the shouting.” 

It was a sad sight to see a wounded 
horse, and their cries of agony were al- 
most human. They were neYor permitted 
to suffer long, for someone with revolver or 
musket would end their misery. No man 
with any heart would leave a horse to die 
in slow torture, hard as it seemed and was 
to shoot a favorite, that hail perhaps car- 
ried him on many a long march, or in bat- 
tle, but it had to be done sometimes. 
Stall’ ollleers had often to exnose their 
horses much more than field officers, and 
might lose several in a single battle with- 
out being injured themselves. 

But to return to our subject. It is sur- 
prising how quickly one will become ac- 
customed to almost any contingency. It 
took but a short time for a man to become 
so used to tlit» noise of cannon tiling, that 
he would sleep soundly when a gun would 
be lin'd every five minutes within twenty 
feet ot him. At the siege of Vicksburg the 
booming of heavy guus night and day was 


so uiiintermittent, that when it ceased, | 
after Pemberton sent out a flag-of-truco and 
asked for terms of surrender, the sudden 
silence had a most singular effect which I 
cannot describe. 

In a lottcr written hastily on the morn- 
ing of that day, July 4th. 1868, I wroto: 
“There lias been no tiring since early this 
morning and tho silence Is almost painful. 

If has boon one incessant bombardment 
night and day. and now it almost seems as 
if wo beard the silence and that the noise 
of tlio past few weeks was stillness.” 

The firing there was generally heaviest 
just after daylight, for the enemy would 
Improve the darkness in repairing their 
works, with gabions and cotton-holes and 
mounting some guns. But as soon as our 
gunners could sec what they had been 
about during the night, they would open on 
them, soon silence their guns, and drive 
them to their bomb-proofs. How hot our 
guns would get in that burning July sun! 

It. was terribly exhausting work handling 
them, and tho gunners had to be relieved 
often. Tho earthworks around the guns to 
protect the gunners from tho rebel sharp- 
shooters, wore like ovens, in which a man 
would have to gasp for breath. 

I touched upon the subject of the dan- 
gers of injury from concussion. This was 
a serious peril. Men were killed in our 
war upon whose bodies not even an abra- 
sion of tho skin could he found. As it was 
not to he supposed that they wero fright- 
ened to death, it could only he attributed 
to concussion. The wind of a shot or tho 
bursting of a sticli near one causes a pecul- 
iar sensation. If one escapes injury from 
the fragments of the shell, he will feel a 
prickling sensation all over his body. 

A passing shot creates a vacuum in tho 
air, and if one is very nenr it will almost 
take his breath away. Men have been 
lifted olT their feet and thrown violently to 
the ground by the wind of a shot. Having 
experienced the sensation of one passing at 
a distance of two feet, I can readily believe 
that a foot nearer it might cause death. 

And now we will park the artillery for 
the present, and the writer apologizes to 
any old artillerymen for all short-comings 
in this “picture.” If any one wants to 
know more about tho big guns, I will refer 
them to our worthy City Marshal, who has 
probably forgotten more than I ever knew 
of this arm of the service.

hut bo true to himself. Man may vino to 
hia creator, or ho may sink his moral na- 
ture to companionship with the devil. 
The story of creation shows us our son- 
ship. Lot us ho worthy of our lineage and 
our heritage. Let. no son of Gon alienate 
himself and loso his crown.”

Discussing tlic Sunday Question. 

The Newton Congregational club held 
their monthly meeting in the West Newton 
Congregational church on Monday evening. 
Supper wns served at 0:30, at which there 
was a large attendance, and at 7:30 tho 
company adjourned to the upper parlors 
to listen to a discussion of the Sunday 
question. President Hyde presided, and 
prayer was offered by Rev* Dr. Furber of 
Newton (’outre. 

Mr. Albert L. Harwood of Newton Cen- 
tre read the paper of tho evening, the sub- 
ject being "Our Duty in Regard to Sabbath 
Observances.” Mr. Harwood took a very 
conservative stand, and discussed tho 
question in a calm and impartial manner, 
lie held that it was the first duty of a 
Christian to sustain tho laws as they are, 
and not to do anything, directly or indi- 
rectly, to cause another man to work upon 
tbe Sabbath. It. was, or should he, a day 
of liberty for all, and no work that, was not 
absolutely necessary should be done. He 
gave some interesting statistics as to the 
number of people whoso avocations com- 
pel them to labor on Sanday, and also gave 
the interesting fact that the first Sunday 
trains to run, were over tho Brookline 
branch of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
and they wore put on in 1S00 at the instiga- 
tion of church members in Brookline, who 
wished to attend church in Boston. It was 
sonio ten years before Sunday trains wero 
put on the main brnnch of the road, and 
the respectability and position of the Bos- 
ton & Albnny roadj was such that other 
roads thought they could do no harm in 
following the lead of that corporation. The 
church members were thus the original 
cause of Sunday trains about Boston, and 
the same might, bo said of the Sunday trips 
of the horse cars. The favorite church of 
these people was so far away that they 
could not attend without trains or horse 
cars. The paper was a carefully pre- 
pared and interesting ono and it opened 
the way to a spirited discussion of the Sun- 
day question. 

Rev. IT. J. Patrick was the next speaker, 
and spoke of the things which wo must do 
and those which we must not do on Sun- 
day. Tho former included first and most 
important of all, worship; secondly, rest 
from all business and worldly cares; third, 
meditation upon sacred subjects, and fourth, 
works of necessity or mercy. The things 
to ho avoided are the doing of the usual 
work, or allowing tlio mind to dwell upon 
it; devoting the day to sleep and slothful- 
ness, or turning it into a gala-day or holi- 
day. Tho day was set apart from the other 
days of the week and ought to be sacredly 
kept. It was of Divine institution and man 
liad no right to turn it to his own uses. 

Mr. W. E. Webster of Newton Centro 
made one of his bright speeches and said 
that he believed neither in a Continental 
Sunday nor a Puritanical Sabbath, but in 
the happy medium between the two. lie 
could remember when Sunday was longer 
than all the rest of the week. It began 
Saturday afternoon, and all pleasure was 
banished until Sunday evening, and child- 
ren found the day of fearful length. He 
thought there had been a great improve- 
ment since then, and the day was not now 
made a terror to children, but ono of the 
pleasantest and best days of tho week. lie 
believed in a proper observance of the day, 
and ono that befitted its sacred character. 

Mr. Moore of Newton Centre took strong 
ground for the observance of the Sunday 
laws, and devoting the day to holy pursuits. 

Deacon Fuller of Newton Centro did not 
believe that ministers when they were to 
exchange pulpits ought to travel on the 
Sabbath. They should go to the town 
where they were to preach on Saturday 
night and remain there until Monday morn- 
ing. it was not setting a proper example, 
for them to travel on Sunday trains. 

Mr. Samuel Ward of Newton Centre 
spoke of Sunday papers, which ho consid- 
ered an evil, and said that lie did not see 
how a Christian merchant could conscien- 
tiously advertise iu them. lie would not 
do it himself, even though it was true, as 
was often stated, that Sunday advertise- 
ments paid better than any other day. 

Mr. Joseph N. Bacon of Newton asked if 
there was not a law on the statute hooks 
forbidding the sale of Sunday papers, or 
tho keeping open of cigar stores. He did 
not think such business was necessary upon 
the Sabbath, and if there was a law against 
it, the law should ho enforced. It might he 
necessary for apothecary stores to he kept 
open on Sunday, to furnish medicines for 
those suddenly taken ill, hut there was no 
need of other stores heing kept open. 

Hon. Robert R. Bishop spoke on the re- 
ligious aspects of the question, and called 
attention to the agitation for the repeal of 
the Sunday laws, and the remonstrances 
that should he made against such repeal. 
He believed iu a proper observance of the 
Sabbath, and that Sunday laws should ho 
enforced and not repealed. 

The discussion was listened to with great 
interest by the large number present, es- 
pecially as it is a live question now that the 
Sunday laws aro being so earnestly dis- 
j cussed, and there is a prospect that tlio 
: legislature may take seme action iu regard 
to them. Five new names were proposed 
for member hip, and 17 new members were 
elected.

OUR HOARD OF HEALTH. 

ITS EFFORTS TO SECURE HEALTHFUL 
HOMES IN NEWTON. 

Among tho many excellent suggestions 
and recommendations made by his His 
Honor Mayor Kitnlmll, in his fourth annual 
message, iH ono that should receive careful 
consideration from more than ono class of 
our citizens. 

In referring to tho health of this city and 
tho responsible duties of tho Board of 
Health lie says: “A more hearty co-opera- 
tion on tho part of those building new 
houses or altering old ones in reference to 
tlio rules of the hoard, would facilitate and 
insure a more healthful condition of our 
dwellings,” 

This is an important matter, and does 
not appear to he as fully appreciated as it 
ought to ho by house-builders and house- 
owners. 

The rules and regulations of tho Newton 
Board of Health wero prepared after a long 
and careful study of tlio vnrious needs and 
requirements to render the homes as per- 
fect, from a sanitary point, as possible. 
Books, plumbers, eivil and sanitary engi- 
neers wero consulted, as well as tho rules 
and regulations of other cities and towns, 
not only of Massachusetts hut other states, 
Tho result of all this labor and investiga- 
tion was clearly and concisely expressed in 
tho littlo pamphlet entitled: 

“City of Newton Rules and Regulations 
of tho Board of Health.” Some littlo 
change may, from time to time he required, 
hut as these rules! and regulations now 
stand they are considered among the very 
best ordinances issued by any Board of 
Health in this country, and frequent re- 
quests come for copies for cities and towns 
south and west. 

Now these rules were not formulated for 
the benefit of tho few, but tho many — tho 
greatest good of tho greatest number — to 
render the homes safe and healthy, not 
only for the occupants, hut also to prevent 
such unsanitary conditions as result in their 
becoming foci for the spread of disease. 

As an aid to this and to ensure that tho 
plumbing and house-drainage should ho as 
pei feet as possible, sections 1 and 2 of rule 
17 were carefully prepared for the use of 
house-builders and house-owners. 

Rule 17. Unless the Hoard of Health shall permit 
otherwise, the drainage system of a hotel, tone 
incut house, dwelling house, stable with sleeping 
apartments, or factory, in the city of Newtou, • 
Massachusetts, shall be constructed as follows: 

Sect. 1. Filing plans and specifications. No per- 
son shall proceed to construct, add to. or alter any 
portion of tlic drainage system of said buildings 
(except to repair leaks), until they have tiled at the 
office of the City Engineer, upon blanks in such 
form as the Board of Heultli shall order, a notice of 
the work to he performed. No person shall com- 
mence work on such drainage or plumbing until 
the plans are approved by tho Board of Health, 
l’lnns and specifications will he approved or rejected 
within five days of the time of filing. After a plan 
has once been approved, no alteration of the same 
will be allowed except on a written application of 
the owner. 

Sect. 2. Notice. The Board of Health must he 
notified when any work is ready for Inspection, and 
all work must be left uncovered and convenient for 
examination until inspected and approved. 

By the perusal of tho above, it will at 
once he seen how clearly judicious and 
proper these regulations are, and how es- 
sential for the general welfare and proper 
sanitation of the houses, especially when 
wo take into consideration how apt work- 
men of all trades are to slight, imperfectly 
constructor not do at all, that which can 
be covered from sight. 

The city engineer, Albert F. Noyes, who 
is agent tor the Board of Health for tlic in- 
spection of plumbing, is doubtless one of 
the most thoroughly competent men in this 
city or elsewhere for tho proper inspection 
of plumbing and house-drainage. In fact 
he is an expert whose opinions carry 
weight and authority. 

When it is understood how important tho 
house-drainage is to the health and well- 
being of every individual in it, surely it 
would seem criminal negligence to omit, or 
refuse to take advantage of every aid to 
render tho house as perfect in its siNjitary 
conditions as possible. 

But what aro the facts? Those iiaving 
houses built, as a rule, are entirely incom- 
petent to judge of the best manner of put- 
ting in the plumbing and liouse-drainago 
generally, including the very important 
ventilation of all parts, so as to prevent the 
entrance into them of foul disease-produc- 
ing air and gases. Consequently these mat- 
ters arc left almost entirely to the plumbers. 

As a general thing plumbers are not 
scientifically educated men, therefore it is 
absolutely essential that some ono thor- 
oughly competent, should oversee and fre- 
quently inspect all new work or radical 
change in old, and see that it is done in a 
proper and scientific manner. To this end 
tlic Board of Health has appointed i lie city 
engineer as agent of the board for this very 
work, and it is done without any expense to 
tin: owners of the houses. 

Under these circumstances it would he 
natural to suppose all would avail them- 
selves of this assistance gladly. But it is 
often otherwise. Frequently the “plans” 
for the plumbing and house-drainage are 
not submitted to the Board unless demand- 
ed and not till a part of the work lias 
already been done, this often being in an 
improper manner and contrary to the rules 
of the hoard. 

Then from plumhcis and carpenters and 
owners conies a request to the hoard to 
make exceptions iu their case and allow the 
work done to remain, as complying with the 
rules will entail some little expense and 
changes elsewhere. 

Sometimes the plumbers promise to 
make the changes suggested hy the agent 
I of the hoard, but unless narrowly watched, 
fail to do it and hasten t * » cover up their 
; work so that it cannot bo inspected. Soino- 
! times they refuse to comply with these sug- 
i gest ions and rules, necessitating a suit 
! against them. Occasionally a builder is 
' contumacious and because to follow tlio 
j rules of the hoard would necessitate some 
I slight alteration in a part of Ins plan, ho de- 
clines to do or have done what the rules ; 

I ami the agent calls for. These are all un- 
j necessary vexatious to the hoard and its 
' agents. 

There are occasionally cases where slight 
exceptions to the rules are asked for and 
I granted, hut never unless it is clear that j 
I these exceptions will not prove prejudicial 
! (o I lie health of Iho inmates of the house j 
i uud those near by. 

And now a word for the Newton pliinih- 
ers. As a general thing they are w illing to . 
comply with the rules and regulations of 
• the Board of Health a. id to make such al- I 
: terations in their work as is deemed ad 1 
i visahle hy the agent of the hoard. But | 
plumbers w ho couie from other places t.< do 
work iu this city arc very negligent of our 
requirements and often wilfully obstinate 
in resisting the demands made by the iu- j 
specter of plumbing. 

in order to iiisinc better work and a 1 
I strict compliance with the rules, the Board j 
I of Health, more th in a year ago, requested | 


tho ci tv government of Nowton to ask tho 
State Legislature for an act giving this 
board authority to liccnso plumbers and 
forbid all others from doing business in 
tlio city. This has been done and the fol- 
lowing “Act” is cleat and comprehensive: 
IClinp. 109.] 

An act providing for the registration and licensing 
of plumbers In the city of Newton. 


Be It enacted, etc., an follows : 

Sect. 1 . The city of Newton may liv ordinance 
require the registration and licensing of all persons 
doing or carrying on tho business of plumbing in 
saul city and prescribe rules and regulations for 
the materials, construction, alteration nml Inspec- 
tion of nil pipes, tanks, faucets, valves and other 
fixtures hy and through which water or sewage Is 
used and carried, and provide that no such pipes, 
tanks, faucets, valves or other II lures shall bo 
placed In any building In snld elty, except In ac- 
cordance with plans which shall be approved by the 
Hoard of Ilualtn of raid city or such pernon or per- 
sons ns said Board of Health shall designate. 

Sect. 2. The snld city may impose penalties not 
exceeding fifty dollars for encli violation of nny of 
the provisions contained In section one of this act- 

Sect. 3. Tills act shall take effect upon Its pas- 
sage. [Approved March 29, is89.j 

At a meeting of plumbers, in Boston, 
a short, time ago, this law* was referred to 
as being an admirable move in the right di- 
rection and was highly commended.

Although woman does not stand ou an 
equality with man, as with us, yet her con- 
dition is far in advance of any country of 
Asia. A woman in Japan may travel all 
over Japan alone, and neither be molested 
nor insulted, and that is more than we can 
say of our own country. They are ready 1 
and anxious to receive teachers from us. 
All teachers sent among them are treated 
with great kindness and respect. They ' 
especially need instructions in religion, and ] 
this they will gladly receive. The great 
need of our work there is more money to 
build better school buildings, ns thtv will 
not rend their children to mean and shabby 
liouses, as they are very particular about 
their own school buildings. The opening 
in Japan is very promising. Let us take 
advantage of the opportunity of the hour. 
The pastor preached in the evening on the 
’’Incentive of Christ’s Love in Missionary 
Work.” It was a very earnest appeal that 
the church might enter the open doors for 
mission work. Never were the opportuni- 
ties and advantages so great as now in all : 
Christian history. Every thing seems to 
unite and conspire foi. the advantage of 
Christian missions. The bringing in the 
reign of Christ over all the world rests 


on the willingness Of the church to give the 
needed money.

The Channing Art Exhibition which is, 
continued this (Friday) and Saturday from 
2 to 10 p. m., is one of the surprising 
events of the season, not that so many 
works of art could be gathered together 
from the members of the society, but that 
the works should have been of such a high 
character. Visitors found the exhibit a 
highly interesting one. and it would not 
have done discredit to a society of profes- 
sionals.

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TIIF. CITY GOVERNMENT. 

T1IK Kl.KCTRIC LIGHT QtTRSTIOJI DIHrUBSKD 
WITHOUT ACTION. 

The board of aldermen met on Monday 
evening, every member being present. 
The minutes of the last meeting wero read 
and approved. 

A hearing was given on the petition of 
Mead, Mason & Co., for permission to put 
«p a twenty horsepower boiler and engine, 
for use in the erection of the new Baptist 
church at the Centre; no one appeared in 
opposition and the hearing was closed, 
after which the petition was granted. 

Tapers from the Common Council wero 
received and referred in concurrence. 

A communication was received from I)r. 
Hunker, the city veterinarian, stating that 
hog cholera had appeared among the 
mvino owned by l)r. C. F. Crchore, Lower 
Falls. The cattle commissioners had been 
notified, one bf them had visited the placo 
and done what was necessary, and no fur- 
ther trouble was apprehended. 

A petition from W. R. Dresser and others 
was received, asking for four street lamps 
on Chestnut street, three on Woodward, 
and two on Bacon; referred. 

G. II. Cranitch asked for permit to erect 
a stable, 22 by 20 feet, on Broadway, Ward 
2; granted, 

A. Montgomery asked for permit to erect a 
private stable, 50 by 25 feet, on Warren 
street, Ward 0; granted. 

A. B. Putney asked for permit to move a 
building from Lake avenue to Terrace 
avenue, stating that no trees would be in- 
terfered with; granted. 

Edmand Connors gave notice of his in- 
tention to alter a stable on Chestnut street, 
over into a dwelling house. 

Arthur F. Luke gave notico of his inten- 
tion to build a house on Prince street, 
Ward 8. 

A permit was granted to Geo. W. Bush, 
to erect a storehouse on Elmwood street. 

Proctor and Hubbard applied for a sixth 
class liquor license, for their drug store on 
Centre street. Ward 1, and the application 
was ordered published in the Graphic. 

Treasures Kenrick nominated Moses 
Clarke, Jr., as deputy collector of taxes, 
and the nomination was confirmed. 

Alderman Grant reported an order which 
was passed, authorizing the distribution 
of $173.04, the income of the Kenrick fund, 
in accordance with the wishes of the donor. 

A number of miscellaneous bills were re- 
ported and approved. 

ELKCTKIC LI (HITS. 

Alderman Ilollis presented the report of 
the committee on fuel and street lights, re- 
commending that the city council author- 
ize tho committee to contract with the 
Newton Electric Light and Power Co. as 
follows: The electric light company to 
furnish the city from March 1 to June 1 
with 30 are lights, not less that 1200-candle 
power, and 84 arc lights of the same candle 
power from June 1, 1S87, to Jan. 1, 1888, 
Raid lights to burn every night from sun- 
set to sunrise, for tho sum of 50 cents per 
light per night. An order to this effect 
was also presented, the statement beitig 
made that the Electric light company 
would make a rebate of 8444, the cost of 
HI0 gas lamps for three months, tho num- 
ber which the 80 arc lights would replace 
during the time for which the city has a 
contract with the gas company. 

Alderman Pettoe asked what amount of 
money would be necessary to carry out 
tin's order and from what appropriation it 
would bo taken, as tho present appropria- 
tion was made on the basis of the con- 
tract with the gas company. 

Alderman Hollis replied that the order 
called f >r about $7,500 more. 

Alderman Petteo said he did not believe 
in spending money before he got it, and he 
would move to lay the order on tho table. 

Alderman Ward asked if the company 
had considered what the price would be if 
the electric lights were burned until 12 
o’clock, tho same as the gas lamps. 

Alderman Ilollis replied that the com- 
pany would run the lights on the moon 
schedule, and till 12 o’clock, for 40 cents a 
night. 

Alderman Pettcc said lie was not in favor 
of this street light project, and he should 
vote against any increase of the appropria- 
tion for street lights so soon after it was 
made. The demand for electric lights was 
largely a sentimental one. The alleged de- 
mand for better lights was simply a myth; 
it was a wild and extravagant idea to talk 
of a grand illumination of the city every 
■light, and all night long, whether the < 
union shone or not. When it was proposed ! 
to change the town to a city, the great oh- j 
jgetion was that a city government would 
bring all sorts of jobs and schemes by I 
which taxes would be increased. The an- 
swer was that a city council would be made 
up of citizens, who would be as much inter- 
ested in having an economical government 
as outsiders, and tho members bad a great 
responsibility resting upon thorn. He did 
not know liow large a petition had been 
presented, asking for electric lights, or how 
many tax payers had asked to have their 
luxe increased, but if there had been a 
large number ho had not heard of them. 
The fancy of the committee seemed to have 
been captivated by these new lights, but 
for 10 years we had managed to get. along 
with the present system of lighting, and 
the City Marshal had not complained that 
the peace of the city was endangered. The 
extra money would pay for a large increase 
of the police forge. For his part lie could 
«iofc i Do use of having the city illumin- 
ated after 12, when everyone is in bed or 
ought to be. and there was no one to see 
the light, it was the wildest and most ex- 
travagant scheme that had been brought 
before the city government, and lie should 
vole against the order, and against any iu- 
crea <■ of the appropriations already made. 

Alderman Grant said that the order 
would call for $10,800 more, for the remain- 
der of the year, than if gas was used. 

Alderman Ret tee resumed his remarks, 
upon the foolishness of having electric 
lights in Newton, to illuminate all the cow 
pastures and deserted streets after mid* 
uight. It was said that Newton must keep 
up to the times, to induce people to come 
to Newton, but it might as well be urged 
that we must provide tree eliainpugue 
lunches, which as the Ward 7 alderman : 
I»r.*bii.lv knew, would induce people to ' 
visit the city. It was foolish f . . squander 
the city’s money, by providing a line 
pyrotechnic show every night Mi. Peltce 
then read an extract Irom the Fire and 
Water Magazine, showing the danger to 
firemen of electric wires. The president 
of tin* Electric Light roiupau) had said 
when the compau.. »,ii> first started, ili.it 


the patronage of private parties would 
make a succcfcs of the project, without the | 
city’s patronage, so that no one would he 
beneflttcd liy all this pyrotechnic display. 
We are paying now some $150,145 to take 
care of the interest on the debt of the city, 
ami we had asked the legislature to grant 
us permission to issue $100, 000 more in 
bonds. It was time to call a halt in the 
reckless expenditure of money. 

Alderman Hollis said tiiat all the cities 
about us arc using electric lights, not only 
Boston, but Brookline, Waltham. Malden, 
and so on, ami the committee had not j 
rushed headlong into the business. They 
had considered tho matter carefully, and j 
had recommended what they thought would j 
lie for the host interests of tho city. The i 
difference in price between gas ami electric 
lights would not be so very great, if the 
gas lamps wero burned all night, and every 
night, as it was proposed to do with the 
electric lights. 

Alderman Grunt, said he had served for 
two years ns chairman of the street lamp 
committee, ami during that time there had 
been many complaints* made of the street 
lights, and some of tho most bitter com- 
plaints camo from the district where tho 
Alderman from Ward 5 resided. In New- 
ton, there were many miles of streets, and 
the street lamps instead of being only 100 
feet apart, wore sometimes 300 and 4(H) 
feet apart, and so were inadequate to the 
iroper lighting of the streets. Citizens 
lad complained constantly of tho uoorly 
lighted streets. Too lights were more 
needed after 12 than before, and there were 
also many complaints because tho ten 
nights in the month during which the moon 
was supposed to light tho streets, wero 
often dark ami cloudy, and ho could testify 
that the people were dissatisfied with the 
present system and demanded something 
better. The city had been the most parsi- 
monious in regard to lighting its streets of 
any he know of. The streets ought to he 
lighted all night and every night, and tin; 
citizens were satisfied, as far as he could* 
learn, to pay the expense. One eleetiic 
light would displace three, and in many 
places five gas lamps, and if lights w *re 
used till night, it would be found that we 
got more for our money by using electricity 
than by using gas. it was proposed to 
have 12 electric lights in each ward. As a 
member of the finance conimitteo, lie knew 
that the subject of an increased appropria- 
tion for street lights was talked of last 
year, but it was finally decided to leave it 
to the next city government, to do as they 
thought best, and so the appropriation was 
not increased. The city would get more 
and better results from 84 electric lights, 
than from 252 gas lamps which they would 
displace, and if we want a better article 
we must pay for it. The city ought to lie 
lighted better, and the main streets certain- 
ly should be lighted all night. 

Alderman Hollis said that these gas 
lamps, if used all night, and every night, 
would on the present basis cost $159.74, so 
that there was not so much difference be- 
tween them and the cost of one electric 
light. 

Alderman Ward said ho was in favor of 
all the improvements tho city was able to 
pay for, but lie did not believe in exceed- 
ing the appropriations. If wo could get 
electric lights for the same amount of 
money, he would be glad to have them. 
He doubted if it was wise to have the 
streets lighted all night, and every night. 

. lie did not think one electric light would* 
take the place of three gas lamps, and in 
summer the leaves would obstruct the 
electric lights, and they would have to be 
closer together. If we could not get elec- 
tric lights without paying more than wo 
do now, lie thought it would be better to 
: wait another year: 

Alderman Hollis said that when the ap- 
propriations were made up it was proposed 
to ask for $5,000, but finally it was decided 
to leave the sum an open question until the 
exact cost was found out. If decided 
upon before May, the increase would go 
into this year's taxes. 

Alderman Ward said that would increase 
the tax rate. The $3,000,000 increase in 
the valuation last year was most of it due i 
to tho fact that two wealthy men had died j 
during the year, and all of their estates • 
were assessed. That would hardly happen ' 
this year, and this year’s valuation would ; 
probably be little, if any, larger than last i 
year’s. The tax rate was large enough j 
now, and ought not to be increased. 

Alderman Harwood said that the city 
ought to have electric lights, and have 
them lighted all night. After midnight, • 
the darkness of the streets rendered it 
dangerous to be out, and made it very con- 
venient for thieves and burglars. 

Alderman Grant said that tlie 30 electric 
lights to June 1 would cost $1380, and the : 
84 to Jan. 1st, 1888, would cost $8,742.50, 
making an increase of 810,122.50. The 252 
gas lamps for 10 months would cost $3,750, 
thus making an increase of $0,305. 

Alderman Nickerson said that he was in ' 
favor of electric lights, but liu did not | 
believe in having the lull number recom- 
mended. There was no need of making 
the city bankrupt in order to light the ! 
streets. There were something like 100 
miles of streets, aucl tho demand tor now 
gas lamps would be very great this year, j 
We should need as many as wc have now 1 
even with the electric lights. lie also 
knew of no reason why the lamps should 
lie lighted on moon-light nights. He 
moved that the order be recommitted for 
further consideration, with instructions to 
report the number of lights required to i 
light the most public places until 12 
o'clock, and the cost on nights when i 
there was no moon. 

Alderman Petteu thought that possibly 
the city might do as it dul in the matter of 
concreting sidewalks, grant electric lights | 
if those who wished for them would pay i 
half the expense. 

Alderman Johnson said that electric 
lights were needed on the main streets, 
such as Washington street from Lower i 
Falls to Boston. They should also bo 1 
lighted all night. The streets were now 
unsafe alter dark, and in driving home, re- 
cently, he bad collided in the darkness with 
another team on Washington street, and 
the damage done amounted to more than 
one electric light for a year. The Chief 
Engineer of the lire department would 
appreciate well-lighted streets when he 
was called out after 12 o’clock at night. 
He thought it the members had occasion to 
be out after 12, as many people did, they 
would bo convinced of the necessity of 
lighting the main travelled streets 
all night. lie heleved in electric 
lights, if they could bo obtained at a 
reasonable no t. 

Mdcrman Grant said that 12 lights to 
each ward was a small enough number, 
and b*»*s than that would hardly light each 
village. 

Alderman Nickerson’s motion then 
pafcsed, and the order was recommitted. 

Alderman Grant then reported an order 
appropriating $28,800 foi the expenses of 
the city dui mg . March, which was passed. 

The »oaid then held uli executive ses- 


sion, and authorized the mayor and city 
Ktdicitnr to attend the meeting before the 
legislative committee on towns, and repre- 
sent the interests of the city on tho peti- 
tion of J. W. Tuttle, et al., for the annexa- 
tion of a portion of Watertown to Newton.

A fair-fitted audience greeted tlio Uev. II * 
J. Patrick an ho stopped to tho desk Mon- 
day evening, and said that owing to tho ill- 
ness of tlio president, Mr. Alien, ho occu- 
pied tho double position of being both lec- 
turer and presiding officer, and thereupon 
nominated Mr. E. It. Bond as chairman foi 
the evoning. 

Tlio musical program camo first, and Mr. 
Theodore A. Kleu gave a comical imitation 
of a person learning to play tlio cornet, tho 
Star Spangled Banner, and as an encore, 
Annie Laurio. Messrs, ltice and Rand ren- 
dered a vocal duet, which was very well rn- 
ceived. 

Tho lecture on “Impressions Abroad” by 
Rev. Mr. Patrick was listened to with great, 
attention and greatly enjoyed. lie said 
“there are two impressions which every 
American traveler obtains while in Europe 
— sp small a country — so many people.” 
England ho said is the only complete coun- 
try in tho world, the scafTolding all down 
and tho rubbish cleared away. Rural .Eng- 
land, about June 1st, is very beautiful, and 
we can forgive tlio discomfort caused by 
the rains and fogs because of the depth of 
color it gives all nature. London is a 
whole world in itself, and with Dr. John- 
son wo can say “that a man who is tired of 
London, is tired of his own existence.” In 
Belgium the American is struck with tho 
degradation of women and tho contrast be- 
tween tho real wrongs «»f the women of 
this country and the imagined wrongs of 
those in our own, is very noticeable. Hol- 
land with its well-kept streets and scoured 
throshholds, is remarkable for its cleanli- 
ness, and the thought of the wonderful 
history of the people arouses a correspond- 
ing interest in them. “Every man a sol- 
dier” is thought when you look about any 
German city, and the military strength of 
this nation is a source of wonder to the 
traveler. Switzerland with its lovely lakes 
and lofty mountains is tho country of all 
others for the lover of nature, and the 
transfer from the grandness of nature to 
the frivolity of Paris gives one the impres- 
sion of «i great “Vanity Fair.” The gal- 
lantry shown toward women is in great 
contrast to that of other nations, and you 
like France for the lightness and brightness 
of its people. Scotland is remarkable for 
the sacredness of the Sabbath and the man- 
ner in which it indulges in whiskey. In con- 
cluding the speaker said “that he wrote it 
by the yard and it could be cut off at any 
place.” 

REVENUE ItEFOItM. 

The subject for discussion was Revenue 
Reform, continued from last week. The 
ball was set in motion by Jabcz Fox, Esq., 
of Cambridge, who gave a review of pro- 
tection from tho early part of the century, 
and said “that we needed to be protected 
from the imbecility of old age, rather than 
from the weakness of infants.” As to the 
most practical reform he urged that men 
should ho elected to congress who would 
vote and work for the people, and who will 
not bo retained by the protective interests. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich showed the pros- 
perity of the country under protection, and 
the consequences of free-trade when intro- 
duced in 18.17 and 1857, and said that the 
freight rates charged in exporting our 
goods was practically protection for the 
English people, and that he was opposed to 
sending representatives to congress who 
would vote for our own ruin. 

Mr. Thomas Drew made a very entertain- 
ing speech, and said that you could not 
elevate labor when you allow manufacturers 
protection on their wares and let them im- 
port foreign labor to compete with our own 
poople. Protection was a nuisance, ami he 
wanted the manufacturers to have the raw 
material free, and then send their pro- 
ductions abroad. 

Mr. Colby said that of the $1,020, 000, 000 
in the banks of the nine northern states, 
75 per cent, was owned by wage workman, 
and asked how that compared with other 
countries. 

Mr. E. II. Pierce of Newtonyille came on 
purnoso to hear the big guns of the free 
traders, and stated that the present protec- 
tive system was tin; child of the Republi- 
can party, and that there never was a 
country or a] time when the bono and 
sinew of the people had a more comforta- 
ble and easier time than our own country 
at the present moment. The Democrats 
in 1888 would have to come face to face 
with free trade or protection, and he knew 
a party that was ready to meet them on 
that issue. 

Mr. John \V. Carter yielded the lluor to 
Mr. Fox, who said that if he wanted a 
nuisance abated, he would not go to those 
persons who were interested in maintain- 
ing that nuisance, and he would not go to 
business men for authority, when the for- 
tune of those men was interested in contin- 
uing the protective tariff. 

Mr. Fit/, of Watertown was a believer in 
free trade, because he wanted direct taxa- 
tion and said that New England owed its 
success to the free trade she had had with 
the Southern States. 

Mr. Patrick said that facts are better 
than theory, and lie believed in a modifica- 
tion of our present tariff, but never in free 
trade. 

Rev. Mr. Thatcher was the last speaker, 
ami said that every eountiy should be 
judged by itself, and ho believed every 
country as good as his own, but his own 
country ought to have the preference. 
Capital and men from the old countries 
were what wo needed, and wo put a tax on 
capital and men from abroad, in order to 
induce them to come to our own country. 

Tlio meeting then adjourned, the debate 
being the liveliest and most interesting of 
any that have been held this season in the 
Lyceum.

The Electric Light order received an un- 
expected scr. back in the Board of Aider- 
men. and its fate is as yet uncertain. In- 
stead of having the streets lighted every 
right, and all night, the committee on fuel 
ami street lights are now to consider 
whether it would not be better to use elec- 
tric lights until 12 o'clock, on what is called 
‘‘the moon schedule;” also whether a less 
number than 12 in each ward would not 
satisfy the citizens and tax payers. 

In the rural regions of Ward Five, if we 
are to believe Alderman Pottec, the citizens 
arc such models that they are never out 
after midnight, and lighted streets after 
that hour would only terrify the cattle in 
the pastures and the mosquitoes in the 
swamps. They arc also satisfied with the 
present condition of things, and do not 
hanker after any new fangled inventions of 
turning night into day. And yet, as the 
iccords of the council meetings show, the 
inhabitants of this ward put in more peti- 
tions for street lamps than arc received 
from any other ward, and it is a very 
poor session where they do not ask the 
City Council for at least a half dozen. 

The problem of lighting so many miles 
of streets as we have in Newton is always 
£ difficult one, and involves a vast expense, 
which increases every year with the increase 
of population. Newton already spends 
less than most other cities of its size for 
street lighting, and it may as well be ad- 
mitted that it is more poorly lighted than 
fts neighbors. Turning out all the street 
lights at 12 o'clock is a primitive custom 
which most cities have abandoned, and 
which will have to be given up here sooner 
or later. The main thoroughfares, and the 
immediate vicinity of the railroad stations, 
at least, should be lighted all night, and 
the reasons therefor are obvious enough. 

IT ore money will have to bo expended in 
lighting the streets, whether electricity or 
gas is to he used. 

The extra expense involved is the chief, 
and probably the only real objection to the 
use of electric lights, and ten or twelve thou- 
sand dollars is too large a sum to be voted 
away, without careful consideration. The 
city debt and the city's expenses are stead- 
ily growing, and unless the prosperity of 
the city is to be checked, there is need of 
the most rigid economy in expenditures. 
The tax rate and the valuation of property 
arc both as high as it is wise to make them, 
and if electric lights are a necessity, it would 
seem not impossible to save the cost of 
them in other ways. A littlo more economy 
ih the highway and some other departments 
would tnoro than make up for the extra 
cost, and we could have electric lights as 
Well as other cities. 

However, the question rests with the 
taxpayers themselves. If they desire 
electric lights and are willing to help pay 
for them, all they have to do is to get up 
petitions, and the City Council will listen 
to their wishes. We doubt if Alderman 
Pettee’s proposition to let those who wish 
electric lights have them by paying half 
tire cost, ns is done in regard to watering 
the streets, would prove a practicable one, 
ft is too much in the nature of direct taxa- 
tion to be popular, although it might possi- 
bly work in certain portions of the city. 

People have had the electric light at the 
expense of the company for the past mouth, 
and so have been able to gain a clear idea 
of its advantages. The Electric Light Com- 
pany have been generous in the matter, 
but it could hardly have been ex- 
pected that they would keep up the custom. 
Tin y have also offerred to give a rebate 
.equal to the cost of the gas lamps to lie 
displaced, until the expiration of the pres- 
ent contract in .luue. which is all that 
could reasonably bo expected from them. 

As far as can bo learned, a great majority 
of the residents in the more thickly settled 
portions of the city desire electric lights, 
and there will probably be a large number 
of petitions in circulation before the next 
faceting of the jioard of Aldermen. 

K i : v «•: \ V H ic b : i o lira. 

•The West Newton Lyceum succeeded in 
raising quite au interest in the question of 
Itovemie Reform, by its two debates, and 
tlic Reformers seemed to have the best of 
the arguments. The truths is that no in- 
telligent man believes that the present 
tariff system should bo maintained, and it 
might also be said that no one but a crank 
believes in free trade. A* long as the ex- 
penses of the country nuts', ho paid out of 
revenue duties, a tariff will be necessary, 
but the present system is not defended by 
»uy well-informed man. Senator Dawes 
»»d Congressman Long, for instance, two 
of the most prominent Republican leaders, 
lave placed themselves on record as in favor 
of a thorough reform of the tariff; but the 
trouble is that none of the protected in- 
dust lies are willing that a beginning should 
be made with them. The wool men 
an- willing that tin* tariff on cotton should 
|>e reduced. The cotton tiicu favor taking 
the duties off sugar, the sugar pluutei'* fa- 
vyr reducing the duties on manufactured 
no Ills, and so it goes around the whole 
i-jjclc. All combined arc willing that tlie 
duties should lie taken off from tobuccTi 
Jt id whiskey— the only taxes that an* paid 
wJtl; the least amount of suficiitig, and 
an unsuccessful move has been made in 


the present Congress to that end, hut it 
was fortunately defeated. Protection to 
our industries is a good thing, if the poli- 
cy is not carried to an excess. To show 
tho feeling of citizens who are not politi- 
cians on the subject, the question was dis- 
cussed in one of the leading social organi- 
zations of Newton, at one of its recent 
meetings, and of the twenty gentlemen 
present, all but two agreed that revenue 
reform was not only necessary, but. Hint it 
was the most important issue now before 
the country. Tho significance of this is 
shown by the tact that not one of the twen- 
ty was ,\ Democrat. 

Tiik result of the Grand Army Carnival 
shows that Newton people do not believe 
in waiting for any dependent pension hill 
to provide for the derails of the late war, 
who may lie in need. The Carnival was 
even more successful than was oxpcctcd, 
and both the members of Charles Wind 
Post and the citizens fed that they owe a 
debt of gratitude to the ladies who took 
the Carnival in charge and made it such a 
success. From present appearances the 
total amount realized will be over the 
$5,000 that the Post hoped to raise. New- 
ton is fortunate in one respect, that the 
veterans in this city are most of them in 
comfortable circumstances, and fully able 
to care for themselves, but this is all the 
more reason that the few who are loss for- 
tunate should lie prbporly eared for and 
made comfortable in their times of sick- 
ness and trouble. So far. no appeal in 
their behalf lias been made in vain. 

Tin: Boston Journal prints some 
absurd charges against Collector Salton- 
stall, and insinuates that Senator Hoar 
will move an investigation into tho ‘'curi- 
ous Civil Service Reform Methods, *’ at the 
Boston Custom House. The charges, it 
appears, are based on the testimony of a 
clerk who was removed for neglect ot 
duty, which shows on how slight a founda- 
tion they rest. No one who knows Collec- 
tor Saltoustall will believe that lie would 
lie a party to any irregular transactions, or 
do anything in violation of civil service re- 
form methods. It is a hopeless, as well as 
undignified task, to try to make any issue 
• nit of the petty spite of a clerk who .was 
discharged for good and sufficient reasons. 

Tiii: Woman Suffrage committee of tho 
state legislature has decided to report in 
favor of tho bill granting Municipal Suf- 
frage to women, but unfortunately there is 
little prospect that the bill will pass. If 
such a law had been in force, it is thought 
that the receipts at the recent Grand 
Army Carnival would have been doubled. 

One War paper to-day gives a graphic 
description of some exciting and ev« ntful 
days, and will bo found to be full of inter- 
est for the general reader. 


The Electric Light Company’s Action. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Doubtless much surprise has been felt 
on the part of our citizens at the non-ap- 
pearance of tlie lights of the Newton 
Electric Light ami Power Company last 
Tuesday night, and their remaining in 
darkness since that time. The Company 
feel that they have put in a first class 
plant, and have gone ahead on their own 
responsibility to establish electric light- 
ing in tho City of Newton. They have 
been encouraged by what has been said 
by our Mayor in his inaugural addresses 
for the last two years, that our citizens 
were willing and anxious to have our 
streets lighted by electricity, as is done 
iu tho cities in our neighborhood. 

•tarty in January, everything being in 
readiness, tho lights were turned onto tho 
streets, and for the last six weeks we 
have been showing what wo could do and 
have been furnishing lights to the city wit h- 
out charge. The lighting committee have 
expressed themselves as favorable to a con- 
tract with ns, and to avoid any contro- 
versy that might arise with the gas com- 
pany should they claim that under their 
contract the city could not make any ar- 
rangements with tlic Newton Electric Light 
and Power company for lights until after 
the 1st of June, wo made the proposal 
to the street lighting committee that we 
would furnish eighty-four lights to be run 
every night and all night at fifty cents 
per light per night; thirty lights to go 
into effect March 1, and continue to Juno 
1; the balance of the contract, titty-four 
lights, to begin June 1— -tho lights to lie 
located by the Street Lighting ( ’oiinuit- 
tee in the meantime; and that in con- 
sideration of this being done the Electric 
Light A Power Company would pay the 
cost of the gas lights which would lie* dis- 
placed by the thirty arc lights from March 
1st to June 1st. 

The committee reported unanimously in 
favor of making such an agreement with 
the Company, and it was inti oduced to the 
Board of Aldermen last Monday night, but 
it will be some time before action can lie 
taken in the matter by the City Govern- 
ment; the Company feel that they have 
furnished lights free of charge as long as 
they can afford to do sq, and for that rea- 
son* the lights were discontinued on Tues- 
day evening, as they do not feel that »hoy 
can tiiruish lights to the City, until they 
have made arrangements with tlie City 
Government so that they shall get com- 
pensation for doing so. 

We think our citizens now realize what 
au improvement electric lighting is over 
gas liL'htiug, and are willing to pay what 
ever extra expense there may he for the 
sake of having our principal streets and 
squares well lighted all night. As soon as 
arrangements can lie completed with the 
City Government wo shall lie jileascd to 
commence once more the lighting of our 
streets.

no time to spare for compassion and consol- 
ing.

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WAR PICTURES. 

No. IX. 

BY H. A. RANLETT. 

After the famous “mud march” in Janu“ 
ary 18G3,tho army settled down into winter- 
quartern, and it took tlie men pretty much 
all tho rcRt of the winter to scrape tho mud 
ofT their clothen, and dig out wagons and 
guns after that ridiculous movement. It 
was aggravating to have the Johnnies ask 
us when on picket by the river, if wo didn’t 
want them to como over and help dig us 
out; and another thing that was exaspera- 
ting was to roo them clad in tho overcoats 
they had stripped from our brave comrades 
who fell in tho recent battle. 

Tho region around Falmouth was one 
vast desert. To say nothing of “top rails,” 
there was not oven a bottom one loft. 
What little McDowell loft, after his winter- 
quarters of the previous year, wo finished 
up this, and ovon dug up the roots of tho 
trees for llrowood. 

What a glorious change it was when we 
loft tho war-wnsted fields of Virginia for 
the fair and fertile “blue grass” regions of 
Kentucky; at least wo thought so at the 
time, not knowing then that wo were jump- 
ing “out of the frying-pan into tho lire,” 
as the men afterwards expressed it. 

Our Corps w’as first ordered to Newport 
Nows, and left tho Army of the Potomac 
early in February, proceeding by rail to 
Aquia Creek, and thence on transports to 
Newport News, where it remained until 
about the middle of March. This period 
was well spent'in perfecting the discipline 
and drill of tho troops; regimental, brigade 
and oven division drills being of daily oc- 
currence. Our few weeks rest at this 
place, with exemption from anxious picket 
duty, good living, and visits from friends 
and relatives from Massachusetts, often 
afterwards caused us to revert to these as 
tho “halcyon days” of our service. But 
the routine of camp lifo grows wearisome, 
and soldiers are happier when on tho move, 
and in changing scene and locality. 

Ennui from this cause was a thing un- 
known in the Ninth Corps, for they kept us 
on the tramp, and “Burnside’s Geography 
Class” certainly earned their name, if 
marching and lighting around and across 
tho larger part of the Southern Confeder- 
acy gave thorn any title to it. 

It had been the general belief that our 
corps was to go on an expedition to some 
point along the coast as soon as spring was 
far enough advanced to transport troops 
around llatteras, and not until the boats 
headed north were we wholly cured of the 
idea. The First and Second Divisions of the 
corps proceeded to Baltimore, where cars 
were taken on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. The journey was attended with 
no little discomfort, for government pro- 
vided only box-cars, with rough board 
seats, and the men had to crowd into them, 
more like cattle than human beings; but 
wo had learned by this time to expect little, 
and were not disappointed. A liberal use 
of bayonets and musket-butts soon let in 
ventilation, and some were ingenious 
enough to rig hammocks by swinging their 
blankets from corner to corner, while 
others managed to obtain some hav or 
straw, and soon arranged very comfortable 
quarters. 

Tho road was pretty rough at times, for 
it had been raided bore and there and de- 
stroyed, and hastily rebuilt. The people 
along the line of the railroad seemed loyal, 
aud received us with enthusiasm, though 
tho war had brought much misery upon 
them, and some towns appeared almost de- 
serted. Martinsbung seemed to have been 
especially dl used, almost wholly destroyed, 
and only a few poverty-stricken wretches 
clung to it. who were too poor to get away. 
It. was sad to see some little half-starved 
children begging the*men for a cracker.and 
they got all they could carry away, for the 
mens’ hearts were touched by the sight of 
the poor little pinched faces. We thought 
how little tho inhabitants of Now England 
knew of the sorrows of war, compared 
with these people, who hardly dared call 
themselves Unionists, their position on the 
border making them hay for one side, and 
grass for the other, and they found the 
Union Hag little or no protection. 

A part of the corps had tho good fortune 
to be sent West over tho Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral Railroad, and received a grand ovation 
all along the route, and had plenty of soft 
bread and other luxuries, so wo found them 
“roosting high” afterwards when we met 
again down in Kentucky, and telling all 
sorts of fables. They said people had 
•crowded to the stations everywhere they 
stopped, with pies and cakes; tho girls had 
been distributing bouquets around; big 
signs had been seen with such inscriptions 
as ** Welcome to the Ninth Corps!” “Hur- 
rah for Burnside’s boys!” all of which 
stories wo received with grunts of incredu- 
lity or disgust, for we hadn’t seen any girls, 
pies or signs, and army cream-cakes, (hard- 
tack,) were the only cakes wo found, aud 
those we brought along. Thus did one de- 
gree of latitude make all the difference 
between poverty and plenty, peace and 
happiness, war and wretchedness. We had 
seen all of one phase, while our comrades 
enjoyed the other. 

When we arrived at Parkersburg on the 
Ohio River, our regiment embarked on a 
line steamer called the “Bostonia,” a most 
suggestive and homelike name to many of 
us. The sail down tho Ohio River was 
greatly enjoyed, for it was a most delight- 
ful change from tho uncomfortably crowd- 
ed cars to a loomy boat, where a man 
could kick out in his sleep at some imagin- 
ary rebel without rousing tho wrath of a 
real patriot. 

At most settled places oil the Ohio side, 
and many on the Kentucky, the inhabitants 
were out in crowds, cheering tho troops 
and showing their sympathy for the Union 
cause. The scenery along the river was 
very line, and the Yankee boys were wide 
awake to everything of interest. At some 
points where the country was level, a sign 
hoard would bo seen with the nauu of the 
town, wli'cli was visible on the higher land 
in the distance; spring freshets having 
i aught the lesideuts not to build too near 
the shore of the tickle river. 

The boat dually drew up at Covington. 
Ky., where can were again taken, aud after 
au all-night ride we found ourselves at 
Lexington, and pitched our tents in a beau- 
tiful grove of black-walnut trees near a 
cemetery, in whioh there was a monument 
to Henry Play, of grey limestone, R12 feet 
high, with a statue ot the great Whig at the 
top. The regiment remained at this place 
a week, aud made a most favorable impres- 
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R, on upon the citizens who visited the 

c amp, apparently curious to see what kind 
of men those Massachusetts Yankees were. 
They were at once impressed with the lino 
appearance of the eastern troops, for 
hitherto they had never soon any but West- 
ern regiments, who in discipline, bearing 
and conduct, were not to be compared with 
tho Army of the Potomac. But of this I 
shall tlavo something to say hereafter. 

And now wo commenced tho spiing cam- 
paign of '(13 in earnest, and the corns hav- 
ing arrived was scattered by brigades and 
regiments over Centrnl and Eastern Ken- 
tucky in pursuit of Morgan and his bands 
of partisan rangers. And as we are fairly 
on our feet again, aud the kinks and cramps 
of railroad travel have disappeared, per- 
haps this is as good a place as any to pay a 
passing tribute to that peculiar institution, 
tho “government brogan.” I approach the 
subject reverently and with a due sense of 
its gravity, and if I have avoided it here- 
tofore, perhaps it was lest I might do the 
subject injustice. But now it is of no use 
to evade it any longer; hero on these hard 
limestony Kentucky roads the question 
must be met; it rises like a spectre and de- 
mands recognition. 

The Government brogan, or as wo used 
to call it, tho “army gunboat,” was of a 
delicate composition. 

It’s shape. 

"If shape It might be called that shape had none," 
was such that it was adapted to 
any foot, the high-arched instep of the 
blue-blooded New Englander, eighth or 
ninth in direct lino of descent from a 
“coat-of-arms” — or the broad, flat foot of 
the pioneer of the far West. Tho only re- 
quisite to a lit was longth— that property 
secured, all tho rest camo with it. As long 
as possible tho men avoided the brogan, 
and clumr to tho shoes they could get in 
some way from home or in tho settlements. 
But every man had to come to it at last. 
It has often been a question in my mind 
what profit tho shoo contractors made out 
of Government on these (so-called) shoes; 
—probably not over live or six hundred 
per cent at a rough guess. 

In a man’s knapsack, carefully rolled up 
and only exhibited on Sunday inspection 
in dry weather, they might wear several 
weeks. But actually on the feet and in all 
weather— “Ay ! there’s the rub.” 

As we were marching along one day, 1 
noticed Tom D., (one of our “eccentrics.” 
and there were such in overv regiment,) 
plodding on barefoot, with his brogans dang- 
ling from his musket, a most uumilitary 
spectacle, and one that would have curd- 
led tho blood of a West Pointer; wo vol- 
unteers could stand most anything. I said. 
“Tom, why don’t you wear your shoes?” 
“And do you take me fora shoe manufac- 
turer, that can have a new pair every day?” 
was tho reply. 

The brogan was made of leather about 
half tanned, the soles were fastened (?) on 
to the upper in some patent way, whether 
with glue or flour-paste I will not under- 
take to say; but they seemed as ready to 
dissolve partnership as the South was to 
leave us in ’(11. Woo betide the man who 
stood st»ll long in a soft spot on those 
Kentucky roads. The limey nature of the 
soil made the mud something like mortar, 
and a man would find himself suddenly 
unshod, if he did not look well to his foot- 
ing, or at least the bottoms of his shoes 
cemented down to old Kentucky’s stony 
breast. 

And yet, strange as it may seem, we 
would wear even the brogan rather than go 
barefoot. After being once well wet, they 
were never again the same shoe. If they 
did not entirely fall apart they took such 
appalling shape that they no longer seemed 
like shoes, but a conglomeration of paste- 
board, wooden-pegs, leather and misery. 
Oh! never-to-be-forgotten “brogan” of ’(12, 
—terror of the volunteer, bonanza of your 
makers, progenitor of numberless days of 
wretchedness, of blistered and bunioned 
feet,— may your inventors be compelled in 
tho hereafter (if there be any for them) to 
go shod in their own incomparable leather 
throughout all eternity! 

As we moved gradually South into the 
afflicted region along the north side of the 
Cumberland River, tho paralysing hand of 
war was everywhere apparent. Towns 
that had evidently once been thrifty, were 
now almost deserted; those families who 
were able to move to safer regions having 
left for them. These Southern Kentucki- 
ans] wants were few, and if they could get 
a little of their staple food — “hog and 
hominy”, aud some Bourbon or “apple- 
jack,” they were as happy as the Italian 
with his maccaroui. But Morgan and his 
bush-whackers had made life miserable to 
these people. We began a series of de- 
tached and rapid movements in various di- 
rections to clear the state of these pests. 
Of all 'warfare this bush-whacking is the 
meanest. Morgan’s men were ubiquitous; 
we heard of them on all sides of us; wo 
knew they were prowling around our camp 
every night, and they would creep up like 
snakes in the darkness and assassinate our 
pickets. Wo slept with our clothes on, 
horses saddled ami bridle in hand and re- 
volvers in our boot- legs ready for a sudden 
dash. We would hear through scouts of a 
band at some point not far away, and a 
hard night tramp would follow: ami a t 
dawn, after careful dispositions to bag the 
gang, would find their deserted camp and 
hot embers of their bivouac fires. We 
could not bring them to a fair fight. As 1 
said before, wo were scattered in detach- 
ments, which would consist of a brigade of 
infantry, a section or two of artillery, and 
a squadron of Kentucky cavalry. This 
cavalry deserves a special description. We 
had with our brigade a portion of Colonel 
Edward's regiment— such riders we had 
never seen before, aud if we had had a few 
such regiments in the Army of the l’oto- 
mac, there would have been no raiding like 
that of Stuart's around the rear of the 
Army. 

When the squadron of Col. Edward’s 
command joined us one day, we were on 
the march, aud halted to give them room 
to pass to the front. They rode by in dou- 
ble file on tlie keen run, some of the men 
standing on their saddles, swinging a sabre 
or aiming a carbine, others sitting or 
standing faced squarely to the rear, and 
all as much at home on their horses as wo 
on foot. We cheered them to the echo as 
they dashed by, for if ever men seemed to 
be what Hancock called Sheridan, “a 
whirlwind with spurs oil,” these men did. 
Most of them were riding horses they had 
raised and broken to the saddle, and who 
obeyed the least word of their masters; 

| and there are no finer horses in America 
than tlie Kentucky-blooded animals. We 
took some of them down the river, but they 
were too thin-skinned, aud were so badly 
i stung by guilts in the Yazoo swamps they 
soon became useless. When we were 
camped in the suburbs of some of the 
larger towns, such as Danville, Columbia 
or Harrodshurg. many ladies would ride 
out at night to witiicHs||“drcss-puntde.'' 
'and what splendid equestriennes they 
were! Many ot the field aud st ill Ulcer's 


of oar Corps might well have taken lessons 

of them, and insured themselves against 
accidents before mounting the horses these 
young ladies rode with incomparable ease 
I and grace. 

They made sad havoc with some of the 
susceptible ones, and but for our frequent 
changes of location*, putting a sudden end 
to flirtation, some of these Kentucky girls 
would have become Y'ankcc wives. Brass 
buttons disappeared from uniforms at an 
alarming rate, and pocket editions of Byron 
and Moore were read more than the “field 
manual.” It was well that war should 
have have its bright side, for at the best it 
is gloomy enough, and even in these beau- 
tiful spring days and amid such scenery as 
the best of Kentucky afforded, there were 
Jmrdened wrote lies who grumbled, and 
wished we were back in Virginia; for no 
matter where a soldier is he will wish he 
was somewhere else. 

The months of April and May passed, and 
by the end of May the State north of the 
Cumberland River was entirely rid of guer- 
rillas. Wo had made it so hot for Morgan, 
captured so many of his men and made it 
so perilous for them to approach our lines, 
that there now began to be talk of pushing 
down into Tennessee and rescuing the loyal 
residents of Knoxville aud the mountain 
regions of East Tennessee. The camp was 
full of rumors all at once. Great tidings 
were abroad; the “Army of tho Tennessee” 
had left its base, and by a campaign, for 
strategy and boldness without a parallel in 
our war, or a superior in any other, had 
half their enemy shut up in Vicksburg. At 
the same time Leo was assuming the offen- 
sive, and the air was full of the great 
events pending both on the soil of Pennsyl- 
vania and Mississippi. 

Orders were received to be ready fora 
movement with rations enough for eight 
days. Where were wo going, to Virginia, 
to Tennessee or Mississippi? The solons 
of the camp-fires were at fault. We were 
at Jamestown; it was the 4th day of June; 
at noon orders were received to march 
with all haste to Lebanon, sixty miles 
away, the nearest point to a railroad. Wo 
made the distance in 48 consecutive hours, 
under a scorching sun, over roads of flinty 
hardness or in blinding dust. It was plain 
that reinforcements were badly needed 
somewhere to demand such marching. At 
Lebanon doubt gave way to certainty; we 
were not to be at Gettysburg: we were to 
represent Massachusetts at Vicksburg.

The Inauguration of Associates' Hall* 

The “Associates” after nearly four 
months of patient industry on the part of 
their executive committee, Mr. Frank Ed- 
mands being tho efficient chairman, and giv- 
ing the work his personal attention, they 
received the keys of the hall, and invited 
the citizens to inaugurate its prospective 
career of usefulness, on the evening of Sat- 
urday, Fen. lffth. The evening was opened 
by the Faneuil orchestra of Boston, Mr. S. 

B. White, leader, Mr. Avery L. Rand, pres- 
ident, in the chair. On the platform were 
Hon. R. R. Bishop. Hon. J. F. C. Ilyde, Rev. 
Dr. Hemau Lincoln, Messrs. Frank Ed- 
mauds, A. C. Walworth, W. E. Webster, 
George Warren, Ernest Porter and others. 
President Rand read a telegram dated 
Washington, D. C., from Mr! Charles S. 
Davis, former chairman of tho executive 
committee, regretting his absence, and offer- 
ing liis congratulations on the success of 
the work, after which he introduced Rev. 
Dr. Lincoln, who said: “Less than one 
year ago, at a meeting of the Improvement 
Society 1 offered a resolution to the effect 
that an accessible public hall was the most v 
urgent need of Newton Centre. To-night 
I have the pleasure of congratulating our 
citizens on the accomplishment of this long 
cherished purpose of this community, 
which is now actually brought to pass.” 
He concluded by speaking of the advant- 
ages of the contact of mind with mind, how 
it elevates socially and morally, said he 
could scarcely find words to express his 
gratification in finding himself speaking in 
this comfortable, commodious, accessible 
hall, worthy of this, one of the most fa- 
vored villages of tlie Garden City. lion. 

R. B. Bishop was the next speaker. lie 
said ho was unfortunate in being called to 
follow the eloquent divine who had pre- 
ceded him, and the rising young member 
of the general court who ho understood 
was to follow him. He would say that 
Newton Centre was largely made up of 
three classes — the old men, the young men 
and the men who were doing such work as 
not only building balls, but in a very pub- 
lic-spirited manner improving the estate of 
tho citizens. The lines between these 
classes are too absolute, each lives too 
much in its own atmosphere; we must 
mingle more, bear each others burdens 
more. He rejoiced in this hall which gave 
us a common meeting place for our coun- 
cil-tire. Mr. A. C. Walworth followed in a 
short patriotic address, in which he said he 
was not born in Newton Centre, buthe had 
the good fortune to get here after a while. 
He referred to tlie growth of Newton. In 
1775 its population was but 1,400 souls, and 
it sent 275 men to fight for Independence, 
and the war of the Rebellion showed also 
an excellent spirit of patriotism stirring 
the men of Newton. He expressed much 
gratification that this hall was to have as 
an adjunct, tho chapel to be used as a li- 
brary, reading and debating room. lion. 
J- F. C. Hyde took uo the subject of the 
value of debating clubs, and spoke of the 
old Lyceum which he attended when lie 
was a member of Squire Bice’s school, at 
bis house on Centre street. Afterwards lie 
stated that they met in a building which 
stood on the same spot where our 
present hall now stands. The audience 
was much amused by his account of 
a supper of the fire engine members; 
when during the evening a great eonfia- 
gration was observed in the direction of 
Box bury they hastened off with their en- 
gine. but as the snow was deep they hitched 
on a horse and a yoke of oxen, and really 
reached the fire, which was a large church. 
It well becomes this village, the old Centre, 
where on this common the East Company 
drilled in 1775, and thence marched to Lex- 
ington to place its Forum opposite its liberty 
pole, and remind itsyouthof its old heroes, 
men of piayer and courage, who enlisted 
on this parade ground which was given to 
the town for exercising the citizens in the 
art of self-defense and bearing arms. In 
closing, President Band made a financial 
statement. Of the shares of the Hall cor- 
poration at £25 each, 2(55 had been taken; 
the total outlay was £14.440. He urged all 
to be interested, and would gladly see all 
members. The stock be considered as 
good property. The house and store on 
the premises were rented at a fair rate. At 
a recent meeting held in the chapel, thirty- 
four gentlemen were present and $600 was 
subscribed towards the work of moving 
the building and establishing a reading 
room. Mr. \\ r . E. Webster invited those 
present to take stock, and some fifteen or 
twenty additional shares were taken. Mr. 
Horace Couseus offered to double his num- 
ber of shares if tlie whole could be taken 
and tlie debt paid. After tiio dismission 
the audience was invited to make the tour 
of the premises.

School Board Meeting, 

The school board met Wednesday even- 
ing, Mayor Kimball in tho chair. Superin- 
tendent Emerson recommended plans for 
tho ventilation of the High and Williams 
school buildings. For tho first, two venti- 
lating shafts from tho cellar to the attic, 
with openings from each room near tho 
lihor and ceiling, were proposed, tho shafts 
to he heated, so as to produce an upward 
current. The estimated cost was $750. For 
the Williams building, ventilating boards 
at the windows and transoms were recom- 
mended, estimated expense, $101). Both 
plans were referred to tho committee on 
school houses, with lull powers, and 
promptness recommended, the cost to be 
charged to incidental expenses. 

Mr. Weed recommended moderation, and 
Mr. Smith advised deferring the whole 
matter until vacation, but the board ad- 
hered to its previous action. 

Tlie superintendent reported on salaries 
of janitors, and recommended that thoy lie 
paid according to tho number of rooms in 
their care, a definite price being fixed for 
4 rooms; an additional sum for each room; 
also a definite sum for halls. $4 a month 
for eaeli room and $1 additional for a hall. 

According to this plan there would be|au 
increase in some cases and a decrease in 
others. At the High School, for instance, 
which contains the equivalent of 13 rooms, 
the janitor now receives $54.17 ser month; 
on tlie new linsis be would reeeive $62 per 
month. At the Bigelow and Underwood 
schools, the price would be increased from 
$50 to $64; at the Lincoln, from $8 to $0; 
at the Eliot, reduced from $30to$22;Claflin, 
no change; Adams, increased from $22 to 
30; Pierce and Davis, from $40 to $52; 
Franklin, from $20 to $22; Jackson, $22 
to $27; Barnard $20 to $22; Williams, re- 
duced from $40 to $38; Hamilton, increased 
from $20 to $23; Prospect, $30 to $31; Hyde, 
$25 to $30; Mason, reduced from $45 to $30; 
Bice, increased from $20 to $22; Thomp- 
sonville. no change; Oak Hill, from $8 to 
$ 0 . 

Mr. Emerson also recommended that the 
janitor at the High School be paid $1 addi- 
tional for each night of meeting of tho 
School Board. Janitors now serving will 
be paid no more than they receive at 
present if work is not satisfactory. The 
report was adopted to take effect March 
1st. 

Miss Sinead reported from the music 
committee, recommending that copies of 
the Normal Music Charts be purchased for 
the primary grades throughout the eity. 
Also that the books and charts of the 
Normal Music course be introduced into 
all the classes of the Pierce school. Both 
these recommendations were referred to 
the text book committee. 

The report ot the committee onfaccounts 
and printing in relation to school expenses 
for the month, was accepted and adopted. 

The committee on salaries recommended 
an increase in tho salary of S. Warren 
Davis to $2,000. to date from Jan. 1st, 1887. 

Mr. Ames of the High school committee 
advised the adoption of the recommenda- 
tion of the superintendent with regard to 
the study of solid Geometry in tho High 
school. He also recommended that Mr. 
Sampson of the High school be allowed to 
employ assistance in care of apparatus con- 
nected with his department, not to exceed 
$5 per week. 

Air. Barton recommended tho erection of 
a new school house on Station street, New- 
ton Centre. No definite location was fixed 
upon, but to save time it was left to the 
proper committee. 

Mr. Smith, for committee of rules and 
regulations, had a copy of tho revised rules 
and regulations placed on each member’s 
desk for inspection. They are ready for 
adoption, and it was voted to lay them on 
the table for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Walton asked that the leave of ab- 
sence granted to Miss Mague of the Frank- 
lin school be extended through March. 
Granted. 

The superintendent informed the board 
that the water department of tho eity 
is to put a water-meter in eaeli school 
building, for which the school department 
be charged the same as private indi-
